Olc-nwood Springs, Colo., Jan. 16. — 
Twenty persons wore Ulilud and thir- 
ty injured, many of them seriously, in 
a head-on collision between west- 
bound puasonger train No. B and an 
castbound freight train on the Denver 
and Rio Grande railroad between Dot- 
scro and Spruce Creek, 22 miles from 
Glenwood Siirings, at U:3G o'clock last 
night. 

While nothing has been given out 
as tho cau.se of the wreck. It Is said j 
to have been due to a misunder- | 
standing of orders on tho jiart of the i 
engineer, Gustaf Olsen, of tho passen- j 
gor train. Olaen, however, claims that ^ 
lie understood ills instructions per- I 
feetly, but that he misread his watch, 
thus encroacliing on the time of the 
freight train, which was being drawn 
by two big locomotives. 

Every available doctor and nurse at 
Glenwood Sijrlngs was hurried to the 
scene of tlio wreclc, and they were 
soon at work. Tho work of rescue 
was immediately begun. As tho bod- 
ies were taken from tie ruins they 
were laid side by side on a bier of 
snow amid the agonized cries of hU's- 
bands and Wives and parents as they 
searched among the dead for their 
loved ones, many of whom were 
mangled beyond all recognition. 

A pathetic feature of the accident 
was tho killing of a father, leaving 
two small children ,thc eldest being 
four years old, tho youngest two. Tlio 
older boy told a nurse at tho sa.nl- 
tarium that hi-i father called him 
Bcnnlo, and thl.s in all ho will say. A 
follow passenger states tlitit ho 
learned tho family was en route to 
Grand Junction to visit relatives. It 
is supposed that Mr. and Mrs. Kettle, 
who arc among the dead, wore tho 
parent.-, ot theso two little ones, who 
aro badly Itijarod. 

Another sad case was tho destruc- 
tion of an entire .^family with the ex- 
ception of an infant of, throe months. 
This 'helpless child was taken care of 
by a family at Shoshone who intend 
to adopt .^thtf sole survivor of a oncb 
happy family. 

One of .tho remarkable -.incidents 
was tho almost miraculous escape 
from tho Ill-fated chair car .of a Mr. 
Stall of Pueblo, Colo,, a salesman. 
Mr. Stall escaped without a scratch, 
but is tonight on the verge of col- 
lapse as a result of tho nervous 
shock. It I.^ expected that at least a 
dozen others will die from their 
wounds. 

Train No. 5 was made up of an en- 
gine, baggage car, mall car, smoking 
car, followed by ,a cliair car, 3 tour- 
ist sleeper, a full complement ot 
standard sleepers and a dining car. 
Tlie locomotives are up on end and 
driven together as one piece. The 
wheels rolled down Into the Grand 
river, and pieces of machinery are 
■scattered all over tho scene ot the 
wreck. 

The smoking car was only parody 
derailed, while the chair, car Immedi- 
ately following was completely tele- 
scoped by the tourist Kleepr^-. None 
of the standard sleepers' left tho track 
and no one was killed or injured ii> 
these cars, moat of the dead and in- 
jured are being removed from the 
ruln.s of the chair car which was split 
completely In two. It Is exiiected that 
the wreckage will be cleared away and 
the tracks opened for traffic again 
tonight. 

The wreckage caught firo immedi- 
ately after the colli.sinn, and a liolo- 
caust was avoitled by those jiassen- 
gers wlu) were not Killed or seriously 
injured anil niemhci-s of the traiii 
crews, who secured .^hovels and put 
out the blaze witli siinw, which is 
plied in liuge banks alongside the 
tracks.

Nanalmo, Jan. 16. — ^ThoWiystcry sur- 
rounding the disappearance of William 
Johns, a well known resident of Well- 
ington who was lost In the woods 
near Nanaooso Bay, la as yet unsolved 
despite the jiroslstent and energetic 
efforts of various search jiartles who 
have scoured tho woods In vain for 
tho past week. 

Today the Provincial government 
.sent out a party of live men who will 
go thoroughly over the wooded district 
betwec'ii Wellington and the headwaters 
of Englishman's river. They will re- 
main out four or five days and beat 
every covert for a trace of the miss- 
ing man. Parties of nine men have 
been searching the district almost con- 
tinuously since It was reported that 
Johns was ml.'^sing, but not the slight- 
est clue as to his whereabouts has 
been obtained. 

The mystery is a complete as that 
of the Indian Saiieselte, wiio, while 
hunting on Christmas day became 
separati'd from his Indian companion 
and has been missing since. 

Regarding the disappearance of the 
Indian, a report reached tho city yes- 
terday that he had been found with 
a bullet hole In the back of his bead. 
Investigation by the provincial police, 
however, elicited the fact that the re- 
port was unfounded. 

Further detail of the unfortunate 
accident that resulted In the death of 
John Holdeii, one of the party in 
search of the missing man Johns, aro 
now at hand. The accidmit occurred 
yesterday about 11 o'clock in u dense 
brush. Holden and a man named 
Richards were together, Holden being 
In front .'Uid Richards behind, ctirry- 
Ing a 303 Savage rifle. The gun 
must liave caugiit by the trigger in 
the, jthlck brush, which they were 
forcing their way through at the thno 
when the weapon discharged. 'J'he 
bullet struck Ilolden In the right leg 
about two Inches below the knee. As 
It emerged It tore everything away 
from tho other side of tho leg, mak- 
ing an ugly wound. 

Provincial Con.stable Trawford hap- 
peniMl to be In the neighborhood In- 
vestigating another report and had 
Just reached the cabin when word was 
brought out of the accidimt. The 
constable at once went out to where 
the wounded man was lying and made 
arrangements to convey him to the 
cabin, some two miles distant, over 
a very rough road. Bandages were 
tied above and below tho wound, and 
as far as possible the flow of blood 
ivas stojiped. The cabin was Bafely 
reached and a sleigh was obtained to 
i-onvey Holden to the hospital, which 
was reached as ypeodlly as possible. 
By this time Ilolden wa.s in a very 
low state from tlu' loss of blood anil 
the shock ho sustained. At tho hos- 
pital his injuries were dressed, and 
at that time wa.s not considered In 
any imniedlato danger, but during tlu; 
tiight ho gradually sank and expired 
at two a. m. yesterday morning. 

Deceased was only 32 years of ago, 
was a native of England nnd was a 
resld(;nt of AVciilngton, being employed 
In the Gllllllaii mines. He is survived 
by a wife and two small children.

Drivers of Both Engines Killed, 
While Firemen Jumped to 
Safety 



Vancouver, Jan. 16. — A special train 
containing the bodies of the two en- 
gineers and the injured of yesterday's 
wreck on the Canadian Faci-flc near 
Spuzzum reaohed Vancouver early this 
morning. The injured were conveyed 
to the hospitals. There were twenty, 
but outside of one or two cases of 
broken ribs, the injuries oonsisted of 
cuts and bruises, with no bones bro- 
ken. Remarkable good fortune favor- 
ed tho peorile who were carried over 
the hill in the smashed cars. Six cars 
went down tho embankment, besides 
the two engines, Tho mail and ex- 
press cars aro In the river one hun- 
dred yards from tho tr.ack. Tho oth- 
ers lie in the intervening apace. 

The narrcnvcal escape from death 
after the plunging engines and cars 
came to riist was that of tho three 
mall clerks, who wore within an ace 
ot being drowned like rats in a trap. 
Tlie mall car was flung farthest down 
the hill, finally coming to rest in tho 
river Itself, where It immediately com- 
menced to 1111, Inside the car wore 
R. G. Herbert, F. N. JlcCrlmmon and 
Frank Burns, all of Vancouver. the 
last-mentioned being a sou of Princi- 
pal Burns of tho Normal school. 

The three men wore at work when 
tho accident happened, and, as Is tho 
custom of mail, clerks, tiiey had di- 
vested themselves, of most at .thejr. . 
clothing and Were attired Qnly In.' 
overalls and undershirts. PlcklAg" 
themselves out of a tangle of ..malj'- 
bags in a hurry — as they could hear 
the water rusblnB into the car— the 
nien: reachted the floor,' and luckily the 
car was lying in such a position that 
they v;ore able to open it. By the 
timo they had shoved the heavy door 
back tho car was full' of water to 
within 15 inches of tlie roof and all 
were swimming In the ice-cold stream. 
They grabljed - tho. Iron mall-saok-; 
catcher attached -to the outside of the'' 
car and ilke monkeys swung them- 
selves up the side, of the coach out of 
tho w.ater to the roof. Though tho 
roof of tho car was angling at 45 de- 
grees tlie mall clerks were soon on tho 
river bank, wet and shivering but vic- 
tors In a nerve-trying race With death.

Climbed 'th» Sriowstlde 

Hooked up' together and pulling the 
train through the heavy drifts of snow 
were engines Noa. <9C and S41. They 
were working in a blinding snowstorm 
and neither engineers or firemen could 
liavo see the snowslldc responsible for 
the accident until they were practically 
on toj) of it. The train had left North 
Bond on its run to the coast following 
tho snowplow. It was not a lieavy 
train, being merely a local made up at 
.Medicine Hat to fill a gap consequent 
upon tho fact that two regular west- 
bound express trains wore many hours 
behind time, but snow was falling so 
heavily that tho engineers were run- 
ning slowly to bo on tho safe side ot 
danger. 

At i:i:30 o'clock the engines i;lunged 
Into a snowbank, CO foot long and not 
more than nix feet deep at Sailor Bar. 
bluff, just east of Saddle Rock siding 
and seven and a half miles east of 
Yale. At the time the train was 
moving at the rate of about 20 miles 
an hour, and when tho slide was 
struck she was running on a practi- 
cally straight piece of track. 

The slldo contained rocks, and in- 
stead of cutting tl:-ough the bank 
the head engine. No. 130, with En- 
gineer Clifford Carscadden at tho 
throttle and H. Finnic, fireman, dash- 
ed into It a short distance and then 
mounting the snow left the rails and 
plungi'd over the cliff. 

lOnglno No. Sll, <>( which Jamea 
l'\)sler w.as engineer and S. F. Cran- 
ston fireman, followed tho head loco- 
motive In Its dive. The couplings 
between tho engines and between tliem 
and tho follnu^ng cars failed to snap, 
and tho weight ot the giant locomo- 
tives pulled the mail, express, baggage, 
colonist, day coach and tourist cars 
from tho rails and down tho onbank- 
ment. 

Death of Engineers 

A mystifying feature of tho wreck 
was the escape of tho two firemen 
with only Blight injuries, while both 
engineers were killed. That the fire- 
men should have escaped is rendered 
tho more remarkable by tho fact that 
they were both on the river side of 
tho cngintis. 

Fireman Finnic of head engine ■iOfi, 
was firing up lils engine when it 
cllmhed tho snowbank. Instantly 
realizing what had happened he jump- 
ed and landed safely before tho engine 
was more than a fow feet down the 
hank. His engineer, Cl.ifford Cars- 
cadden, went to the bottoin of the hill 
and was found a fow minutes after- 
wards lying among the, rocks outside 
his cab breathing his last. Almost 
every bono in his body was broken. , 

Engineer Foster ;«rid Fireman Cran- 
ston of engine 841 were both in their 
seats In tho cab and both went with 
the' engine half way down tho hill to 
tho point where .<3lic brought up. There 
Cranston vvas able to Jump out and 
escape, but Engineer Foster was 
caught nnd scalded to death. 

Both tho dead engineers wero resi- 
dents of Vancouver .-"nd both wero 
married men.

U .should be remariied, 
however, that whili- many bacteria are 
not generally d.'inKeri>u.=i, yet excessive 
numbers of any kind lemiers tlie milk 
unfit for Infants, and a large propor- 
tion of snmiuur complaint among In- 
fants haa bt?on directly traced to 
bacteria-laden milk. 

Legal Standards. 
.Several i-ities liave tried to introduce 
a legal standard, the first (-.xpcriinvnl 
being in .Xi.-w Vork, In 1000. It was 
there made illegal to sell milk with 
more tliaii a millhin haeterla to tin; 
cubic c-eiitim.-tre- la (|UHrter teas|i.:ion- 
full). J!ul It V, as found .'ilmost impos- 
sible to enforce It on account of the 
complexity .if the trafhe and the con- 
sequent difllciilty in li.Ning the re- 
sponsibility. In Boston, houevi-r, a 
standard of half a million bacteria has 
been made and onforcetl. In Roche,s- 
t'jr, N.V., the standard is 100,000 and 
many uulhoritles b«>lleve that nono 
should be .sold containing over CO.OOO 
bacteria to the cubic centimetre. It l.s 
pointed out that these standards only 
apply to the general trade. Kor hospi- 
tals and infants not more than 10.000 
buctcrlu can be tolonitod. 

It Is stated that for prttctlcal luir- 
poses It may bo assumed that deterior- 
ation In milk Is solely due to the en- 
trance of b.-icterla from outside, hence 
the necessity for care and absolutely 
cleanliness In handling. The only 
method of i)reKer%'lng inllk absolutel.\- 
from decomposition Is by killing the 
bacteria with heat, or Kterlllzlng. but 
this makes tho milk less digestible. 
Pasteurization consists of subjecting 
the milk to a tem])erature .if ir.O d.-g. 
f.ir twentj iiiiiiiit--s anil then eo.iling it 
rajjiiil.i-. Thl.s kills most of the hac-- 
teria, ineluding all the harmful iines. 
and does not hurt the milk. .Suc-h 
milk, however, will only keep for a 
limited time, rri.'sefvatlon of milk by 
chemlcal.s is universally condemned 
and should be prohibited by law every- 
where. 

Causes of Contamination. 

.Starling out with the proposition 
that many bacteria poison milk or 
may produce speclHc diseases In hu- 
man bt'liigs, the chief causes of bac- 
terial conlanilnatloii are set out: 

lu) t'owsheds which are badly ven- 
tilated and not kept scrupulously 
clean. 

(b) Impure water. This has been 
known to communlcnle typhoid fever 
through the inllk.

Diseases Communicable. 
The principal diseases sjiread by 
milk are: Typhoid fever, scarlet fe- 
ver, diptheria, chotera, diarroheu, 
anthrax and tuberculosis. Contami- 
nation by attendants being possible, 
no Infectious persona should be al- 
lowed round a dairy. 

Tlie question of tuberculosis pass- 
ing from cattle to human beings was 
(lis. ussed at tho Intonnitlonal Tubcr- 
eulijsis convention at Washington, U, 
('., at which t)r. Fagaii icas present. 
It wa.s there ijroveil, and the conven- 
tion adupti-d ri resolution to the effect 
that the di.se.-iHe could be so trans- 
mitted. It may thus bo considered a 
.settled question. 

This dhsetise appears to be very 
Iirevalent In cattle everywhere, espe- 
cially In ilairy cows, but it can alway.s 
lie ileti-cted hy the Tubi' ri'U 1 i ii test. 
It seems that many luvners nf h.-rds 
oliject to the teit .from tile mistaken 
idea that It I;! Injurious. As now ad- 
ministered It docs nut affect a healthy 
animal in the least, and oiil>' tt-mpo- 
rarliy at'fe-cts an infected beast. The 
report goes on to show that a tuber- 
I'ulous cow does not really pay to 
keep, iind that the worse she- gets, the 
greater tho loss to her owner. Ooii- 
se<iuently as the cow Is bound to get 
aleiidlly worse, the owner of tho cow 
would really be better off if tho ani- 
mal ware destroyed, quite apart from 
tho protection to the public. I» wou!'' 
appear, howoveij,, that the dairy man 
(loos not see It that way. Also one 
infoeted animal will spreud the dis- 
ease among the herd. 

Dr. Faga'n ls""convlnccd that most 
of tho most painful results aro on ac- 
connt of ignorance, and. suggests a 
courso of popular lecturod and a 
model dairy run by the government. 
For the dollbcrute adulterators, a sen- 
tence by tho m'agistrate Is advised. 
Hints to Dairymen. 
Tho report contains :;i •juggcstlons 
recommended by the Bureau of Pub- 
lic ■ Health at Washington, and Dr. 
Kagan .suggests that they be printed 
and sent to every dairyman In the 
province. The suggestions follow: 

1. Have the herd examined fre- 
quently by a skilled veterinarian. 
I'roniptly remove any animals sus- 
pected of being in bad health. Never 
add an animal to the- herd until cer- 
tain It Is free from disease, especi- 
'1. Never allmv a (-o\v to b.- excited 
by hard ilrivlng, almse. loud talking 
or unnecessary disturhance ; do not 
un.Iuly exiiosi- h.-r tn roll! or storm.

The Taconui Lpdser, ppeuklng of the 
opening of the Olympic poninsuhi by 
railways, says: "A great country 
alongr the Strait of Juan de Fuca, 
which wa.s never had any other con- 
nection witli the. outKldc world than by 
Hteamboats will thrill with new In- 
dustry when the railways run dally 
to Gray's Harbor and Tacoma." This 
(Treat country is about extensive as 
lliat part of Vancouver Island, which 
UoM between Victoria and BarUley 
Sound and ssuth of the height of land, 
on the south side of Cowlehan Lake. 
The dl.^tanco from A'lctoria to Cape 
Jiealo Is iilioul the .sanie as from I'orl 
Townseiul to ( 'ai)o I'Mottery, and tlie 
distance from the Strait to the height 
of land on Vancouver Island.

Wo call several varieties of Ilsh sal- 
mon out In this part of the world, al- 
though they are probably not at all 
rel.ited to each other, and are of en- 
tirely cllfferent stock from the salmon 
of till- Atlantic coast of Canada or the 
rivers of Britain and Xcu'way. The 
Leader man ought to come out here 
and try for a Campbell river fish him- 
self. If lie is a good lislierman he 
might have a story to tell when lie got 
homo at which his piscatorial friends 
would smile with that assurance which 
mistaken wisdom alone can Impart. 

JUit Mr. Creenwood can afford to 
treat his critics with disdain. He .'^ays 
he caught the fish. We do not any lie 
caught it. but only that he might have 
caught It, for there are fish like that 
which he says he caught, and doubtless. 
If one of them knew that the clociuent 
member of the House of ('(.minions 
wanted hhn. ho would obligingly take 
the lly. We repeat that we do not say 
that he caught the flsh. Experience 
renders every man Justly doubtful even 
of what he himself thinks be has done 
In this line, not to speak of what other.s 
sa.\- they have done.

On December 20th, we had an article 
descrlpthe of this country from Mr. 
R. Gttllo]). He told us that between 
the boundary of the E. & N. track 
and the sea, there are some eight 
liundred square miles of timber lands 
held under licences, leases and crown 
grants, and he estimated that th 
would - average about 30,000 feet of 
merchahtablc timber to the acre. This 
is 512.000 acres, and if we add 
that part of the K. t X. domain, 
which lies south of the height of 
land, we have an area ot about 6O0,- 
000 acres, which would, at Mr. Gallop's 
estimate, carry something like 18,000,- 
000,000 feet of timber. Reducing this 
to car loads we have something like 
2,000,000, which would mean 100 cars 
a day for the next 70 years. This 
region is nearly Inaccessihlo because 
of the rugged character of the coast 
line. With a railway, which uur in- 
formation is would be by no means a 
dIHIcuIt undertaking, the timber could 
easily be got out. 

Xor Is this all. Mr. Gallop estim- 
ates, that of this area 50,000 would be 
a low estimate for the land that could 
be brought cultivation in this 

region. About ten years ago :i. pro- 
vincial survey allowed tlie existiuice 
of a fine tract of farming land there 
and we have seen reports upon the 
E. & N. lands in that vicinity, which 
sliow a very considerable area of ex- 
cellent soil. There .-ire, nioreo\-er, ex- 
cellent indications of nlinerals and 
coal. Our Impression Is that our side 
of the Strait is much more valuable 
tlian the southern siibv ,\ mugnillcent 
water-power could lie developed at 
Xitinat, sulHclent to furnisli power for 
tho railway and many Industries that 
might ,bo established along lis route. 

Here we have sonietliing in the way 
of a development inojeei. iliat is j 
peculiarly Victorian, and we propose i 
that the'peoi.de of Victoria shall no-'

UNITED STATES BUSINESS. 

The New York Evening Post, -which 
la doubtless the best lnforn?ed in fin- 
ancial questions of all the dally papers 
in tlie United States, and the most 
conservative in its expressions ot 
opinion, Is not quite as sure as It 
would .like to be that the expected re- 
vival' Has come in that country.

Wo made up our minds 
tliat we had it in May, ISiiS, and r^Ic- 
Klnley'.s ele-ctlon In -Xovember, 1S9C, 
soltl<;d it, to our minds, as surely as 
did Taft's election in laOS; hut just as 
we were settling down to comfortable 
enJo\'nient of it. tliere It was off on the 
horizon again, and the monthly bal- 
ance sheet and tliose d-etestable trade 
statistics wliich apiill so many day 
dreams were repeating the story of 
which we were so tired already, 
in 1838. when we had nearly given uji 
watching for it, and when the Span- 
ish war was to give us the flnlshlng 
stroke, air at once there was prosper- 
ity at our side and oven the stock ex- 
change could hardly keep pace willi 
her, 

Xevertheless the .New York paper 
keeps a stiff upper lip.

A real book 
has an Intluence on one'fi life for good 
or evil that lasts as long as life itself, 
and the hours we spend on a worth - 
le.xM book are worsv than wasted. That 
any good woman should deliberately 
sii down and read a bad book, know- 
ing It to be bad, seems Incomprehen- 
sible. And yet, is It not a fact, thai 
niun.v will read stories to which tin y 
would not listen If any one ventured to 
tell them? It Is to be doubted if tlieio 
l.s any giiod purpose served by tliv 
study of the lives of such persons as 
wo would refu.sc to associate with If 
they were prt>seiit in bodily form. Vet 
In tliesi' da.vs nf ili,. problem no\"l this 
is vrry often done ami the woman wlio 
refnsi'S t,j enga.gc- In sueli study is 
loidied ilown upon by m;iiiv who pride 
themselves (Ui t In-li- euil u re.

The great change that has taken 
place In England during the last sl.xly 
years In resjiect to education Is being 
shown I;; tlic vvoikiiig out or the pen- 
sion sclleme-. Nine out of e\-ery \\\\ 
of the lialf-niillioii of old peojjle who 
arc eligible for pensions are, ii is said, 
unable tu write their iianie.s. Among 
the children of the ICli.gllsli laborers 
of today it is druibtful if there Is on.- 
ill ten who cannot read and write. 
lOveii in tlie lowest slums of the large 
cities most uf llie childri-n are sent to 
.scliool. It was not till 1K70 that Mr. 
I-'orstor's bill made education among 
the laboring classes of the lOngllsh 
people common. >3eforo that boys In 
the rural districts were sent to weed 
in the fields or chase the birds from 
the corn, while their sisters went to 
service with the farmers' M.lves or In 
tlie great housi s. .\s these children 
grew up they beca.nie agricultural la- 
borers or domestic servants. Their 
education was of the scantiest and in 
the course of years was often forgot - 
ton. How the children of the poor In 
the cities lived, Dickens has described 
In more than one of his stories. I'^roni 
earliest childhood little boys and girls 
were compelled to contribute to their 
own support and often were forced to 
depend fpr existence on their own 
efforts. The factory laws which pre- 
vented the employment of child labor 
have been passed since tlie time when 
lliese )>eiisloners were little chlUlreM. 

^'et It must not be thought that 
tills want of book learning, lamentable 
as It doubtless was, left these men and 
women wlthcmt an educatlmi which 
was in Its wa.x- valutible. 'I'here were 
among these ICngiish peojile. men and 
wonifU of sii.'rling honestj- .-md of tine 
feeling. .Maii.\- of them were excellent 
Ror\aiits. At church and In the bouses 
of their i'niplo>ers they acipiired an 
aiiiounl ol' knowledgi: tliat would be 
sun'rislng to those wiio believe thai 
b'lok.'j are the only source of intcdll- 
geiiee. When some of these unlettered 
l';iiglisli people emigrated to Canaila 
or to riiie of the other colonies tle-ir 
perse\ •■ranee and natural 
fteii supplied flielr lacli of 
and they .attained no small 
SUCv ess. Thosi' wiio met 
tle rn and imev,- their wi>rlh as neigh- 
bors and as citizens wrre oftei; sur- 
prised to learn that they w r.' tota.ll,\- 
illit.-rate. This of course, does not 
prove that ignorance la a good thing. 
I'.iit it does show us that theri> tir'' 
other and valualihi sources of know- 
ledge than books. The workman who 
learns tu perform the huniblesi t-isk 
well and who brings to its perfor- 
munce oheerfulnesa and faithfulness is 
oftTU far more worthy of respect than 
the haif-educiited laborer Who despises 
hia task and only does as much work 
as makes it possible to avoid censure. 
.N'obllity of character Is contined to no 
class and It may exist where thero 
have been few advnntages of educa- 
tion. In Great Britain, as In other 
e.iuntries. It Is but too evhh^nt that 
the knowledgt? learned in schools l.s 
not a iianacea for all evils. Poverty, 
vice and discontent have not been 
banislKd bee.-iuse the niasses of the 
; peoph' can read and write. Vet it is 
j to education tli.al tie' world .still lonlis 
j to proviih- a solutbm of the problem.s 
I that haftle the wisdom id' statesmen 
I and economists. Win ther the educa- 
I ll.iii Ibal (iur children ,-ire receiving In 
] 111. 'SI- d.'i,\-^ li'iKls I.) make them good 
iilllzi'iis na.ly an.l willing to do tlii.dr 
I sh.-ir.' of the wiii ld's -vvork Is a ques- 
itioii wliieb tiiousands of educationists 
are tr,\ing to answ.'r. 

Although tlieii' are man,\- wlui at- 
trlbuli' Ih.' discontent and d Isaff <'ctlon 
of the people id' India to the knowledge 
gained b\' tin' iin'ii In tlie scliools of 
the west, the Hritish government ;iri; 
lironiolliig the education of the women. 
Three young lilgh caste Hindu ladles 
are wow attending English colleges. 
Two of them have left homes wher.i 
they enjoyed every luxiiry ihat Ori- 
ental wealth could furnish or tastn 
devise in order to satisfy their crav- 
ing for knowledge.

Cheps is no work of art that a pl.iv- 
er creates and having completed, 
carries Into the market, but is In its 
essence, as Lasker was the first to 
point out, "a dispute" a dispute in 
artistic form and on sclentlllc lines, 
and it is not alone tho more logical 
brain, nor tlie more artistic nature 
th.it determines tjie victory, but also 
the strongi'r will.

A telegram received at Tokio from 
the Governor-General of Formosa says: 

"Eight groups of aborigines belonK-

prefecture, have been blockaded for 
many years, and have at length had 
their supply of salt cut oft. Pressed 
by the advance of tho defence line of 
Tainan-o since April last, the difll- 
cuitles of the tribe were aggra\atiMl 
and on several occasions they ofien d 
to surrender. But the autliorities. 
doubting their sincerity apparently, 
ha^ e ordered tliem to surrender the 
human heads t.iken as trophies as a 
token of their wlllingne.ss to .surrender. 
On the IGth instant, COO of the abor- 
igines, Including tlie chiefs, canio down 
the lilJl to the guard station at Nan-o 
and surrendered 20 rifles and lul 
sktills OS ordered. ., Their cift&r. to sur- 
render was provisionally accepted after 
a promise had been received that tliey 
would no longer resist." 

According to advices received by the 
Kumeric attention had been attracted 
by another remarkable suicide of a 
student In Japan. Of lato years a nuin- 
lier of extraordinary forms of suicide 
have bi;en recorded. A form of self- 
destruction which seems to be preferred 
by students disappointed in life is 
jumping' into the crater of a volcano 
or over a w'atorfall. A number of 
suicides have occurred In tlie crater of 
Mount Asama, while others liave taken 
place In the Kegon "Waterfall. Ap- 
prxrently Mount Asama is losing its 
seductivenes.s for the suleldo, for we 
learn tliat a fitiulent has Just commit- 
ted suicide by throwing liirnself into 
the cral.T of Mount Aso, tin- well-

DISASTER TO PEARLING 

FLEET OFF AUSTRALIA 



Many Pearlers Wrecked During Hur- 
ricane and Fifty Lives Were 
Lost 



Fifty lives were lost and a number 
of pearling luggers lost off 'Western 
Australia- in a hurricane, according to 
mivlcis reireived by the steamer 
.-Vorangi yesterday. l'7ive schooners 
and llfty-four luggers of the jiearllng 
fleet were lost and. at least fifty, in- 
cluding many Japanese and li^alays, 
were drowned. ...Telegrams such as 
this: "Sehooner-'^Bux, total ■wreck. 
Tillen and four^-crew missing. Young 
dead," were being' received, at Perth. 
Survivors of the.disaster had reached 
Perth, many reporting great hardships. 
Most of the luggers turned over, 
drowning tliose on board like rats in 
a trap. In one instance, when the 
lugger Roy turnod , over, a diver was 
en(;.iged in ending; awfiy the mast, and 
sprang overside, .reaching shore on 
some, wreckage. . Ills comrades, four 
in number, were ljutlened In tho cabin 
of the lugger and were drowned. 
I-'orty b.attercd b.iitts ot the jiearling 
fleet made tin-lr way back to Roebuclt 
bay. The survivors told of many 
heroic incidents.

Something Doing. 

There was no doubt, from tho be- 
ginning of tho second half, that tho

Interest In the series of games was 
maintained right up to tho finish, and 
despite tho heat and ab-senco of shade, 
some 3,800 people were present to see 
Wilding make the winning stroke. 
The young: New Zeolander was the 
hero of the occasion. There were 
many who thought ■ after -Brookes's 
defeat that he was leading a forlorn 
hope. Somo doubted how ho would 
fare against such an opponent as 
Alexander, and tho majority thought 
the test would bo a trlflo too severe. 
No one underrated Wilding's ability, 
ljut the downfall of Brookes had pre- 
pared them for anytliing, oven for the 
loss of the cup, which on Saturday 
had seemed almost v/on. As it hap- 
pened, the second string proved a 
brilliant success when most wanted. 
Wilding has played many truo gamei 
and has won inany troidlies, but ll'j 
has never done anytjilng finer ti. xU 
his peri:ormance of today. He cham- 
pioned a wavering, cause, and. .his 
chaniiilonalilp was i£s ' salvation. Slven 
the way lie gripped his racquet as he 
wallted onto the court put heart into 
those, who already in imagination saw 
tile cup on Its way to America. Serv- 
ing finely, hitting out'l'lneiy, judging 
uvuryudiero to a nicety, and working 
every -shot with the strength and ac- 
curacy of a man who is ni.-ister u( 
any situation, 'Aildliig did tor lilmsell' 
and Ills country what Is most needed. 
.Vle.xander is a player Who seems to 
bo not wholly free from nerves, and 
he may have felt the Importance of 
the occasion. 11 la probable, liow- 
evi^r, that In his best form he could 
not have beaten Wilding today. '"Two 
sets to love .Australasia leads," was 
the cry as the third .set was entered 
on, and even then there were hun- 
dreds, remembering Wright's great 
uphill game, who expected to see 
.-Mexander do likewise. They could 
not seo the match won oven then. 
Wilding, however, played better as 
he got nearer tho goal, he led five 
games to ono In the last set, and got 
up to -40 against Alexander's service. 
The latter sent in a double fault — tho 
game at this stage was pra(?tlcally 
over — and Australsia had won the 
cup. Tho crowd rushed Wilding, and 
carried him In shoulder high. It • was 
an ovation never bettor deserved. 
Brookes' Defeat. 

Although beaten. Brookes in his 
match against Wright put up a groat 
contest, it was stated in the morning 
that the Australian champion was not 
at his best, and he certainly did not 
look In -the bloom of health as he 
walked on to the court. To an anxi- 
ous inquiry, ho'WBver, he responded 
that he wa's all right. -In the first two 
acts he certainly did himself arapio 
Justice; he quite outplayed the Amer- 
ican, his placing shots time after 
time leaving the latter standing. 
Wrl.ght in tho meantime was moving 
about the court In the laborious fash- 
Ion of one who was doing penance for 
his sins. But this. It appears. Is his 
normal manner.

Tclesrapli oper- 
ators must be over 18 years of age, 
aide to write a legible hand, and bo 
able to pass tlie nooesaary examina- 
tion in train rules. Every employee of 
a railway conijiany engaged in operat- 
ing trains shall, before undertaking 
such duties, be required to undergo a 
color test by a competent examiner.

Till: Kngineoriiig p^mployers' Associ- 
ation of .Manchester, Fnglnnd, has In- 
tiiiialed to the allied trade unions a 
prospeetU e reduction of wages to take 
effect in two months. The societies 
conee.rned arc the .V.S.K., the .Steam- 
Eng:lne Makers' Societ.x', and the Un- 
ited Machine Worliers' Association. 
While the notice was not unexpected 
either by the operatives themselves or 
their leaders, the extent of tho pro- 
posed reduction has created widespread 
surprise. The proposal Is that the en- 
gineers be reduced 2s per week on 
time rates and 5 per cent, on piece- 
work prices, and ,the wages of ma- 
chine workers 3s on time rates and 5 
per cent, on piecework prices. The 
slate of trade may justify a lowering 
of the rate In tho district, but the 
view taken in Labour circles Is that 
tho proposals are too drastic.

Mr. J. K. Alpine, General President 
of the United Association of Plumbers, 
Gas Fitters, Steamfltters, and Helpers, 
Is iiaying a fraternal visit to the San 
Francisco union, this woek. Mr. Al- 
pine Is a resident , of Chicago, and 
when asked how they were facing tho 
unemployed problem there replied that 
during the whole period of depression 
iie believes there were fewer men out 
work in the prpo-tlttlng trade and 
hence In the building trade In t'hicago 
than anywhere else. They had been 
\ery fortunate and no alarming num- 
l)i-rs had been out of employment. He 
then ri ierred to several changes Which 
had befti iii.^de at the convention of 
Plumliers. thislitterH and Steamfltters 
of the I'nited .States and C.iiiada whlcli 
has Just been held at IndlanaiKillH. "An 
important feature enacted at the re- 
cent i'i>n\ eiitinn," he said, "was the 
adoption of a iilnn to provide payment 
of the benelit dues of the out-of-works. 
This means that unemployed men need 
not worry about tlieir dues, as they 
will lie paid out of the general funds. 
.\iiotlii.u' linjiortant plan adopted at 
this cmnentlon, and which was ad\'o- 
eati'il liir many years, was the placing 
of poriiiani'nl general organizers in 
certain sections of the country. The' 
whole eontlneiit was divided into six 
ilistrlets and a worker will be placed 



of ottices In the various big cities of 
tho country tho scope of the work may 
be extended to practically cover the 
whole United States. When the wants 
of the employer and the employe can 
be made thoroughly kno-(vn to each 
other," Mr. Straus continued, "as soon 
ati their wants occur, a great share of 
the distress among the laboring class 
will disappear."

How Europ* Cares for Its Unontployed 

The Journeymen Bakers atad Confec- 
tioners' Internationa) Union recently 
Issued this statement relative to the 
measures taltoh In Burope for the re- 
lief of the unemployed: 

"In their treatment of tho problem 
European countries usually recognize 
three general classes of unemployed — 
the employable, the unenipkiyable and 
the vaurant, thi^ incorrigible more or 
less vicious. The principal agency 
everywhere for tieallng with the em- 
ployable is tho employment buri'au, 
jirlvate and public, but colonization 
and various eiTorts to gi>t men 'back 
to the land' in their home countries 
are also Important. 

"Public employment bureaus In Ger- 
many ha\'e grown rapidly In the last 
twenty years in numbers and efficien- 
cy. In a recent year, for example, ac- 
cording to an official rejiort, there were 
in tJernian.v over 400 iniblic employ- 
ment bureaus, llnding places In thtit 
year for some riCO.nOO persons. In 
France also the public Inireau became 
very Important, the laws In lUOl mak- 
ing the maintenance of such bureaus 
compulsory in all towns of 10,000 or 
more. 

"In Great Britain a means of relief 
for the trade union men out of work 
which has been developed to great 
proportions la the trade union out-of- 
work benefit. 

"In the Ghent sy.stem the trade un- 
ion out-of-work benefit is supplement- 
ed by the addition of sums contributed 
by the municipal or communal, or in 
some case tho provincial or general 
government. 

"This system has been largely de- 
velojied throughout Helclum and has 
spread to other countries. notably 
l''rance. In Switzerland the attempts 
to establish n system of insurance 
against unemployment have attracted 
much attention, ,though they cannot be 
said to ha\e been successful. 

"(ireat 13rltaln (.;ermaii>' and France 
ha\'e furnisiieil valuatde experience In 
the inanagenient of temporary relief 
works. In (Germany .■md. to a less ex- 
lent, in l'"rance. tlie iinnisloii of muni- 
cipal r<'lU'i work.'j ha\e come to be 
general in the larger cities during the 
winter Bea.son. 

"In Germtiiiv, Switzerland and Aus- 
tria 'home shelters' are organized into 
a general system of lioines or hotels 
for worklngmen travelling In search 
of work in all tin: large cities and 
towns. Here workmen can find lodging 
for a night or two liy jiaying a small 
sum. or, if unable til p,-iy. by doing a 
little v,'orl<. In the morning. These are 
In all cases private Institutions, main- 
tained in many cases by trade unions 
or not Infrequently.; bj- religious so- 
cieties. 

"Connected with tliese 'home sl-.el- 
ters' there has been developed, partic- 
ularly in Southern fierniniiv and a few 
oUier portions of the German empire, 
system of smaller relief stations 
under government administration or 
support. These'VeUbffstatlons are al- 
ready organlae4^jjAAiny portions of 
the empiro In auSh number as to bo 
within walking distance of each other 
and all arc conhecle'd by telephone. 

"A workman travelllnir In search of 
work can go from sjjplter to shelter 
and at every point leffrn In which di- 
rection he can look ffji" work with the 
most hope of success; If unable to 
pay tor his shelter I)"g Is required to 
worl; in the morning and travel In tho 
.afternoon, and the time he can stay 
at any oiu- shelter is strictly llmlteti. 
Legislation has been enacted In Prus- 
sia looking to tbe stalillsliinent of this 
system all over the kingdom. In tho 
Cantons of .Swlt7,erland. which liavrt 
accepted the system, and In consider- 
able portions of Germany, tramp.s and 
irresponsiiiie vagrants have largely 
disappeared."

" Washington. Jan. I5--.\ftPr years of 
patient waiting on the part of the 
United .States, there is no [irosin'ct for 
the settlement by a method satisfac- 
tory to tills country of the disputes 
with Venezuela, The refusal of that 
government to arbitrate them re- 
sulted last spring In the breaking of 
friendly relations between the two 
countries.

He approved of the 
recent order of the president removing 
the marines from the .-jhipR, and urged 
their organization Into battalions but 
:;tlll to be a part of tho navy. 

Admiral Uewey, president of thi' 
gciier.il board of tho navy, has sent to 
Secretary >Jewhorr.v a letter In which 
he cordially approved the \vlthdrawal 
of the iiiarin'es from the shijis of the 
navy, recently ordered by tlin Prcd- 
dent. lie sa.N's It Is the policy of the 
dcp.T.rtment to employ these men as 
an integral part of the navy, and war 
plans are worked out accordingly, but 
when embarked they will be on ships 
especially fltted to carry expeditionary 
forces and ad'vanced base material. If 
there had boon five thousand marines 
under .hls^ ^command at,. Manila, bay, 
tho adnilral says; the city would have 
Rurrendo(| and thcro would have boeii 
no insurrection.

sugar — ha\e relurned, the salutatiur. will be 
given :

Gaily-clad, with long robes of many hues, 
hrillinnt with ihoir silken sheen. hrij;ht green 
and red an^l ycll'i\s-, ningenta robes viting with 
dazzling green trousers tucked in the hoot- 
to])s, the jjcoplc of Chinatown — that pictur- 
esque city wit-liiii a city — will repeat this 
greeting nian\- times tomorrow as the_\- meet 
to Slll^.■^^d^■ shake hands, not with each other, 
as is the custuni of the ( )ccidem. but \vith 
themselves, as is the way of China, for this is 
the New Year, the first year of i'u W'i, the 
three year-nld ICinjieror who now sits on the 
dragini thrnne behind the towering walls of 
the forbidden city at I'ek"ing. 

The stiircs rue cl<),-;eil. The shutters arc 
n[i. TluTf will be no business in shop or house 
for se\'ernl days; fcir Chinatown is making 
holiday with the abandon that is usual to cele- 
brate the glad Xcw Year. Although tiic days 
of mourning arc passed, the days when shav- 
ing of the forehead was an infractioi: of the 
laws made at 1 'eking, the recent national 
mourning is too fresh not to have its effect up- 
on the r'elcbralion, an effect tempered much by 
Ihe distance of the homeland. This will not 
prevent the usual rejoicing, though, for the 
New Year. The houseworker will forsake his 
kitchen, the laundryman his ironing' board, the 
merchant his counter — all will take their 
bright-hued raiment from the camphor-wood 



lockers, and the sombre indigo blouses of the 
less important days will give place to the rich 
silken robes. Tlie children, es|-)ecially, will be 
gay; for the children of this little China are 
studies for an artist as ihcy play on the bal- 
conies of Chinatown or toddle the streets and 
alleyways at the New Year. 

l.anterns, great baml)oo-ril)l)cd spheres of 
oiled paper, each inscribed with big ideographs 
that are the characters for wishes fir prayers, 
will dangle from toinght before the house- 
fi-iin s, while from the lintels, on th.e door- 
janibs, and in many places big ])lacards of red 
paper will blazon the wishes of the house- 
holder, usually a prayer for "the five bless- 
ings" — riches, health, love of virtue, long life 
and a natural and easy death. l~)ft the house- 
holder puts out ;i more laconic inscri|)tion, oidy 
characters which briefly state: "I,ong life- 
hap])iness" — a brief way of asking much. In 
China literatti earn considerable nionev hv the 
sale rif these i)lacards to be pasted on doors at 
the .New Year time. Gold-speckled door-paper 
and [lictures of the "door gods" arc also sold.

Thus one Chinese asks. A storekeeper 
adorns his door with a Imiger mottii:

"May wealth incroaHc Illte the mornlnff tlUc vvhicli 

lirhis-s tile rain; 
"MaiKiKf your business aceordlnfi: \o truth and 

loyalty; 

"Hold on to benevolence and rectitude In all your 
trndlns." 

lu'fore these inscrijitions were p;isled u|). 
howe\er, there was a grand scattering of evil 
s])irits. The big driving out of the wicked 
sprites will take place tonight. just befoie 
midnight sah'O after sah'o of firecrackers will 
splutter, exploding like the rifles of a battle- 
front, for it is the beginning of the New Year 
tonight and the red firecracker is a charm to 
drive away the evil spirits, those wicked spirits 
of wind and water which must be foiccd away 



ere the New \'ear begins. I-ong strings of 
firecracks are festooned from the ea\'es and 
from the balconies, the entire line being ablaze, 
spluttering, fizzing and booming; and woe he- 
tide the bad spirit tiiat has lingered, for it can 
scarce wriggle through the cordon of fire to 
work its malign influence upon the celebration 
of the New Year. In case the splatter of the 
firecrackers has not proved effecti\'e many of 
the Chinese resort to .strategy. Away back in 
the days a sc(5re of centuries ago, there was ;i 
graiul Dulce, one Cbieh, who attained great 
power over evil spirits, and on many windows 
a notice is pasted for the evil spirits, which 
reads : 

Chloii, the Supreme Duke Is hero; bad spirits, get yo\i 

Kono. 

The evil sprites of wind ami water, mis- 
sha])en demons that can read, when they sec 
these notices, are deceix ed. They do not know 
that the ashe.s of Cbieh were disintegrated cen- 
turies ago, and, in fe.ar. they slin!': away. .An- 
other strategic move is to place a small mirror 
at the door. Any lingering .spirit .sees his 
ugly face, and thinking himself forestalled, 
takes flight. 

Chinatown docs much to ])repare for this, 
the greatest of the holidays of China. ()nly 
the Dragon and Moon festivals \ie at all witli 
the ,\"ew YciiT celebration. .Months before pre- 
])arations begin. Journeys are plaimed to end 
Ijcforc that lime and business is arranged with 
the last day of the old year as a great "quarter 
day." In China many put up street stalls, and 
hucksters .sell their effects by the roadside to 
raise money to settle with their creditors, for 
woe to the man who does not settle before the 
New Year begins. In China many suicides of 
those who have been unable to meet their i)ay- 
ments lake place. It is not. however, con.sid- 
ered good form to dun a creditor on New 
Year's day. If he has omitted to pay, however, 
the creditor can go to him with a'lantem lit.. 
If a lantern is carried the sun has not risen and 
it is still the night before — this is one of the 
many social fictions of the Chinese. 



The paying of debts and the cleaning up 
of the houses and premises generally, the wash- 
ing out of the tenij)les. are among the chief 
preparations, and Chinatov/n has more soap 
and water scattered in the days preceding the 
holiday than at any other time in the twelve 
months. The buildings are, like the people, 
made to look their best. The signboards of 
the shops arc festooned with red cloth — red is 
the color of colors in China. Not only arc lan- 
terns put out, but artificial flowers and orna- 
ments made of red and gilt paper with ])ca- 
cocks' feathers stuck in them, arc dangled out 
— and there are many other means of decora- 
tion. This year, on account of the deaths at 
J'eking, the red will give place to a certain ex- 
tent to blue in the decorations, the change be- 
ing usual when a death has taken place. 

The narcissus, growing in pots with no 
earth, amid [K-bbles and water, plays a large 
part in the decoration of every Chinese house- 
liold at the .New ^'ear time. These :ire brought 
from China as bulbs by steamer and it is con- 
sidi-red a bad omen if the narcissus fails to 
flower at the .New 'W'ar. Many of the house- 
wives of Chinatown in fear of such a hajipen- 
ing, have sent llicir narci.ssus plants to local 
nurseries to have them forced in the hot- 
hou-scs of the florists. 

In most of the stores and houses a table is 
spread with sweetmeats, lichee nuts, preserved 
ginger, etc.. from wdiich visitors are invited to 
partake. Cakes, barley sugar, sugar cane and 
other delectablcs are prepared — while, of late, 
boxes of cigars have also been given place. 

The beginning of llic celebration is not the 
great feu-de-joie of firecrackers as many sup- 
pose. Long before, a temporary altar has been 
arranged .-'.t the family hearth, an offering to 
Ilea. veil and I'.arth for protection given during 
the past year, while prayers arc made for a 
continuance of the protection" in the year to 
come. On this altar, according to the usual 
procedure in China, several small cups of tea, 
five bowls of rice, ten pairs of chop-sticks, an 
almanac of the New Year with a red string for 



luck, some ornamental candles and loose- 
skinned oranges are placed. To these offer- 
ings the head of the family bows, worshipping 
in the. name of the family, and offerings are 
also made to the ancestral tablets of the for- 
bears of the family. Then comes the great: 
feu-de-joie of the firecrackers, the great strings 
of splutering firecrackers that make fiery 
showers considered so disastrous to the lag- 
gard demons who doubtless had long since 
packed their grips and fled, knowing what 
would befall tlicin if they remained. 

The demons gone the celebration begins. 
With their holiday garments of bright hues 
the men start their round of visits, their hands 
filled with sheaves of great red visiting cards, 
each the size of an ordinary dodger. Not only 
are the names of the givers stamped on these 
big cards, but also picluies emblematic of the 
things most desired, long life, happiness and 
male r)ffs]iring. .After giving the cards the 
givers shake hands, shaking their own, not 
lho.se of the recipient. Then the merry-mak- 
ing begins. Presents are exchanged, banquets 
are given, merchants sit, well dressed, in their 
erect blackwood chairs receiving callers, and 
everyone makes merry. 

The Chinese have a proverb referring to 
this time which says; "During ihe first part of 
the first month no one lias an empty mouth." 
It is indeed, a time of feasting, a joyous holi- 
day time. As Chinese meet they salute, usual- 
ly v/ith the common "Kung e fa Choy," which 
is the equivalent of "A Hapjiy New Year," al- 
though the wording differs. Chinese take care 
on the first day of the year to use only Inck-y 
words and letters writtcr then are usually 
started with such characters as "Happiness, 
Long Life, or Wealth." .-Xs with the people 
of the XN'est, the .New Year time is a period of 
good resolutions, and much pavement is made 
for that place whither the firecrackers have 
driven the demons. A common cry on the last 
night of the old year is "Mai saou," which 
means, "I will sell my evil ways." But like 
the people of the Occident the Chinese some- 
times break the good resolutions they make.

RECENT article on "Religious 
Thought" said: "Christ taught that 
by faith certain things could be 
done, and the Apostles exercised this 
faith and did things. If none of us 
can do those things now, the 
change must be in us, for there can be 
no change in the principle of truth." I 
fully accord with this statement; the 
change must be in us, and in the quality 
of our faith. This is granted by all to be a 
very material age, and the great majority have 
faith only in such tilings as they can under- 
stand, or in such things as come within their 
own experience. Faith has a different mean- 
ing in our vocabulary to what it had in the 
(l.iys of the prophets and Apostles. To most 
people it means belief in certain creeds, or 
more particularly in tlie doctrine of the Atone- 
ment, and if we look upon this in the orthodox 
way we are said to be in the faith. 

Jesus teaches that if wc have faith as a 
grain of niust.inl seed nothing shall be impos- 
sible to us, and promises that all things can be 
done by the one who believes in him. I'aul 
says such laitli as this is a gift of the Spirit, 
and Jcbus veils us it is given to those who be- 
lieve on Jliin; naturally many have been led 
lo believe on lliiii, hcptng to receive this 
faitli, which can remove mountains, and they 
talk of being saved by faith, though in what 
way ihev aie .-.avcd is very often a problem to 
iheir critics. There n-.nst be a decpei- truth in 
cijnntction with liiesc words of Jesvis : Helie-ce 
on .\!e." than the church lias as yet grasped, 
or our achievements in the realm of faith 
would not be so -very unsatisfactory and 
meagre. All cinirch members believe in Je.sus 
as the Son of (,od and the .Saviour of the 
world, but this faith lia.s borne small fruit in 
comparison t'> wb.u Jesus tells us ma>- be 
done by those who belie\-e on llim. Jf we can 
find the k'cy to iln'se words: "Believe in Me," 
Ave will then find the key to the Bible, and the 
law l)y which faith works; then we will dis- 
cover why our present tlay faith is such a 
broken staff, a will-o-the-wrsp, and the discov- 
ery would make us wise unto salvation. It 
might be likened to the finding of a rich vein 
of tpiartz. Before the wealth and power rep- 
resented by the gold embedded in the rocks 
could benefit the finder, he would find there 
were certain conditions to be fulfilled before it 
Avas his to use, and if we fiiul the kej- of faith, 
wc may discover also that there arc certain 
conditions to be fulfilled before wc can fit the 
key to the lock and possess the promised 
power. I believe that no word of Scripture 
shall fail till all be fulfilled, but like the finder 
of the gold mine, we must do our share, so 
that our faith may be rewarded by actual 
demonstration in this life. 

The Apostle Paul tells us that faith is the 
substance of things hoped for, the evidence of 
things not seen, and in the iith chapter of 
Hebrews he describes all those who died in 
the faith, not having received the promises, 
but having seen them afar off, were persuaded 
of -them, and embraced ^them, and con.fesscd 
that thcv were strangers and |)ilgrims on the 
earth. Christ says; ''Wlnen the .'^on .of Man 
coinctli shall he find faith on the earth?" Can 



He mean.faith in the Creeds or in the doctrine 
of the Atonement? I think not. Cif will He 
find any with faith in the promises at the time 
He conies to fulfill them, and to ratify the 
Covenant? A world redeemed from the pow- 
ers of evil. Is not this the .salvation wdiicli 
Jesus has promised ! What arc the ])roniiscs 
which all the patriarchs and prophets believed 
in, and died in the faith that some glad day 
those promises would be fulfilled? It is in 
the promises concerning the kingdom of God 
on earth. The gospel of the kin.gdom which 
Jesus preached so much about, and it was 
those promises the .Apostles, hoped to see 
realizecl in their own day. This lupc gave 
power to their preaching and their cnlluisiasni 
touched the hearts of their hearers. They all 
looked for a city whose builder and maker is 
God. where only righteousness would rule and 
Love be the onl}- la\v, and where only the 
lovers of justice and mercy could enter. Such 
a reward was a big indiicemenl to live right 
lives — and those who had faith in the promises 
would strive to get right with God. W c arc 
taught today that this city, whose builder and 
Maker is God, is llcaven, and wc shall ente.' 
there when we die, or after the last jmlgment, 
if we have believed on Jesus and bad faith in 
the .Atonement. .Surely the Church has lost 
her message, and has wandered far away from 
the gosjiel of the Icingdoni of C.od, the ])roinise 
of a redeemed earth where there should be no 
more death, neither sorrow, or crying, neither 
shall there be any more pain; where all will be 
peace and harmony. In what church is such a 
.gospel as this preached? Yet that is the gos- 
pel of the kingdom which Jesus commanded 
to be preached to all the world. If 1 can 
gather any truth from the Parables of Jesus, 
it is thus; I'.ach generation was e.^iK-cted to 
have faith in those jiromises and to pray for 
their fulfilment, hoping and expecting to see 
them realized in theii' own (la\-. Such a faith 
would tend to kcej) alive the true spirit of love 
and religion. Becau.se He has delayed Mis 
coming the love of many has waxed cold, and 
many are afraid to express such a faith today 
for fear of being compared to the Milierites or 
some other absurdity, and nnike their faith a 
subject for ridicule. To confess faith in any- 
thing psvchic, such as the occurrences relatcfl 
in the Bible, is to be at once called .Spiritualist, 
rather than Spiritual: to imagine that the Lord 
has given you a message, is to he clas.sed as a 
deluded dreamer, and the orthodox will not 
hesitate to say that it is a delusion of the 
Devil, as that is his .special and particular 
temptation in this age to tempt and lead 
astray the foolish ones wdio arc looking for a 
new theology. 

The age of miracles, they tell us. is past, 
and wc do not have any need of them now, 
as Jesus was the last of the Prophets and ful- 
filled all things, and if wc believe in llim and 
His finished work, we are in the kin.gdom of 
God, and arc saved, and have the Book for a 
daily guide. To rightly believe in Jesus, and 
in the Book, is to believe that the greatest 
miracles of all are yet lo come, for the work 
'of Jesus is not yet finished until the voice of 
the multitude shout: ".Alleluia: for the Lord 
God. onmipolent reigneth." Then the mystery 
of evil shall be put away, the earth redeemed 



from the curse, and holiness unto the Lord 
shall be upon all things sacred and secular. 

This was the faith which sustained patri- 
arch and prophets, and is the substance of the 
things hoped for, concerning which Paul al- 
luded to in his epistie to the Hebrews. Jesus 
said to His disciples: "Unto you it is given to 
know the mysteries of the kingdom of God, 
but to others in parables." He also said to the 
people : "Among those that arc born of women 
there is not a greater prophet than John the 
Baptist ; but he that is least in the kingdom of 
God is greater than he." The teaching of the 
Church in connection with this remarkable 
saying is that we are living in a different dis- 
pensation and have entered into the kingdom 
of God, and therein lies his own greatness. If 
the kingdom of God is anywhere on the earth 
today, it must indeed be something like a gold 
mine which unscrupulous speculators have 
floated and which exists only on paper: when 
the trusting investors seek for their wealth 
they find it existed only in their mind, hut no 
where on the earth. If the kin.gdom is here, 
lei us call a grand rally and realize some- 
thing substantial upon our investment; if it 
is not here, let us call a bigger rally and dis- 
cuss ways and means of gel'ting it here, for 
faith is a cheque which God always honors 
when presented for payment. 

,\rc we not living still in the dispensation 
of John the Baptist? John began to i)reach 
shortly before Jesus, but John's work closed 
soon after the work of Jesus began. No lapse 
of lime sei^arates tlicm, both John and Jesus 
preached the baptism of repentance, and faith 
m the gosjiel. Both preached that the king- 
dom was at hand. Jesu.'> said: "The time is 
fulfilled, repent ye aiid believe the gospel." 
Neither John or Jesus proclaimed that the 
kin.gdom was set up. i)ul that it was at hand. 
".All the propliels and the law prophesied until 
John," meaning they had proi)hesicd of this 
kingdom of God which was to be set up, and 
now the One wlio is going to fulfill the 
jiromises has come to make the way ready for 
ihe fulfilment of this gospel. Jesus came 
preaching deliverance to the captives, and 
ibis blessed gospel to the poor: preaching of 
deliverance is not deliverance. To some few, 
deliverance and healing were given, to show 
in a small way the greater things that will fol- 
low when this kin.gdom is established. The 
life, death, and resurrection of Jesus has made 
this long expected kingdom a possibility, but 
not unlil Mis second coming does it become a 
reality. Our iiaptism is still the baptism of 
John,' the baptism of repentance and of water; 
not until the Second Coming shall we receive 
the baptism of Jesus, the baptism of'th.c Holy 
Ghost and of fire. Tlie Apostles and some few 
others received tlie first fruits of this baptism 
of the Spirit and because of it they did things. 
When the kingdom of God is established the 
Spirit shall be poured out upon all flesh, and 
then shall the words of Jesus be fulfilled, for 
the least one in this kingdom shall be a greater 
prophet than John the Baptist. ".At that day 
we shall all be in unity of flesh and of know- 
ledge of the Son of God unto a perfect man, 
unto the measure of the stature of the fulness 
of Christ. (Eph. 4: 13.) "Then shall wcbedc- 
livcred from the bondage of sin and come into 



the glorious liberty of the children of God, for 
this the whole creation groancth and travaileth 
in pain together until now, even wc groan 
williin ourselves, waiting for the adoption: to 
wdt, the re'dcmplion of our bodies." (Rom. 8.) 

This is the glorious gospel v/hich Jesiis de- 
sires us to receive with faith, and tliis is the 
next step in our evolution, the spiritual crea- 
tion, the image and likeness of God. God is 
prei)aring the hearts. of the people for this great 
event, for our redemption draweth nigh even 
at our doors. It will be a glad day to the 
lovers of righteousness, but a day of vengeance 
to the wicked. If this gospel was preached 
from our pulpits what crowds would gather 
to listen lo such a blessed gospel of salvation. 
Peace on earth, good will to man." Hearts 
would be filled with love and adoration to- 
wards the One who had made such a message 
possible, wdio so loved the world that He laid 
down His life, his power and glory, and took 
ui)oii Him our frail human nature that He 
might open the way for us to find God and 
our divinity. He watches the struggle and 
has not forgotten the promises; only lei us 
have faith in them, for no word of His shall 
fail, and when all is fulfilled all things shall 
become new. 

There is somclhing we must do to hasten 
this great deliverance. If we have faith in 
ihose promises then wc are believing in the 
Lord Jesus Christ, and Mis Spirit is guiding 
us 111)011 the way, and if wc fall, let us rise 
again, and keep our faith bright and hopeful, 
praying always and fainting not, though we 
may be at times discouraged and faintdiearte([, 
thinking the Lord has forgotten His promi.scs. 
Let us learn a lesson from the parables which 
Jesus told lo His disciples when they asked 
Him to leach them how lo pray. "When ye 
pray, sav: Our Father which art in Heaven, 
hallowed' be Thy name. Thy Kingdom come, 
Thy will be done on earth as it is done in 
Heaven." This was to be a daily prayer, and 
immediately following this prayer he told 
them the parable of the Friend at midnight:. 
"Though be will not rise and give him because 
he is his friend, yet because of his importunity 
he will rise aiid give him as many as he 
necdeth." (Ivuke 11.) Then to enforce the 
irulli contained in this parable and its applica- 
tion to the nraver he had just taught them to 
use daily. *Hc' said: ".Ask and it shall be 
given you. Seek and ye shall find. Knock 
and it shall be opened to you." In Luke, iSlh 
chapter, he tells a somcwdiat similar parable 
ilhislrating the same truth. The parable of 
the unjust judge and the widow. _ "Yet be- 
cause this widow troublclh nie I will avenge 
her, lest by her coming .^^he weary mc." .And 
shall not God avenge His own elect wdiich 
crv to Him day and night." These parables 
arc intended to teach us to pray without ceas- 
ing for the coming of the kingdom of God: to 
importune Him, for the fulfilment of those' 
glorious promises, for by so doing we arc 
showing our faith in Him and in His covenant. 
Wc are told by Jesus to seek this kingdom 
before all things and when wc receive it, all 
things arc ours. If ihc churches can arouse a 
unity of faith concerning those ])romiscs be- 
ing fulfilled here and now, what a new life 
would be put in our religion, what a new and 



living interest would be arouse I in the king- 
dom of God. 

In the latter part of the Lord's prayer we 
say; "Lead us not into temptation, but de- 
liver us from evil." When the kingdom of 
God is inaugurated we wdll no longer be led 
into temptation by our unseen and evil ene- 
mies, the messengers of Satan, for then we 
shall be deli\'ercd from the powers of hell, as 
Zacharias says : "We being delivered from 
the hands of our enemies might serve .Him 
without fear, in holiness and righteousness be- 
fore Him all the days of our life." 

^lau}' arc looking for a personal coming of 
Jesus, others expect a spiritual coming into 
the hearts of this w^aiting people the temple 
not made with hands, possibly it may be both 
ways: to some a literal, personal coming, to 
others a spiritual coming: but the coming it- 
self is the essential thing, and not the manner 
of His coming. Only let a unity of faith be 
aroused concerning the reality of His com- 
ing to fulfill the promises of a redeemed earth, 
and then like the friend at midnight and the 
widow before the unjust judge, importune 
God for the fulfilment of His' promise and lo 
ratify the new covenant, wdien His laws shall 
be written in our hearts. When we have the 
kingdom within us in this way, it will soon be 
realized without us also, and the desire of all 
nations shall come. 

"The spirit and the bride say come, let 
him that heareth say come, let him that is 
athirst come, and believe this precious gospel, 
and wdiosoever will let him come and drink of 
the water of life freely." All churches can 
surely have unity of faith upon this gospel 
and all can earnestly unite in the" prayer, 
"Even so, come quickly, Lord Jesus." 



PROMISING AFRICAN INDUSTRIES 

An industry in South Africa which prom- 
ises to be as directly remunerative as the gold 
and diamond mines is that of ostrich farming, 
says the Standard of Empire. Already in 
Cajjc C0I0113' this branch of agriculture is mak- 
ing such headway as to become, in the opinion' 
of competent judges, one of the greatest 
sources of wealth. 

A new industry has abso been opened up 
by tlie satis.factory report of the London (Eng- 
land) Cotton Growing Association on a trial 
shipment of Capc-.grown cotton. The report 
states that the varieties are saleable if the 
bulk is equal to the sample. The sample was 
clean, hard, and strong. The association a.sks 
that cotton should be packed in 4 cwt. bales, 
iroiidiooped, and that the bales be uniform and 
well-packed in Hessian canvas. 



; Hawaii's sugar croj) for this 3'-car, which, is 
now all ground, amounted lo 521,000- tons, 
worth in the neighborhood of .$40,000,000. 
This is not only the largest croj) ever produced 
in the Territory. !;ul is the highest production 
per acre yet attained, averaging over five tons 
to the acre throughout the group. Some of the 
plantations will begin grinding on their 1909 
crop next month or early in January. ' 
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ECENT wars have taught us that 
surgery has undergone a com- 
plete change. Surgery has be- 
come simphficd, and its funda- 
mental principles have become 
the common property of all 
physicians. Our knowledge re- 
lative to preventing wound in- 
fections and our ability in treat- 
ing the same, have been wonderfully improv- 
ed. We now ]ws.-ess sunie little knowledge 
regarding the naune of bullet wounds, partly 
from data accumulated through experiments 
in shooting at human targets, i.e., bodies 
which have been presented to the commission 
for tliat purpose, and partly from the experi- 
ence gained in our latest wars. The Roentgen, 
or X-rays, which give u.s a truthful picture of 
the injuries sustained l\v the bones, and show 
Ihc exact location of the bullet are of most 
essential value in dealing with shot wounds. 

The last two wars have brought to light 
two interesting facts, first, fewer cases of in- 
fection of wounds made by our modern, fully 
encased, small-calibre bullets, and secondly, 
the judicious modern treatment of bullet 
wounds and the consequcnl favorable results. 

These small calibre bullets are of cylin- 
drical shape from about 7 to 8 millimetres in 
diameter. They consist of a leaden core en- 
cased in a shell of either nickel or steel; while 
the bullets formerly in use were made of plain 
lead without a shell. The most recent French 
bullet is 40 millimetres long and weighs 14 
grams. Its head is somewhat flattened. This 
bullet is made wholly of hard brass and is not 
encased. It has an initial velocity of 705 me- 
ters and will carry 4400 metres. 

It was thought, for a short time, that these 
modern small calibre bullets in consequence of 
their inferior weight, their smaller diameter, 
and their solidity consequent upon the new 
method of encasement, in contrast with the 
old type lead bullet, would be more humane, 
i.e., that they would perforate both the flesh 
and bone, leaving a clean-cut wound which 
would heal more easily than a wound which is 
torn and ragged. 

Clean-cuts the Flesh But Splinters the Bone 

It soon became apparent that this itlea was 
erroneous. Numerous experiments, especially 
on the part of the medical branch of the Prus- 
sian War Ministry, and the experience of re- 
cent wars, showed that these small calibre 
bullets possessed a highly increased initial 
velocity and a tremendous penetrating power, 
which was increased still more by the use of 
smokeless powder. lUit in cases where the 
bullet had penetrated the flesh only, have clean- 
cut small perforations been the result; and it 
was seen, at once, that these wounds were 
more favorable to healing. In fact, cases have 
come under observation where men shot 
through the lungs, the stomach, or the intes- 
tines have convalesced, the wounds healing 
without even scientific aid. 

On the other hand the bones are usually 
splintered by tlie impact of these bullets. Es- 
pecially is this the case at close range, 300 to 
800 meters for example. Where the bullet en- 
ters the wound is usually small, where the 
bullet leaves the body the wound is, on the 
contrary, quite large, while the many sjilint- 
ered fragments of bone perforate the adjoin- 
ing flesh. One might almost say that the 
bullet becomes imbueil with a living, explosive 
power, as a result of which one finds directly 
adjoining the bnnc a cavit\' filled with splint- 
ered bone and pieces of flesh. 

At a range of about 1,000 metres and up- 
wards these large wounds cea.se, tlic tissue- 
filled cavities adjoining the shattejed bone be- 
come smaller, the number of bone splinters be- 
come fewer; but still at a range of 2,000 me- 
tres the bnnc becomes shattered, in larger 
.splinters, luj\vc\-er. causing the so-called "but- 
terfly fracture.'' Only in the soft, sponge-like 
sidistance at the end of the longer bones, at 
the so-called epiphysc.-, near the joints, does 
one ob.-^erve small, clean-cut perforations. 

The penetrating power of these encased, 
small calibre bullets is so great that a shot 
fired at a range of 600 metres \frill pass clean 
through three human bodies placed in a row 
and about 50 centimetres apart. So, conse- 
quently, these small calibre bullets will seldom 
remain in the body, but usually pass clear 
through. W lien they do remain in the l)0(ly, 
it is where the .shot enters the bead or shoub 
(lers and passi'S downward toward the feet, 
which results if the man is hit while lying flat 
on the ground. 

A very favorable effect resulting from the 
use of these bullets is that seldom, if ever, are 
pieces of the garment forced into the wound, 
as was formerly the case where the soft, 
changeable lead bullet was used, thereby caus- 
ing seri<")tis infections, ft sometimes happens 
that the shell of ,-i liuUet breaks, in cases 
where the iiullet strikes a stone, the corner of 
a stone wall,- the inuunlings of a uniforni, or 
articles carried in the ])ockels of the man shot. 
This frequently happens, also, when the bul- 
let strikes a bone. 

At times the shot is deflected in its course 
or changes its ])Osition ; the so-called tran.s- 
verse wounds I (|uersclilacge) result.

wound, i-esulting from being hit by a bullet, 
the force of which is spent (such as being ..it 
at a great distance), or by a bullet which first 
strikes some solid object, like a man's watch 
or his card-case.

mane reasons demand that we protest against 
the use of these two types of bullet's, for both 
cause frightful, jagged wounds, such as arc 
made by heavy artillery, especially in cases' 
when fired at close range. 

Wounds caused by heavy artillery, (gre- 

narles ami shrainiel) are not so tj'jHcal as the 
\\'(/un(ls caused by \\'eapcins of small calibre 
(rifles, re\-ol\'ers and pistols) ; irregular, torn 
W(Tunds predominate. (_)ften much destruc- 
ti(Jn is wrought of flesh and bones, then again 
entire limbs and organs ;ire cairied awav, 
while at other limes only sliolit wriumls and 
burns result. 

Very much like the wounds caused i)y the 
old-fashioned plain^lead bullet arc the wounds 



before being spent. The heavy air pressure, 
at the instant of the explosion, is instrumental 
in causing v.oumls. And again, much damage 
is done by the poisonous nature of the charge, 
and the resultant phosphorous fumes; "but 
more esijecially by the many flying fragments 
of the shell itself. The wounds caused by 
these last named fragments are wholly unty- 
jtical, each wouml assuming the form and size 
'if the fragment imbedded. While the destruc- 
tion wr(juglu by grenades is often terrific, yet, 
in many cases, only harmless wounds result, 
such as contusions and burns. 

It very seldom haj^pens that grenade splint- 
ers of from two to si.x grams in weight, cause 
fatal results, even after penetrating the abdo- 



"tubuliform" wounds, the bullets either pass- 
ing clear through the body, or entering and 
remaining inibcddeil in the flesh. Powder 
wuunds are \ ery common; the powder burn- 
ing the skin, leaving, oftentimes, a grayi.sh- 
black discoloration. 

Siuall shot at close range i.-; very destruc- 
tive, esjjecially as regards flesh wounds. Se- 
vere f.'iinting spells occur and serious attacks 
of heart weakenings usually follow. The pa- 
tient final]}- dies from |)aralysis of tlie heart. 

A comparison of the various mortalities 
resulting from shot woumls, of various recent 
wars, brings out that n;ortalities consequent 
upon wounds in the head (especially where 
•*'the brain has been injured), .wounds in the 



breast and in the abdomen, have been about 
the same in each war. This condition is due 
to the fact that those dangerously wounded 
usually die immediately, or shortly after re- 
ceiving the wound; and in many instances be- 
cause "they do not receive the immediate and 
proper treatment. 

The mortality rate has increased in pases 
of neck and throat wounds caused by small 
calibre projectiles. The reason for this is ap- 
parent. Modern small calibre bullets with 
their great penetrating power easily perforate 
the arteries and veins of the neck, especially 
the aorta; -while formerly the lead bullet, 
with its small penetrating power, could do but 
little damage. 

On tlie other hand, the mortality rate has 
rapidly decreased in cases of wounds in the 
arms or legs, as a result of improved and sy.s- 
temalic treatment. This class of wounds con- 
.stitutes about two-thirds of the entire num- 
ber of wounds receiving treatment; so it is at 
once -seen that the general mortality rate has 
correspondingly decreased. 

First aids to the injured, and the systeina- 
tic treatment f)f woumls as i)erfnrmed_ at the 
]iresent time bv the armies of all civilized na- 
tions, are based ui)on the same fundamental 
principles, Uy that we mean that newly made 
wounds (especially those inflicted by small 
calibre bullets) are looked upon as not being 
infected. Therefore, we disregard the possi- 
bility of infection, ii-nmediately cover the 
wound with a sterilized bandage of absorbent 
cotton which thoroughly absorbs the wound 
secretions. We then leave the wound alone 
— making no examinations with "sounds" or 
with the fingers. Of course this method is not 
followed in cases where immediate operations 
appear necessary to save the life of the patient, 
as in cases of severe hemorrhages which must 
be stopped at once. 

Army physicians will enter future wars 
with due regard for this new treatment, fol- 
lowing a prescribed course ; and where form- 
erly individualized methods 0/ treatment 
were in vogue, a systematized method will 
henceforth be followed. Conditions were dif- 
ferent in past centuries. For a long time shot 
wounds were considered poisonous, and with 
fear and trembling the physician probed for 
the wicked bullet. AVc shudder with horror 
when we recall the Middle Ages with its bar- 
barous practices. During these ages seething 
oil was employed to burn out shot w'ounds, 
physicians believing that to be the best method 
of destroying the "powder-poison." About 
the middle of the si.xtee.nth century the re- 
nowned French surgeon Pare, and the Italian, 
Alaggi, were successful in their opposition to 
this atrocious ]5ractice. 

While the French army was assailing the 
stronghold of A'illane, near Susa, in 1536, its 
young army surgeon Pare (so he himself re- 
lates) found that his suppl}' of oil had run 
short. This predicament worried the young 
doctor, for there w-erc many womids to be 
burned out and no oil for the purpose. He 
spent a very restless night and awoke early 
next morning expecting to find his patients 
(whom~ he had not given the oil treatment) in 
a very serious condition. But his amazement 
was great when he found these patients in 
fine condition, while his other ])atients, treat- 
ed with the burning oil, w-cre suffering the 
intensest of agonies from fever and inflamma- 
tion, ^.lonsieur Pare then and there took an 
oath that thenceforth he would fight the 
atrocious practice. 

First aid is usually rendered the wounded 
by physicians or sanitary soldiers, upon the 
battlefield, or in the bandaging tents. The 
application of bandages anr! the temporary 
stoppage of the flow of IjIooiI must be in- 
trusted to the subordinate sanitary st.-iff. In 
the bandaging tent the activity of the i)h)'si- 
cians must be systematically organized; t-be 
wounded, as they ai-c brought in. or walk in, 
should be immediately sorted, those danger- 
ously wounded (suffering from severe hemor- 
rhages, etc.) to be given first treatment, those 
slightly wounded can be quickly tended to. 
The latter can usually do their own bandag- 
ing, as the soldier, nowadays, is sn|)plied with 
a bandage roll when be goes to war. 

The field bosi'jital is the rendezvous for the 
wounded, after the battle. Here the injured 
are carefully re-exaniincd, and when a case is 
found where the jialient is daiigercjusly 
wounded, it is advisable, where possible, to 
have him sent home. The necessary opera- 
tions are then performed; the bullets located 
by means of the X-ray, and when not entailing 
too much danger, removed, if possible? Some 
bullets have been known to remain imbedded 
in the human bod}' for years withoitt danger 
io the jierson ; therefore, bullets are nowadays 
i-cmo\'ed only in cases where, their removal 
\viil not endanger the patient. 

iUillets thus imbedded in the body often 
change their original jjositions, their tendency 
being to follow a downward ]jath, due to- their 
weight; and oftentimes they will Avork them- 
selves under the skin, wdience (hey can be 
easily extracted through a slight incision. 
Sch.loffer has known of the transportation by 
the blood of a bullet from the left chamber of 
the heart to the artery in the arm-pit, whence 
it was removed through a slight operation. 
Oui of the. many instances known where lead 
bullets have remained imbedded in the fle.>h 
for some time, only a few exceptional cases 
were noted where blood-poisoning resulted.

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A MOMENTOUS MEETING 

Take time today to read the First Chapter of tho 
Book ot tho Acts of the Apostles. Do not read It 
because you or some one else m;iy think it a religions 
duty to read the Bible; do not l)e awlianieil to read it, 
because some one miiy think tlie act unusiiiil. Roiul 
It just aB you would If some one suggested to you 
to read a chapter In any other book. For the piir- 
I)OBC whicli wo now liave in mln<l. it is not necessary 
for you to loolc upon tlie account tlnn-e given as In- 
spired' truth. Regard it only as the l)e.'it avallablo 
report of the things therein written. Tlie lirlef 
matter-of-fact reference to the aKcensioa ui' .le.sus 
may seem a little hard to accept, that is regarding 
tho chapter simply as a i)iece oC history: but beeau.so 
you never knew of anything of the kind transpiring 
it does not follow that anything of the kind ne\'er 
transpired. In a reputable English papiT only a 
couple of weeks ago there was un account, vouched 
for by a reputable person, of an event not at all ills- 
aimllar to this. It was of the disappearance of a 
man, whose first appearance to the woman he sub- 
sequently married was as if one had been raised 
from the dead. To assume tliat the ascension of 
Jesus Christ was an impoj.sll)llity is perlVetly 
gratuitous, ljut it is nut intended to direct any 
Hpecial attention In tliat i-vi-nt ilial tins n]-lii']i- is 
written, but to the meuting held shortly afteru-ar<ls. 

l'''lrst it may he w. ll in fay Hiiinetlilng about tin: 
Book of the Acts a.-j an historical work. There are 
several ancient manuscripts of this book, none of 
them, however, any older than the Fourth Century, 
although it is possible that they may bv. Thert* niH.\- 
be older MSS. somewhere, but they have not yet 
been found. That the book existed long before tliat 
is sliinvn h\- the fact thiU Irenai'iis M|ieaks nl it in a 
treatisi.^ written some wlieri.' about the year IS'j, and 
mentions St. I>uki: a.s its author. Thl.s indle.ate's that 
tlie authorship was commonly attributed to St. Luise, 
anil It is estalillsheci that he was a cIosl' friend and 
coraiianlon of St. Paul, wliom he seems to have 
.sur\'lve<l. -St. I'aul died about the >i'ar lil'i, anil the 
Acts was probably written after that date. So that 
not much more than a hundred years elapsed be- 
tween the time It was written and the reference mado 
to it by Irenaeu.s. When the history of the Christian 
Church during that century Is taken into account, no 
ditllculty arises in the way o( accepting the exi)lana- 
tion that the account given in the Acts of the doings 
of the Apostles was writti'n by some one who w.'is 
present upon some of the occasloii.s referred to in it. 
and received at first hand the reports of events, 
which he dlel not witness. That the story of tho.se- 
days should have been written down, while it wa-^ 
fresh in some one's mind, is the most natural thing 
possible. In view of all the facts we would do vio- 
lence to our own common sense if we did not accept 
the Book of Acts, dismissing all (luestlon of ln.spira- 
tlon, which, indeed, does not i nter into the case at 
all, as a substantially correct, although not very de- 
tailed, account of the doings of tho .-Vpostles. 

We may tlierol'ore accept it as historically estab- 
lished that about the year .TS thi' Diseli)les met in an 
upstairs room in Jerusalem and resolved to uiidertaki; 
the dissemination of the Gosin'l, which they hud re- 
ceived from their Master, who had left them. Xot 
many details of tho meeting are given, but we can 
well imagine that there was a good deal of dis- 
cussion, but in the end the resolve was mado to 
obey tho instructions which they had received. It 
soonis improbable that any actual work of organiza- 
tion was attempted on th.-it ore.-isiun. The uii-stairs 
room would jiroliably not have aceonimodated the 
one hundred and twenty iieoijle, w.hoin St. J-'eter ad- 
dressed, suggesting that they should elect a man in 
the i)lace of Judas Iscariot. Si>eaking In secular 
terni.s, tlie Idea seems to liave been to maintain a 
board of management of twelve persons. The 
twelfth man was chosen by lot. His name was Ma- 
thins. This gathering was one of the most impor- 
tant, perhaps we may say was th«» moHt important, 
recorded In the hh-story of mankind. .Vo effort nf 
the fancy is necessary to fill iij) the cMiiline of the 
e\-fnt.s of wh:il St. l.iik.- call.-." ■•tii'isr <la\s."

Artliur Wellesley, Uuke of AVellington, was born 
at Daosau Castle, Ireland, May 1, 176!), the year of 
Napoleon's birth. His father was Earl of Morning - 
ton and he was his third son. His elder brother, the 
.Marciuis ot Wellesley, whs one of tlie most dis- 
tinguished of British statesmen, and his services to 
his country as c;o\ eraor- 1 ieru.-ral of India wire of 
very g^reat value, 'i'he name -^vius of Sa.Kon origin 
iind the Wellesleys were conspiciiou.s as far back as 
the reign of Hunry II. Wellington was not of this 
stock, ills father's name having been trolley, the name 
of Wesley having been assumed hy him on succeed- 
ing to the estates of his cousin, Garrett Wesley. Tho 
spelling of the name, Wellesley, was tlu> aiu'lent 
form; It was shortened to- Wesley in the Sl.\tei nth 
Century, but the original form was adopted b.v tin; 
I'^ariy of Mornlngton. Tl-u..* founder ol .Metliodlsin 
was iif the same stock tus 'the old Wellesley fainlly. 
.\rtlinr recei\<;(l his military education . In . Fraiu;'', 
■■uid 111 his lilst .\ c:ar. lie 'was maile eiisi.gn in the 1'st 
infantry. His promotion was rapid and we find him,. 
si.\ years later, lieuteiiaitl"-colonel 'Of the 3;ird VcaH 
inent, altlioiiyli up to tlu.s' lime lie hatl aeijn no tier- 
vice in tlie tield. In litll lie joined tlio aniiy under 
tho Uuke of York in i-'lanoerb, whore he was given 
command of three battalions during tho Duke's re- 
treat through fiolland, and at once gavw piomiso'of 
ills ability by repulsing tlio I'Yench on several oc- 
casions. Two years later he went to India witii the 
3ilrd, where ho gave an excellent account of lUi.i.Helf. 
ills first great oiiportunity etimi; In JSUJ, when the 
Aialiaratla War broke out ana he ^^■a.s given an iiule- 
p<uident command. Tho campaign wliieli toiloweil, 
was one of tile most brliluml in the iiniials of Wiir, 
Its crowning iiK*'iievemeiil ouin^ xiiu l.iiLlie ol .\s.->uye, 
when wltix only 4,50U men, he. dctealed u torcu ot 
50,000. When peace was proclaimed tho young gen- 
eral went to England, entered- tho Houso of Com- 
mons and became Chief Secretary for Irolaud; but 
the time had not ye J, come for him to rest on ids 
laurels. The year 1S07 found him accomiians ing 
Lord Catlicart, on the i-xpedltlon to Copeiiliayeii, and 
in JSUS lie sailed witli aa tirniy to Portugal to assist 
in e.\])elltng tlio French. In this effort lie wa.s sue- 
ctssiul. the priiicipal biUtie of tlio cam]>aiKn being 
\'imiora, wllell he comiilelidy defeated Junot. He 
then returned to Knglund, having been .iiiperseiied in 
Ills command t>j' officers, who owed their position 
solely lo seniority. The following year he returned. 
Sir John Moore, the general In command, liaving 
been slain at Corunnu, and then began a series of 
campaigns, which has no historical parallel. 'I'he 
ablost of Na pidoon'.s marsluils oppo.^od him, such 
men as Soult, .Massiiia iind Xo.v. llo \v:is badly 
supijorted by tho homo aullioritios ;iud the co-opera- 
tion of the Spanlarils wiis only iialf-liearted, yet ho 
won a series of reniarkaljle victories. The principal 
of them, named in the order of their occurrence, 
were: Taiavera, Torres, Vedras, Almeida, t'lnuud 
Rodrlgo, Badajos, Salanumca, Vlltoria, the Pyrenees, 
(irthos .and Toulouse. Tho lattor battb- was fought 
on .April lOtl., JSII, but Wellington did not piu'su.. 
his siji.'ce.'ibi-'s furtlii.'r, pi-ace having boon alnady 
coucluilud. llo went to Paris, wlieru he mo-t llio' 
allied soveii igu^, but lie did not lake part in the pro- 
ceedings, which led to tho ccile of iNilpoleOii to Klba. 
When this event took place and the Emperor made 
his ttnai effort to ealublisn his supremacy, Welling- 
ton was made commander-in-chief of the Anglo- 
Belgian forces, Blucher at the head of the Prussian 
troops, being Instructed to cu-ojjerate witli hliu. 
Hluclnu- was dofo:it<d :it Ligny. Widl in.g ton's out- 
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l.'itli. l.'ila, he roeoUTil tin- shook ul' .\;ipoloon's full 
atl.cok at Wati-rloo and all tho v.. a Id kuow.s tie- n - 
siilt. Ill the ailjustmont of tho iiftairs of l''i',.uii.'o af- 
ter tills great battle he played a conspicuous p;i! t. 
Uurlng tlie next twelve years he occupied numerous 
imijortunt positions. • 

Vyelllngton's i)olltical career began in l.S':;". It w.is 
not conspicuously suceesstul. lie oppusod i]ailia- 
iiH'ntary reform and heciinio inteiisoj v ii up oioi la r. 
so miioh so th.'it ho was .io.|t.-il and hooted in iho 
stri ol.j. 11,. ro)^aliiod poi uilai it y l)\ liis suppui i of 
llio i-o]ii,il of tho Com Laws, whbdi lie fraiikl.\ stalod 
Wiis not lierausi- ho liiili'Vod in llo' measure, but be- 
eauso the pi-opl,. doiuanded it. Ills sjiei'cli in tlie 
lloiisi' of Lords ciirrled tlie sieond reading in tliat 
body. Wellington died suddenly on September M, 
1802. 

Few men have been more greatly honored In their 
lifetime than he. He received the thanks of Parlia- 
ment twelve times for his conspicuous services and 
liiinors, titles, oslatos anil nionoy wore fi-ocly gi\,.n 
him. .\'ot hi;-, iiwn govorniiii.oit ;i!oiii: roi.-og ii izvd his 
sor\'loeH, but thiiso ,,r rortugiil. Spain and Portugal 
couforreil titlos upon luni. His full tltlo w;i;i: Ouke 
of Willliigtori, .Maniuis of Doroi'ii, Pilnoo oi the 
Netherlands, Knight of tin' Carter, Knight Com- 
mander of the Bath, Knight of the Order of the (3ol- 
d«n Fleece. Besides those he held numerous subor- 
dinate titles and many honorary positions. llo 
served as a minister of state, a.M an ambassador 
plenipotentiary, and In almost every caiKiclty of 
high rank opiwi to a subject. 

I'orsmially ho w.-is of arlstnoratio tas|o.<, and llttio 
given lo eulliviiting the urts of popu l;iri I y. At the 
siiiiic time be was exceedingly courteous and consld- 
o:-ato towards Ills subordinates, and ri"ii:i rka bly 
careful of the lives of his men, never asking thein 
to Incur unnecessary risk. Ho wiis of Intrepid cour- 
age, seemingly with a perfect contempt of danger. 
His remarkable nareor, for although on two or ihroe 
occasions he failed to accomplish his oli.joi t .-it the 
firal effort, ho never actualb- suffered a defeat, en- 
titles him to a place in tlu first rank of the world's 
great soldiers.

'I'here are two very 'lin fiortant reasons why the 
name of i.'lovis should be one of peculiar interest not 
only to the l''rench but to all students of ancient 
historx. In til.. lii-.Mt place, witlVlii.-a bogaii tlie French 
nionarehy, and In the second place lie laid tiie foun- 
dation for tiiv (^':ii i.-tliin.>:i,ig ol r'l aiiee. I''roin the 
beginning, ot his reign he had one priiiciiuil idea in 
his luiiui, whicii was lo unuu iili the rrank.sh trioes 
under one king, thus brlngiug..aUout un amalgamation 
of strength and a siniHttiHy t.Sf,, interests. In order 
to accomplish this result lie was not above descend- 
ing to eraftiiies.s and ileceptioii. Llut it must always 
bo remXimoei-od in fonning an t-diiiiati.' of the cliarac- 
ter of this great king, that ho v,:i.s aftor iill only a 
luilC-taiiioil sa\-a:",i.- \viio ij..-Iievod' that niiglil w;is 
ri;;lit and that tho i lul .justifieil the moans. lie 
possosst'.d iiuiomitable courage and a fine diplomacy 
in making uegotUitlons with rival chiefs. The force 
ot Ills personal magnetism was very great, for even 
in the face ot the most itUverae elr>.uiTU]iances, his 
men were over ready to follo\vj lilm, with unquestion- 
ing faith in his valoiir and judgment, and In nearly 
every case his Intrepid umbltlon was rewarded, for 
ho was successful in every war he undertook. 

Clovis was sixteen years of age when he c.ime to 
■till' tlu'oiio and ho iiiaiked tho first years of his rolgii 
\vltli a sign;.il victory iivor his luu iioighbors, the 
lloimiii patrioiaii .S.vu.niiiis, master at .Solssons. and 
tlie l.'raiikish cliloflaiii Itagiiac aire, settled at Cam- 
brul. Till! fiinie of his prowess in battle soon spreail 
tliroughout the country, and reached the ears and 
fired the Imagination of Clothllde, the beautiful niece 
of Gondebaud, king of the' Burgundlans. Clothllde is 
well worthy a plac e In hlstorj', for it was chiefly 
ttirouBh her insti iiiiionta 11 ty that Clovis was con- 
\irtoii from iiagaa.sai i > i 'nristianity and iiiauced to 
spri.ad Iho liae!]lni;s of ('l;ri.5t tliroughoill his king- 
dom. Not iiiil.\- hail ( 'lo'tliikkj heard of the successos 
of (•|o\ is, bin to tho latter had been brought tales ot 
the wondeu'iul g.-av and loveliness of the Biirgundlan 
prim ess, till tlv .\ ouiig king was pos'jeised with a 
desire to make hor lila wife'. But the fact that ho 
and his followers worshipped the heathen (rods, was 
sufficient to awaken the antipathy of the girl's coun- 
try peo|de and they wished to previ-nt the marriage. 
6n the other li.uid, tin.' L'alholie clergy de.sii'od the 
consummation of the imtlch, hoiilng that the tender 
pcrsua.slons of Clothllde might In time inspire tho 
great pagan king with a deslnj to embrace Christi- 
anity. 

.\t all events the wooing was a very romantic 
(uii-. clovis had sent one '!^urellan, disguised as a 
beggar to make known thefwish of his heart to tho 
Uurgundiaii princess. He ^vns admitted to Gonde- 
bau<l's castle and ineeling Clothllde wlilsiiered to her 
that he had .gn-iit nia.itor.; of wlileli ho desired to 
speak to her. Siis|m oiin;; his doslgii, iioiliaiis, for the 
boiiofit ol' tho oiilooko,-.^. sho kiiolt boforo him in a 
priiloss a! spirit of humility and bo.gan to bathe his 
foi 1, a I. 11 inon.N ipilte ctistoiii.iry at that time.

It 
wa.i the that time his eyes had behold her and words 
of jove and admiration for her bravery sprang to his 
lips as he Iciijied fnun his horse to bend hia knee be- 
fore hor. 

Xo soonor «-oro thoy ni.'irriod than Clothllde began 
'" nigo upon In r lord Iho aiUaiitag'o of adopting the 
Chrlsliaii faith. P'or smiio limo ciovls wns obdurate, 
o.'i|H'. ially as tluir first smi had died shortly after his 
hiildlsm. 'J'he seconii son lived and thrived, liowever, 
which somewhat puclflod tho incredulous king. But 
it was the battle of the Allcmananiuns that decided 
Clovis In favor of his wife'.s religion. He had prom- 
ised her when he set forth that If ho wcr>; victorlou.^ 
ho would turn Ciii'lKtlan. The battle was going 
ngaliiHl hliii and Clo\'ls wns anxious, not knowing 
what laetles In adopt. Anrollan, who had been the

When i.'lovis re- 
turned the fiueeii hearing the welcome tlilliig-s r;in to 
meet her Inishand, throwing herself upon his breast 
in an abandonment of Joy. And Clovia then and 
there promised that he would labor with iter In 
spreading abroad tho teachings of Jesus, a promise 
w-hlch he kept to the best of his ability, leaving 
France a comparatively united country, with tho 
germs of the Christian faith firmly implanted, 

t;iovis died In 511 A.D., at Paris, where during the 
last years ot his life he had taken up hl.^ residence. 
He was burled in the church of St. C;eiievle\'e, then 
known as the church of St. Peter and St. Taul, and 
■svhich was built bv his wife Ci.'ithllde, who survived 
him.

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VENTY-FIVE years or so ago, 
throughout Texas, gambling was 
one of the great sources of amuse- 
ment or excitement, and, of course, 
it was carried on as a regular recog- 
nized business. The law was against 
it, bt.'t/he law was apparently blind in both 
eycf. At any rate, the ivory ball spun mer- 
rily, tl:e ivory cube clicked busily and the 
pa^tebMrds were shuffled and dealt indus- 
trbusly by the flashily dressed, bcdiamonded 
3ul bejewelled gentlemen who, for a generous 
vage, engaged in a never-ending bout with 
■viuck, wagering their employers' gold against 
that of the townsman, the cattleman, the cow- 
boy, the tourist — anybody. These gentry 
were as a whole a careless, good-natured, gen- 
erous and, according to their lights, "square" 
lot of chaps. In the higher grade gambling 
houses, outside the regular percentage in fa- 
vor of the game, ihe people who patronized 
the tables had nothing but the influence of 
their own greed to fear. The greed in human 
nature is, however, the professional gambler's 
best capital. A stockman would bring in a 
bunch of cattle, sell them and start out to see 
the town by gaslight. If he was fortunate and 
the ivory bail spun true for him and he won a 
thousand or two, the house did not worry. 
They knew he would be back the next night. 
If he won the next night they again kiiew he 
would return the following night and in the 
end tliey would get it all back with the price 
of his bunch of stock besides. 

In San Antonio, at that period, there was 
established facing one of the Plazas and on 
the main business street, a famous resort, 
"The White Elephant." Probably it may be 
there still. Downstairs was a large, hand- 
somely fitted up restaurant, lunch room and 
counter and bar. There were cigar booths, 
bootblack stands and all that sort of thing. 
Upstairs were gambling rooms, with games in 
great variety, Faro, which I never did tinder- 
stand, in which the dealer takes the cards one 
by one out of a slit in a nickelled box, piling 
them in two piles; Roulette, played with fhc 
revolving wheel and the spinning ivory ball ; 
Mexican Monte, played with a pack of curious 
Mexican cards, with daggers and things paint- 
ed on them ; Chuck-a-luck and Craps, played 
with dice, and Keno, a kind of a lottery game 
which would 'be played by a whole roomful 
at once. In the White Elephant Keno room, 
at almost any time on an afternoon or even- 
ing, you could find a couple of hundred 
youths and men hoping for the chance to yell 
"Keno." It was a simple game. You bought 
cards with three rows of figures, five in a row, 
printed on them. All were different combina- 
tions. You paid ten cents each and bought as 
many as you wished. The banker had a large, 
globe full of numbered balls. He took one out 
numbered say, 12, Everybody put a button 
on all the 12's they could find. The next 
number might be 25. Everybody covered all 
the 25's with a button. So it went on until 
somebody got a row of five numbers filled, 
when he yelled out "Keno." After seeing that 
he had it all right, the total of all the dimes 
which had been paid in was paid him, less !o 
per cent., which went to the house. It was 
rather amusing and at the same time pos- 
sessed a mild form of excitement which rather 
ther pleased a great many. If you only had 
50c or $1.00 to risk for your evening's amuse- 
ment, you could spin it out at Keno to a 
greater extent than any of the other games. 
At the same time, you might scoop in a pot of 
$40 or $50 at any time. One of the bigger 
games would then gather you in and probably 
in the end the roulette wheel would gamer all 
the dimes from the Keno room. 

To a student of human nature, a gambling 
room is certainly an interesting study. I have 
loafed away many an hour just watching my 
fellow-man bucking against the god of chance.. 
The poor devil with a few dollars — his all — 
staked on the "red." check by jowl with the 
wealthy cattleman betting the limit on "black." 
Red wins and black loses. The big bet is 
raked into the bank \vhile the piker's pile has 
been (louhlcd. It is interesting to note the 
absolute indifference — apparently — of the cat- 
tleman and the greedy glare of delight in the 
eyes of the out-at-elbows chap. Again the 
dealer calls for all to make their bets, sets the 
wheel spinning slowly, around goes the. ivory 
ball in the opposite direction, slower and 
slower, until it flops over into the wheel, 
cavorts amongst the partitions, hovers over 
red, then over black, and finally flops into 
"Green Double O." The house has won both 
bets; the poor devil's winning and oricinal 
capital are both gone; also the plunger's limit 
bet. Despair is now written on the piker's 
face, while his rich brother still maintains his 

demeanor of don't care a d n. So it would 

go on, day after day. Sometimes, hut not of- 
ten, there would be a scene when an individ- 
ual who was stripped to the bone would he 
hustled out. Very often enough to pay his 
railway fare home would be given a heavy 
loser, and sometimes an ob.scurc item in the 
morning paper would chronicle the suicide of 
the man who had staked his all, Init the games 
went right on. 

Back of the Keno room were located the 
Poker rooms. Here is where the really high 
play went on. There were private rooms 
which co«ld be engaged for private poker par- 
ties. In those days, the members of the State 
Legislature were noted for the high st;*1<es 
they played for, at poker, and many a game 
took place at the "White Elephant" in which 
thousands upon thousands of dollarsiwere lost. 



I rcmcnd)er one game of which I sav/ a por- 
tion. I had an engagement to meet a man 
one evening at the "White Elephant," and 
knew he was engaged in a game of poker. So 
I sent in my card and was asked to conie ihto 
the private room for a short time. There were, 
if I remember rightiy, five of them engaged in 
the game, and ihe game was "table stakes;" 
that is, you could bet as much as the other 
chap had in front of him with a provision that 
he \Vas good for a certain amount in addition. 
That meant that if he had $5,000 in chips and 
waa good lor $5,000 more, you could not freeze 



him out by betting $100,000, which - he could 
not' call. 

Shortly after I sat down, a "jack-pot" was 
declared, in which each anted $100. Nobody 
could open it, so all "sweetened" it for another 
$ioo. Again it was not opened, and again it 
was sweetened with another $100 all around. 
This went on until there was $2500 in the pot. 
Somebody then opened it for $2500 and two 
others "stayed," including my friend. There 
were now $10,000 in the little pot. Each drew 
three cards. "The opener passed, the next man 
also and my friend, with a face as unreadable 



as a wooden man, bet $5,000. The openCr 
studied his cards and his opponent for some 
time, fingered his chips, then threw his hand 
in the deck; the other man also chucked his 
cards away, and my friend reached for and 
drew in the pot. I got a glimpse of his haiid, 
and it contained just a pair of deuces. The 
other chaps had not bettered their pairs. 

In Galveston, one December evening when 
I got off duty at six o'clock, being stony broke, 
I made a borrow of the cashier, giving him an 
order on my slim salary, getting five dollars. 
I had been sick, was absolutely friendless, had

Writing of the Incident, one of the earliest signs 
or Abdul Hnmlcl s tiufilro to bo recognized ns a con'stltutlonal monarch, our correspondent says; 'Durlnif the visit of the Balkan Commltteo to Constantinople they 
were Invlled by the Committee of Union and Progress to witness the Selamllk from the tcrrnco reserved for Amba.ssadors and distinguished persons beneath the 
windows of Yllfllz Kiosk, at one of which the Sultan sometimes appears to salute the crowd after hla visit to the Mosque. His Majesty had Inquired previously 
whether lie sliould receive the member.^ of the Balkan Committee, and was told by the Young Turks It would not be necessary; therefore after the rellgrlous cere- 
mony he .sent out Galib Pa.sha (Grand M:v.«ter of CeiemonlOH) will- a mesgago of welcome. A.s they stood talking together, however, to everyone's great surprise, His 
Majesty appeared at one of the p.'ilaco wiiulowa saluting the group below; then, calling to Gnllb Pasha, he told lilm that he would receive the members of the Balkan 
Commltteo himself, and they and the Young Turk's were Immediately conducted to one of the private apartments of the palace. 

Lord Roberts Prepared His Own Plans 



In part of the interview with the Emperor 
of Germany, recently published in the London 
(Standard, it was stated that the Emperor had 
prepared a plan of campaign for the British 
War Office to be used against the Boefs. , It 
was recently stated, in the Imperial House of 
Commons, in answer to a question, that no 
such plan was on file in the War Office. To 
this a yewspapcr correspondent now adds this 
.''itatement: 

"1 have the authority of a near relative of 
Lord Roberts, who was on his staff for the 



greater part of the South African war, for 
stating that the Field Marshal never at any 
lime had any plan of campaign, drawn up 
cither by the Kaiser or the German General

had the only coat light enough to wear that I 
had, stolen, so that I was in my shirt sleeves.

There, quite a little knot of people 
was gathered watching one man who was 
plunging, betting the maximum $200 each 
time. I did not understand Faro, as I said be- 
fore. About the. oniy thing I knew about it 
was that if I put down a bet and put a wooden 
checker on top of it (coppered it) it reversed 
the bet. The plunger had several thousand 
dollars in front of him and had just won a bet. 
He made another, when something impelled 
me to put my $5 bill alongside and "copper 
it," that is, if he won, I lost. He lost and I 
won, I now had $10. He made another bet, 
and I put up $10 on the same card. I won 
again and had $20, while he, of course, lost. 
Again he bet, and my $20 went down again 
•md again I was lucky and had $40. Again we 
went at it, and my capital incrca.sed to $80. I 
did not think of stopping now, and again he 
placed .$200 and my $80 went on the same 
card, coppered. I won and had $160. He had 
evidently been getting nervous and now turn- 
ed on me savagely and wanted to knOw wfiat 
the — — I was coppering all his bets for. I 
to!H him I was playing my own game, and that 
it was quite satisfactory to me. The dealer 
chipped in and told him not to get raw, that 
the kid had a right to play as he saw fit, 30 
long as he played within the limit. Mr. Plun- 
ger cashed in in disgust and left, and, as I 
didn't know how to bet without him, I cashed 
in also. The next day I got me a coat and 
opened the first bank account I ever had. I 
left shortly afterwards for British Columbia 
and that money did a great deal towards 
bringing me here.

WHAT WAR HAS DONE FOR SURGERY

other in future battles, and the opinion has 
been expressed that it will be almost impos- 
sible to provide sufficient medical attendance. 
But this fear, I believe, is groundless. An 
army of physicians and well trained nurses 
will be at the command of the Sanitary Com- 
mission. 

Despite the improved style of firearms now 
in use, the relative number of wounded has 
decreased in recent wars. Hand to hand con- 
flicts are becoming fewer, the usual mode of 
modern fighting being from a distance, the 
soldiers usually taking advantage of each rock, 
each tree, each fence, etc., as a means for pro- 
tection. According to Captain Berndt, the 
bloodiest battle of the nineteenth century was 
the battle of Leipsig, where the dead and 
wounded of both sides (the French en one 
side, the allied troops on the other), numbered 
over 90,000 men. Then comes the battle at 
Aspern with a total loss of 66,000; fiorodino 
with 62,000. The battle nf A.spern, when 38 
per cent, of the total number engaged were 
either killed or wounded, was, relatively, the 
bloodiest battle of the century. Borodino 
follows with 25 per cent; Eylau and Waterloo 
with 24 per cent.; and Leipsig and Inkcrman 
with 21 per cent. 

But one must remember that in war time 
there are also soldiers who are sick and whose 
number far exceeds those who are wounded. 
According to Von Linsto\v and Volyuardsen, 
about_ 1,500,000 people were killed through bul- 
lets in the wars from 1793 to 1865, while in 
the same wars 6,500,000 people died through 
sickness, especially typhoid, dysentery, small- 
pox, cholera, malaria, plague, sunstroke, etc. 
In July 1099, the Crusaders lost as many as 
500 men in one day from sunstroke while on 
their march through BIthynia and Phrygia. 
During 1528, spotted fever claimed 30,000 vic- 
tims in the French army beleaguering Naples. 
According to Robert Koch, the army of Na- 
poleon I., while in Russia, was reduced to one- 
fifth its original size through spotted fever 
alone. In the Crimean war the I'Vench army 
lost over 75,000 men through dysentery, spott- 
ed fever, malaria, cholera, etc. In 1866 the 
Prussian army lost 6,427 men through choleri. 
In the war of 1870-71, over 74,000 men In the 
German army contracted typhoid, of whom 
about 9,000 died ; 38,000 had dysentery, with 
2,408 deaths. In the same war the French 
army suffered severely from smallpox, while 
the German army, each man of which had 
been thoroughly vaccinated, lost but 297 men 
th rough this- disease, < a' powerful proof ';dfi,:^her 
great value bf ' vabciriation as ' a ' jirofetl^e 
against this dreadful disease. In all the cdlbnial 
wars the infectious diseases were especially 
fatal. In 1804 the French expedition to Mada- 
gascar, consisting of 12,850 men, suffered a loss 
of 4,980 men through malaria, while several of 
the corps lost aS rriany as 60 per cent of their 
total number.

ters and dignitaries. Their gorgeous uniforms 
contrasted ULldly with the sultan's simple one. 
A little later Abdul Ilan)i(l handed the man- 



tain the requisite degree of advancement 
through the spread of ediication ; and the con- 
vocation of the Chamber was adjourned until 
a fit season should arrive. We exerted our 
efforts to establish schools in all parts of our 
empire. Thanks be to Allah, this end has been 
achieved, and thanks to the propagation of 
education, the degree of culture of all classes 
of our population has risen. In pursuance of 
the desire cvprcssed, and trusting that that de- 
sire was of a rKilure to assure-, hot!', fnr the 
present and for the future, the welfare of onr

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uscript of his speech to Djcrad P>ey, secretary 
of the palace, who. instead of entering the 
orators' tribune, read the address from the top 
step. The sidtan and all jiresent stood during 
the reading. The speech ran thus : 
"Senators and Deputies: 

"As the result of difficulties encountered in 
the api)lication of the Constitution which we 
put in force at the time of our accession, and 
on account of the requirements thcii pointed 
out by tlie high dignitaries of the Slate, the 
Chamber of Deputies was temporarily clcsed ; 
the application of the Constitution was su.s- 
pended in order to allow the i)optdation to at- 



tution. W'c ordered new elections and con- 
voked anew the Ch;uulH'r of Deputies. 

"After the change in the administrative rc- 
ginu'. we intrusted the gr.'uid-vizierial dignitv 
to Kiamil l';icha. W hile the council of uiiiiis- 
ters, presided ovei" by liini, was occupied with 
the construction oi llie new conslitiuional re- 
gime, the frinee of llulgaria. \ ali of l-'astern 
Roumelia, rashly threw off the suzerainty of 
our empire and proclaimed Ihdgaria's inde- 
pendence. .\t the .same .moment, .\usiria- 
Iltnigary proceeded to the annexation of Bos- 
nia and Herzegovina, whose temporary occu- 
l)alion ha<l been intrusted to that Power by 
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the Berlin Treaty. Austria-Hungary address- 
ed a statctiient to the Sublime I'ortc and to 
the other Powers. 

"These two events have caused us bitter 
sorrow. On account of these violations of 
treaties, we have intrusted to the council of 
ministers the duty of taking tlie necessary 
steps to defend the rights of our state. We 
desire in this task tlie assistance of the Cham- 
ber of Deputies; as our relations with all the 
I'owcrs are good and perfect, we hojie that 
with the help of the great friendly Powers 
these political problems will be solve<l. 

"It is our earnest desire that (he financial 
condition of the nation be set to rights, that 
the balance belween apjiropriatious and re- 
sonrces be .'idjusted, that the welfare of our 
empire be ;ingnieiUed, ibal ibe nuini)ei- of 
schools 1>e iiure.-i^eij and lh:tt ihey be organiz- 
ed so MS to l.-icilit;ile jirogress in letters, the 
arts, and .igricull urc. and that our army and 
na\ V !)(• increased and improved. We there- 
fore hope ihat the ilepulies will oarueslly ex- 
Is drafted bv the different depart - 
go\ criuuent , so that lliey in.a\- 
suitable for stibiuission to the 
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the h.appiness .and prosperity of 
our eonntry, we toil.av open the Cliaiiibe!- of 
Oepulie-^; we desire the prosperity of the na- 
tion, ( )ur di'sire to see our empire go\erned 
.lecording to the Consiiliuion is ahsohite and 
unalterable. (Prolonged applause. Cheers for 
the sultan.) 

".May it please ;\llnh that our Chamber of 
Deputies work for the good of the country and 
that our empire cnjoj' all prosperity v may the 
.Most High grant .success to all." (.Applause.) 

After the reading of the sjieech from the 
throne. Maki I'.oul I-'sliaf, representing de- 
sceiul.ants of the l'i"o|>het, offered a sole'uin 
pr.ayer, asking .Mlah's blessing upiin the Cmt- 
stitiitioii and the rarlirinienl . ;i long i-eign f(H- 
the sultan and the dynasty, .aiul divine aid for 
the (Jitoinan u:ition and the perpetual main- 
tenance of the cin])ire. 

After the prayer the .<Ultan, hitherto mo- 
tionless and impassive, .spoke a few words, 
emphasized with solier gestures: "I am happy 
lo see ;irouiid me oiu" I'arliameiU. coin|)osed of 
ri-])reseiit;ili ves of the people. I pra\- the .\1- 
niiglitv to make fruitful the Labors of the 
(."lianil]er. .May ,\ll;ih bless your efforts." 

The music of ihe baml in the court, strik- 
ing up at the clo.sc of the. .>ipecch from the 
throne, almost drowned ''the sultan's voice, 
lie iiKide a new military sdute, and left his 
loge. The ceremony was over. It had lasted 
Iwehe niiiiules. .Xbdul llamid resteil for a 



while in his apartment adjoining the hall, and 
returned to Yildiz Kiosk, an immense crowd 
cheering him all the way. 

As soon as it became lime for the deputies 
to take the oath, several of them complained 
because the sultan liiid not taken an identical 
oath within the parliam&nt hall, and conse- 
tpiently they declared that they would wait 
till he tlid so before doing so themselves. The 
objection was (luieted. It was urged that the 
sultan had already made oath before the 
Shiek-ul-Islam. Then Presiding Deputy Taki 
icad a formal oath, to the effect that so long 
as the sultan absolutely observed the Consti- 
tution the deputies would remain faithful to 
the .sultan, the nation, the Constitution, and 
their tluty. The members resi-)ondcd with a 
sacramental word in Turkish. Then a lively 
discussion began over credentials. After that 
the session adjourned till ."Saturday. 

From the nionient when the first cannon 
was fired after the speech from the throne, 
lliere was an endless firing of revolvers in the 
streets as .a sign of joy. in the cveiu'ng Yildiz 
Kiosk and all the city were brilliantly illum- 
imitetl. The jjcople went wild with glee. A de- 
tachment of Hritish jackics, come ashore from 
the Hartram, was roundly cheered. Kvery- 
where the bauds played the hymn of the Con- 
stitution. 

.\aziin P.ey, one of the leaders of the 
^■oung Turks part}', when interviewed regard- 
ing the parliamentary outlook, staled the case 
thus : 

"In the first place, the Chamber wilt have 
to modify certain provisions of the Constitu- 
tion of 1876 so as to establish once for all the 
national .sovereignty and ihe ministerial re- 
sponsil)ility to Parliament. 

"rroiu the economic point of vicnv, it will 
be first necessary to elaborate the budget, 
which has never been done before, and to take 
steps to regulate the financial condition of the 
emjiire, 

"We .shall, then, have to reorganize the 
army. Ecpiality of rights implies ec|uality of 
duties; and Jews and Christians, hitherto ex- 
empt from militar}- service, will have to share 
the rcsi)onsibilities of Mussulmans. 

"The next thing will he to reorganize pub- 
lic education, the law courts, and the adminis- 
tration of the provinces in accordance with the 
Constitution. 

".\early three-fpiarters of the deputies arc 
members of the Union and Progress Commit- 
tee, which inaugurated the revolution and 
who.sc tendencies arc well known. The party 
contains men of all the religions and all the 
races of the empire and may be regarded as 
master of the situation. The opposition — 
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members of the Liberal Union andsupporters 
of I'rince Sabah Hddiiic— has a visVinary pro 
gramme tending toward dcceuj-alization. 
This party is more conservative in ts liberal- 
ism and is composed of men belongiW to the 
world of officialdom and of Greeks, "TServians 
and Bulgarians who hold separatiA view§. 
Besides this group there is a handfuMt inde- 
pendents. I 

"As for reaction, there isn't any. TheVan- 
dom malcontents scattered through the\m 
pire fire too few to make up a party.

,1 new book by a X'ictoriarr au- 
thor. Mr. .Mlerdale (rrainger. 
has just been gi\-en a flattering 
review by the .'Spectator. The 
author has been more or less a 
British Columbian for ten years, barring the 
time of the Hoer war. The book, which is his 
first ambitious i)roduction, "runs right away" 
from the "lUazed Trail" style of romance — as 
one \'ictoria critic puts it — and is only cimi- 
parable in method and in permanent worth to 
Dana's "Two ^ lars Before the .Mast." The 
S])ectator sa}-s of it : 

Mr. Crainger. foi' .all we know, wonld be 
shocked if he were told that he had achieved a 
literary feat, h'or nowhere does lie try to be 
literary ui the sciise \'.-liich has iiujiosed on 
modern letters a distinction between what is 
"literary" and what may be very .serviccbalc 
and well-maiiaged writing, but does not su.g- 
gest to the race of critics the word "literary." 
And yet, if lileratiire is the art of nsing the 
right words in the right way to pn.Kluce par- 
ticula/ effect.s— and what else can it ov ought 
it to mean? — Mr. (kainger has I'erfornied a 
literary feat, lie goes to Vancouver, becomes 
a "logger, " and writes a narrative of "logging" 
in those fretted inlets between \'ancouver 
Island and the ii;ainland, and writes it in the 
laiigua.ge of "loggers." Mis writing falls on 
your ear, as you say the words over to yonr- 
.self, like a bnr.-t of conversation from a bar- 
room in the W est. It seems very casual. Put 
as Nou reail <m you become conscious that Mr. 
Grainger lias really got his language and his 
ideas very well in hatid ; he makes hi.; impres- 
sions as with the cut of an axe and with no 
waste of material. Othet writers might have 
been explanatory or apologetic. lie knows, 
whether by intuition or rule (if it he rule, we 
wish many others conid learn :t), that the 
reader who do.es not catch the sjiirit of the 
thing correctly from a phrase at once will do 
so when the plira.sc or thought recurs, just as 
one learns from repetitions and new associa- 
tions when one is. struggling with an unfamil- 
iar language. When one has read this book 
one knows the language of the West, or at 
least the language of the loggers: and, further 
th^n that, one knows tin. loggers' life. There 
can be no cpicstioii about that; the narrative is 
real, and necessarily true. 

Mr. Grainger does not draw an heroic pic- 
ture. The loggers are not Pi.stols or Falstaffs, 
or modern "had men" like Billy the Kid. They 
have their men in buckram, and to spare, to 
overcome in tlie actual labor of the axe . every 
day in tlic forest, and they would swallow 
many hard words to avoW a quarrel. In the 
winter the dreariness, the^monotony, and the 



hard exactions of (he life arc a positive opjires- 
sion. It is .'I .liui and louelv time: the hills, 
clothed darkl\- with the ]>rimeval forest which 
seems to drink- in and destroy tlu' light. I.all 
steeply into the ^vater, and the water is leaden, 
except when seared white with the heavy 
gusts. The ghosts of ages .seem to haunt the 
hills and cry in the wind. L"ndcr such condi- 
tions a man retires ghulily upon himself, lie 
makes u]) hi^^ mind lo a cloistered existence, 
and exctis.ably iliinlcs it no lack of \drtue not to 
sally mit and meet bis enemies in spite of .all 
the stories of \\ estern pugii.acit\ . .Still, tlu rc 
arc reactions from the (piietudc. .and no one 
who has had any experience of remote places 
need be told in <!etail what they are like. The 
visit to the great town means, typicahy. drink. 
It means much drink — frank, uuresis-tiiig, pro- 
longed druiikeniie.^s. \ man keeps himself at 
a certain jiitcli of i n lo\iea( ion ; he pr:ictisi-s llu: 
art i')f "looking bad but feeling inxid." '{'he 
astonishing thing will; loggers. ;is \iilh lonelv 
farmers and miners the world over, is ih.at they 
can check tliemselves when the lime htis cofnu" 
to sio]). 'Phere is no setjuel as a nde • they d.) 
not drink in camp: the bout was a detacheil 
ei)isode. Mr. Grainger has t.iken the wise 
course of cf)nccntratiug his efforts on describ- 
ing one character— a logger called Carter. W e 
cannot s.ay, that Carier i;. the typi' of his class; 
but we do \erily believe tli.at Carter Iiimseli 
does, or <li<l. exist, and th.at on a temper.ament 
like his the condlilions wouhl pro.luce precisely 
the results which .Mr. Grainger has marked ami 
recortled. Carier is a tour de force. \\ e 
shall not easily forget him, and Mr. Grainger 
may be proud of him now just as devt)utly as 
he hated him while he served iiim. 

.Mthough Mr. Ciraiuger is not auto- 
biographical more tli.an is iiecess:ir\-. he has 
an eng-;i[^rinfr ;n)(l r.atlier iiimsnal ]diiloso|)hy of 
his own. It \voulii peili.aps be true to say that 
we could not h;:\e bad C.arter were it not so, 
for (.'.arter is here the iisnlt.ant of two forces, 
of which .Mr. Grainger's character is distinctly 
one. Here is an expression of Mr. Grainger's 
])hiloso;diy of work, surely very vivid, lie is 
talking to a man known as .\l, and we (juote a 
hit of Ihe conver.sation and Mr. Grainger's 
Cijr.imcnt : 

" AVhy did you cpiit Jenkins' camp?' I asked 
him. 'Weil, you see, sah, it was a professional 
matter. I was tending hook there. Perhaps 

you knew something about .steam? 

Well, ril explain that fi.r geilmg out logs a 
man must iiavc 160 li)s, pressure. Tl-.e engin- 
eer said he lu.d, |?ut I knew he was .scared of 
the dotd<ey-hoiler and he only got i.^o at most 
out of her. ^\'itll thai pressure 1 couldn't get 
out the logs, sah. in a satisfactory manner. . 
. . Jenkins and I parted very friendly, sah. 



^'e5, I v,MS getting six dollars a day 

and boanl. .... Oh. well! what does it mat- 
t'.T what w.ages a man like me gets, sah? I only 
drink- tliini ufi. may sniff and cry com- 

mou-seu-^e; luit it warms mc to n:eet a man 
wh has hi cn capable of single-minded action 
for a simple .sentiment. Here was .\l, who 
had been a.^ked to tolerate .some u'.cdiocre <lo- 
ings — ;iiid his s<nil had rebelled, and he had 
lefi a comfoi.abic job. 1 like this better than 
liie trained sense for inst.antaiieons comiiro- 
niise that mruiy decent, educated men develop. 
1 like the artist's i)ride. the boyish craving for 
efficient performance, the feeling for sound, 
clean work, and the very moderate care for 
consecpiences." 

.Mr. Grainger engages himself to Cart'cr, 
who had worke<l his way up from being n 
band-logger to being a capitalist with a "donl:" 
(donkey-engine) of his own and his own staff 
of axemen — wlu-m he could never keep long. 
At first Mr. Grainger enjoys the life: — 

■■Altogether there is niucli to make a man 
feel good— .and he mostly does — at such 
healthy work. Then tlie dinner-gong bo(>ins 
from ibe cook house as .a pleas.aiit sur]U-ise ; he 
goes down and eats be;!rlily: sits awhile and 
yarns; .shakes off ihe slight tlistaste that 
comes from muscular stiffness and cold sweat- 
soaked clothes, antl goes hack and works with 
visible result till supper-time draws near and 
he begins to feel he has done about cnongh. 
.After supper, lying on his bunk- witli Ids mind 
in a jilcasaiu state of rest, lie can feel secure 
thai all the worries of the day are buried and 
done with for ever. The day's work is over; 
it has been, as it were, a comi)lete life The 
new life of tomorrow is like the life beyond 
death — it and its problems can, remarkably 
well, wait their turn." 

Carter, too, .seems to be agreeable enough, 
and relates his life to .Mr. C.raiiiger in the long 
e\<-niiigs. Indeed, we must s.ay lli.at the re- 
vulsion of feeling in .Mr. Crainger's mind is a 
sur|irise to the reiuler. coniiii,g both too sud- 
denly ;md too vii>lenily. Carter is a clumsy 
but resolute fellow, who butts his way through 
the world, spending, perhaps, more than half 
his time in removing obstacles of his own 
creation, lie works his way "right straight 
along." .Vftcr some time. Carter lets .Mr. 
Grainger know that he expects him to tuake a 
long journey to Port-Browning in a small boat 
which is quite unfitted for the adventure: — 

"Carter looked across me. 'I'll fix her for 
you,' he said ; and stalked away over the boom 
to where the boat was tied. The boat was full 
of snov/. Carter shovelled some of it out, and 
trod down the rest. She had taken consider- 
able water. Carter haled it out. 'She's ready 
for you,' he called, 'tumble in your traps and 
- . , - . ^, , ... , .. . \ 



get started right away. The weather's good.' 
It was not: the slight swell told of a wind 
blowing away down by Anwati. But Carter 
was maguificeni! The dramatic vigor in his 
actions, the very wave of his hand, contrived 
to i)ut mc in the" most ridiculous light .should I 
tr\- lo protest. Protest would sound so piti- 
fu'llv feeble in face of sncli convinced, compel- 
ent'i.gnorance. Carter had forced my hand, bad 
rushed me. in a superbly efficient wav. My 
oidv chance was 10 o^.t augi'y and violen'. ; 
ami I never felt less like vicdencc in my life. 
1 was fascinated by his charming brutality, by 
the wav he ignored my convenience, !)y the 
utlerlv 'unnoticed sacrifice of my interests to 
his necessities. . . . aiul I could only grin. 
The brute! he played that scene so well that I 
chuckle still in recalling it." 

.\t last the freijucut impact of Carter'.s de- 
plorably efficient inhumanity on Mr. Grain- 
ger's feelings has the inevitable result. Some- 
thing snap.s ; .Mr. Grainger's nerves are shat- 
:.red mto fragments; his ftne-consuming idea 
is to be cudl of the job he had sought with so 
much anxious pain. The culmimition seems 
to us a (piitc. first-rate piece of writing; 

"Carier came in and sat him down, an 1 
iM-aiicois. Carier. 1 saw, was in a^vil- 
tem|)er. lie began to cat. "Cook 
s," he barked suddenly. 1 wcn^t to 
^,„„x them without realising his tone "Take 
the lid <df the stove," shouted Carter. I felt 
there was something wrong. '■Turn 
eggs." It burst upon mc with a ru.sh. '1 his 
was Carter's railroad foreman's manner — a 
manner that 1 had seen him use to other men! 
This was the first time he had tried that man- 
ner upon me. ■'Pnl salt and pepper on them." 
It was an order— staccato. The lone cut mc 
a wdiip. 1 heard his words with difficulty; 
\vord "salt" was indislinel. There was a 
bbing ill my ears. 1 had some idea of go 
ing closer lo liim to bear ihe better. , . . . . I 
found myself flo.iting towards him in a sort of 
atmosphere that shook h> little waves lilce the 
shimmering of air upon a plain, under a blaz- 
ing sun. I did not hear my own steps of feel 
my own movements. The air buoyed me up. 
(Objects surrounding Carter, in that cook- 
house scene, were of foggy outline, blurretl ; 
and only objects near to him were visible at 
all. Fog cut off the rest. It was like looking 
down a tunnel. But in the middle of the tuti- 
nel, clear cut and distinct, was. Carter's face, 
framfcd in black hair and beard. My eye 
caught Carter's — Carter's black heady eye. 

'What sauce?' 1 yelled in Carter's face 

It was touch and go. My' fists were quivering 
nerves along the inside of my 
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wris3ts and up my arms were itching. I could 



feel a sort of succulent anticipation of the col- 
lapse of the cranky table, the smash of the 
shattering crockery, the wrestle and fall and 
Iniiup as Carter's body and mine should reach 
the floor. There I would bash him in the face 
and put an arm lock on him. A gloating thrill 
ran through me to think how I would listen 
for the crack of Carter's dislocated arm as the 
lock bent it back beyond the natural out- 
stretch. There would not he much moving of 
that arm for Carter for the next three months 
or so. . . . Then Carter's eye dropped from 
mine, and I had a vi\-i(l picture of a sparkling 
Carter looking at a sparkling plate upon the 
breakfast table. Notes of mildness came tci 
mc across the vibrating air. The noise seem- 
ed to soothe me, seemed somehow to put a 
sudden check upow the spring i was about to 
make. I felt iin- whole frame lela.v from ;l 
great tension- - e\-ei"y nei \'e uiit;uuen, almosL 
noisily. Hut w hat words Carter spoke I do not 
know. iKir e\eii what hapi)t'iied then. ... I 
came lo my jirosaic self kneeling upon tTic 
hunkhouse floor. I was engaged in rolling up 
my blankets, with movements swift and intent. 
My hag had long been packed, ready for de- 
l)arlure at any time I took my bag and 
blanket-roll and pushed open the bunk-house 
door — and met Carter coming, face to face. . . 
The logger ■(putting' is a man of great punc- 
tilio. I played the perfect logger. 'Well.' 
said I, faultlessly correct 'guess I'm going 
down the Inlet.' "

.Artificial sapphires may now be produced 
as casilj' as arlit'icial rubies, according to a 
com iiuinication made by Professor T^acroi.x to 
the Paris i\c.ulemy of .Science at its last meet- 
ing, The diseo\ erv has been made by a young 
chemist, M. I.ouis Paiis. Saii])bires may, like 
rubies, be clieiiiically produced from melted 
alimiin;i. Until now, liowexer, the .attemiit to 
manufacture sap])iiires has always failed be- 
cause the coloring matter, whether' it was iron 
or cobalt, was always expelled from the 
alumitia in the proce.-?s of crystailizalion, ami 
a mere colorless stone was the result. M. 
Louis F^aris has hit upon a method of fixing 
the colors h)' mixing iheiu with ;i very small 
(piantil\- of lime ami magnesia. When the lime 
has e vaiJtiraled the blue coloring matter re- 
mains, and a beautiful sapphire crystal is the. 
result. It is impossible, apparently, to detect 
the difference between the artificial and native 
stone with the naked ey. Twenty artificial 
stones were placed in a bowl with five natural 
ones, and submitted to experts, several ot 
whom were unable to detect the difference It 
was only by means of the niicro.scopc that they 
were able lo distinguish the artificial ^stottea 
from the natural ones. 
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HE Canadian West from the L'nit 
vStatcs point of view" niijijiit he I'.ic 
tiile of an article rccenll)' cfjntrih- 
uted to an American ijcriodical by 
Professor Albert Bushnell Hart, uf 
Harvard Univcrsitj-. Prof, llart 
embarked last siuniiicr on \vliat lu: tcrnioU "a 
sabbatical tour" ar<')uiui the world. I lis obser- 
vations on Anici ican cniii^ration to Canada are 
interesting, lie writes: 

The ])cople of the rnitcil States Iiri\e sn 
long been accnsiejnied to a steady inl'low di 
foreign immiKrants, that it is an unpleasant 
shocif when scores of thousands of i)euple drift 
across the American border into the western 
part of the Dominion of Canada. Oi v.hat 
purpose is it to he "the land of the free and 
the home of the brave," if the free rmd tlie 
brave taky themselves .■uul llieir taxable per- 
s<inal i5ro|)erty ont of the jmisdietinn oi the 
United Slates? Ever}-body knows that the 
Canadian Northwest is frosty, cold, friji;id, con- 
g"ealed, arid, ami remote; when in iW/) the 
Hudson J5ay company was seekinsr a renewal 
of its charter after two hundred years of jirofit- 
able existence, the officials declared on oatii 
that the valley of the l\cd l\i\-er of the Xonii 
was mifit for human hahitalion. and that the 
oidy thing to do with the whole region was t'l 
keep it as a ]3reser\-e lor wild Indians hunting 
wild animals for the sake of selling the skins 
to the company. Today, in that region, unfit 
for human habitation, stands a city fourth In 
population in the Dominion of Canada, a half- 
way station on a railroad across the Continent. 
Into the distant Northwest are pushing rail- 
roads which reach almost to the .Arctic Circle. 
Where the Indian tra])[)ing the fo.x was aluKjst 
the only inhabitant a few years ago now lie iho 
prosperous provinces of Manitoba, Saskatche- 
wan, Alberta and British Columbia. A new 
empire is arising above tlie forty-ninth iiarallel, 
antl people arc bending every effort to provide 
railroads which will take care of the crops of 
this bountiful land. 

The Last Great Area Left 

The reaspn why this great changfe has come 
about is very simple ; the Canadian Northwest 
is the last great area left in North America in 
which a great body of prairie land can I)e harl 
almost for the ask-ing. Though I'ncle Sam 
still owns himdreds of millions of .acres of land 
in the far A\'est almost no tracts of natural 
farming land are left in his hands; railroads, 
ranch corporations and individuals do still hold 
immense areas which in course of time will be 
subdivided into farms, but nobody can get that 
land without paying a price ; and even the 
limited areas which are cai)al)lc tif irrigation 
are sold by the land office at many times the 
dollar and a cpiartcr an acre which for nearly 
a century has been the standard price for (iim-- 
crnmcnt arable land. W ithout being clearly 
aware of it, the United States is approaching 
the condition of foreign countries in which 
farms are not a gift, but an accumulated capi- 
tal, the rent of which or interest on the cost 
of which has to be deducted ijef'ire tin; farmer 
can make a profit. The rich lands of lentral 
Pennsylvania lia\e long been in this C'Muliiion. 
and now the States f.artlier West are experi- 
encing it. Farmers in Ohio, when their land 
comes to be worth a hundred dollars an acre, 
may sell out and move to Indiana, where they 
can get the same kind of land for seventy-five 
dollars; the Indiana man from wdiom they bu>-, 
goes out to Iowa and looks ont fni- f(irt\- lull.-ir 
land; the forty-dollar man finds I w cut \ -ih )llai- 
laud in .Xonl! 'Dakota ; and llie \vv\\) iiaki-la". 
after a iiard winter. trel-;s acnij-s t.he line into 
Alfjerta and tal-:es up \-ir;;iii s'mI at ;i n'MiiiM.-il 
])iiee. .As he con'.os in, the r.iilrnad trundle-, 
•after him io get his crop antl jirepares the \\a\- 
for a new invasion of settlers. 'I'en )ears ago 
Winnipeg was on the frontier, five years ago 
lulmonton was tiic northern \(.'i-ge uf ti\ih7,a- 
tion now peo])le are guiiiL;- liundreds ni niih- 
farther north into the Peace River valle\-, and 
be}'ond Creat .Slase Pake and the .Mackenzie. 

Nobody kimws what the climate of such a 
country is, unless he has himself suinnieied 
and wintered it ; reasonably candid resilp■nt^". 
arc firmly con\'inccrl that the winters are mild- 
er than in the Dakotas; and why not? Jt wuuld 
be a misfortune if there were no part of the 
earth where the winters are milder than in the 
Dakotas. The main thing is, however, that 
the Canadian sumiricrs are long enough and 
warm enough to ripen the crop of w lieru wdiirli 
is now the great staple of the Nortlnv'esl. as it. 
used to be of Wiscmsin an<l then of Minne<iita 
and the Dakotas. The Can.adian i;o\ erii men ' 
employs experts to go uj) there and hold a s^rt 
of agricultural revix al scr\ ice, in which bodies 
of farmers arc brought together and informed 
(){ the most recent and scientific way of treat- 
ing wheat lanfl. .\ great authority on that 
sid)jcct declares tlia! tlie seei'et of wheat cul- 
ture is to keep the upper soil puKerised so that 
it will hold moistni'e ; he goes so far as t<i s.av 
that v.dieat is not an e,\hansting crop, and max- 
be raised cver_\- year indefinitely, if his pre.--crip- 
tion be followed. 

Be that as it may, prairie turned for the 
first time will raise a number of successive 
crops; and here in thi.-; distant country is being 
re-enacted the drama Avhich began with the 
first colonists in Virginia; the settler brings 
money enough to buy his land or at least to 
juake a first pa}'ment ; ])erhai)s he hnys tools 
and food on credit; but his first crop will lift 
part' of the burden; in a few years he has his 



farm paid for; then for twenty years or so he 
puts energies into improvements, and finds 
liimself in middle life a man of property. This 
has been the miraculous opportunity of Ameri- 
can life, the chance for a man with only a will 
and a pair of hands, to make a livelihood, raise 
a family and to acquire a competence. WHiat 
are frost bites and twenty miles to a settler in 
the face of such a pn.ispect? 'Idiat is why 
farmers, often of the mo.si energetic kind, leave 
their .\meriean homes ;uid cross the border in- 
to Canada, cspeciall}- since there they find 
their own language, their own religion, their 
own ty])e of laws, and about their familiar gov- 
ernment. 

The greater number of people out there, 
h(iwt \ er, are immigrants from J'.astcrn Canada 
or the liritish Islands or the continent of Eur- 
ope, ddie v'seamlinavians like the cenmtry, ami 
I'dnus, ."sL-iv-s and exxm Syrians fiml jilenty to 
do, in railroad work and m the building of 
towns and cities. The entrepot (jf the country 
is Winnipeg, a city of nearly 100,000 people, on 
an un])repossessing flat along the Red River. 
In sinrit, wealth and business enterprise it is 
rather 'N'ankee ih.an ICnglisli — nineh such a 
l)iace as St. Paul was thirty years ago. I. ike 
all the .Xorihwest. it is cidivcned hv the red 
cd.ats of the mounted police, who arc one of the 
institutions of the couiitrv. It seems extra- 
ordinary that a body of six hunilred men should 
be able to keep order in so new and so broad 
a country; they suggest what ought to be done 
in every Stale in the Ihiion, in the way of a 
Stale police, with military training, promo- 
tions and honors and the skill and esprit do 
cori)s which comes front long service and mu- 
tual acrpuiiutance. 

.\l<ist of the other towns east of the Rocky 
Mountains are still small; Calgary, just at the 
gateway which leads up to Banff Springs, is a 
neat and thriving place, but otherwise the line 
of the Canadian Pacific for fifteen hundred 
miles, from the Rockies to Lake Superior, is 
unattractive, not like the rich continuous 
prauies of the .Mississippi \'allcy, but more 
like the i)lains of western .Nebraska. This is 
not the highly fertile part of the ];)ominion; 
mostly the great wheat lands lie several hun- 
dred miles north. 

.At the eastcrr. extremity of the Canadian 
interior lie the twin towns of Port Arthur and 
Fort William, which seems destined to be the 
second city of the region in impdrtance. At 
firsi sight there seems little reason for such 
large buildings and spacious docks; but it is 
the c^xchange [)oint between the railroads and 
a fleet of lake steamers wdiich run down 
through Sank Ste. Marie and Lake Huron to 
Cddeideh and ( )\vcn Si'und on f^ake Huron, 
where they again reach rail that carries them 
to Montreal, and there is some direct through 
matter shipment via the Welland Canal. 
At the Eastern Extremity 

The railroads dominate the Northwest, and 
they are put to it to handle the grain crop, 
which at present can reach market only via 
the Canadian Pacific, or Lake Superior, or the 
yXnierican roads to St. Paul and Minneapolis. 



In the 400 miles of rocky, barren, largel_y hope- 
less country between I'ort William and Winni- 
peg there is hardly a town of much conse- 
quence, but three trunk lines of railroad 
stretch along it. The Canadian Pacific is 
double-tracking its line, to accommodate th.e 
traffic ; the Canadian Noi-thcni reaches ficjin 
I""ort William m)t only to but far beyontl Win- 
nipeg into the interior ; anri the Clrand dh-unlc 
Pacific is now operating its .line lro\n near 
lulmonton to Winnipeg and soon will reach 
Lake Superior at Fort William. 

The New Trans-continental Line 

The Grand Trunk- Pacific is lui extraordm- 
ar_\- undertaking, ddll a few years ago, the 
wdiole stretch .A country frnm P.ake ( )ntario to 
Puget S<-innd was the ha])p\- hunting groimd 
of the Canadian Pacific J'lailwa)', a hold tnul 
andiitious line which has joined the Iwd ends 
of the Dominion together, and incidentally had 
made a splendid i)rofit. The western pro- 
vinces have been uneasy at having only the 
one link, and the stretch of country lying 
north of the St. Pawrenee and the (.'ireac 
Lakes is at jiresent almost inaceessihle, wliile 
the great wheat conntr_\- ot the interior can 
easily supply additional railrf)ads. llence the 
ambitious scheme for a railway from the 
lower St. Lawrence to the Pacific, parallelling 
the C. i^. K., but for the most part lying sev- 
eral lumdred miles p.orth of its main line. 'l"he 
Dominion Government has {jractically taken 
the responsibility for the eonstritction of this 
Grand Trunk Pacific Railw.-iy, o\er a eotu-sc of 
more than 3,000 miles. The sections most 
likely to earn their way have been subsidized 
with land and money; the stretch north of 
Lake Superior, which no sane railway man 
woidd think of building with a view to profit, 
is to be constructed by the Government. Dur- 
ing the last three years a vast amount of work 
has been done on the road and the main line 
from AN'iniiipcg northwest to halmonton is in 
Ojieration. 

What the enormous undertaking is to cost 
is a subject of speculation. The estimates 
seem something like the report of the Confed- 
erate Secretary of the Treasury during the 
Civil War on the state of the public debt, 
which he withdrew the next day because he 
had discovered an error of four hundred mil- 
lion dollars. Nobod}' knows what the Grand 
Trunk Pacific will cost, except that it is cer- 
tain to be a good fcn-ty millions above the or- 
iginal estimates. 

The eastern section of the line beyond 
Lake Superior runs through a rather poor 
country, and may be posti^oned; but work i.'- 
steadily proceeding on the section west from 
I'.dmonton, by the Yellow Head Pass to the 
sea, where the new port of Prince Rupert is 
beginning to rise around a s|)leiidid h.arbor a 
lew miles south of the huund.iry between 
British Colmnbia and .\lask-a. To establish a 
great port twelve degrees north of the latitude 
of Boston seems at first sight impossible ; but 
Dixon Entrance, the connection to the Pa- 
cific, is always open in winter; and the 
climate is not noticeably severer than that of 



Vancouver, where a flourishing city has grown 
up; and Prince Rupert is several hundred miles 
nearer Japan than is Puget Sound. People 
arc reticent about the line across the moun- 
tains, but if the Canadian Pacific can be kept 
open in winter anything can be. Certainly 
there is a mighty force in a people with a 
po|)ulation less than that of the State of 
Pennsylvania, who undertake to construct a 
great world highway across a region most of 
which twenty-five years ago was a desert. 

Transportation the Great Problem 

As the Canadian Northwest fills up, and 
its wheat cro]> increases, the problem of trans- 
portati(jn grows more serious. Wiimipeg is 
about as far from Montreal as Omaha is from 
New York; and just as the grain from the 
middle Mississi])]:)i is now being deflected to 
nearer jiorts on the Gulf of Mexico, so the 
peo|)le of .Manitoba look- longingly toward 
lludson's liay, from which a ladius of fi\'e 
Inniflred miles includes W innipeg, ;ind a good 
pai't of the wheat country now under culti- 
vation. Great pressure is being i)nt on the 
Dominion Government to build or heavily sub- 
sidize a railroad to Hudson's Bay, and surveys 
are now .going on. By all accounts it will be 
a hard matter to make a satisfactory port on 
a water so shallow; and navigation coulrl only 
he maintained a jKirt of the year; but the shal- 
lows of the Cnilf of Mexico do not j)rcvent 
shipments that way, and there is an enormous 
area wdiich could be made tributary to the 



vegetation," "Extensive meadows," "Prairie 
and coppice rich soil," "River good, banks 
low," and the colored map showing the home- 
steads taken up in the neighborhood of Ed- 
monton is chequered like a Japanese kimono. 
With such advertising nobody will stay away 
from Alberta or Saskatchewan because he is 
unaware of his opportunities. Though there 
is in the Canadian Northwest no such body of 
uniformly rich land as in the great prairie 
States of Illinois and Iowa, the country is cer- 
tainly no more forbidding than central Siberia, 
which it much resembles ; there is an oppor- 
tunity for grazing where tillage cannot be 
made to jjay ; and the new Grand Trunk Pa- 
cific will open up splendid timber on the Pa- 
cific slope wdiich will furnish cheap lumber 
for buikling and fencing in this northern 
region. 

Already promising cities are beginning to 
spring up; Edmonton, on the parallel 52, 
is a railroad centre; if the Hudson Bay Rail- 
road is constructed, Fort Churchill will be 
the ontport, one hundred miles nearer Liver- 
pool than is New York, and from it will event- 
milly diverge a short line to join the Grand 
Trunk Pacific by a direct route to Prince 
Rupert on the Pacific. This railroad route from 
Juirope to Asia will be shorter than any other, 
and include the least land trans.portation. 
Its Political Significance 
The great significance of this northward 
drift of people is that it makes possible a

farming. 

With a view of sharing the privilege of 
Hudson's Ba}"- traffic the" interiial boundaries 

have just been adjusted so that the provinces 
of Quebec, Ontario and iManitoba all ha\-e a 
lludson's Bay front and it is not imlikcly 
that the barren stretch north of Lake vSuperior 
may jirovc to be so rich in minerals tliat it 
will furnish traffic enough to support the new 
railroads that arc to run through it. Diamonds 
are occasionally found in Michigan and Wis- 
consin, whither they are supposed to have been 
carried from a central supply bureau up to- 
wards Hudson's Bay ; perhaps some lucky 
prospector will find another Blocmfontein up 
there to compete with vSouth Africa. 

']"lic problem of the Canadian Northwest 
is really a psychical one; how much is it 
worth while for a farmer to sacrifice in the 
way of open winters, metropolitan newspapers 
and near neighbors, for the sake of an inde- 
pendent life? So long as free land or very 
cheaj) land lasts, the current of immigration 
will infallibly keep [jouring in; there are vast 
areas of coal, petroleum and natural gas up 
there and the severity of the winters is prob- 
ably exaggerated. -Everybody assures yon 
that the further north you get, the more balmy 
is, the climate; in fact one of the worst enemies 
to .settlement is the mosquito, which has been 
known to kill cattle in the l^cd River A'alley. 
Furthermore, the railroads are systematically 
developing the country, for through their land- 
grant subsidies they have large amounts of 
land to sell ; as fast as a branch is finished, new 
towns rne laid out, and every facilitv' of cheap 
f.arcs and convenient access is given. The 
C.P.R. map of the Peace River district in 
northern Albcrla, which runs up to the parallel 
590, is .studied with such mouthwatering 
legends as "Beautiful country, exuberant 



Rhodes Scholars and Their Record 




IK annual rep(jr' on the operation of 
the Rhodes Scholarship .system illus- 
trates the far-reaching influence 
which this remarkable bequest is 
likely to have. As the result of its 
organization, i8q men are in the 
;erm resident at Oxford. Roughly 
speaking, this is a 20th part of the whole un- 
dergraduate body. ( )f this mimber, 178 are 
scholars [nirsning the (H'dinary courses of the 
University by the aid of the fund, wdiile 11 
men are ex-scholars. \vho remain temporarily 
at the university after their three years' term 
has expired, either for the further prosecution 
of their studies, or as fellows and tutors of 
colleges. All the pidncipal, and some of the 
niintn-. cidonies of the em|)ire. and nearly all 
the st;Uis of the .\mei-ican union, are repre- 
sented, with :i small group of German scholars 
in addition. Certain!}- there is n.)w no other 
centre of tr;nning in the world wdiere cohinials 
have such an opi)ortunity as at (Jxforil to ex- 
change ideas and get acquainted with each 
(jtlier as well as with students of the .Mother- 
land. The statement .sometimes made by the 
American scholars that there is scarcely any 
university in the United States wlicrc a man 
can count upon making acquaintanee \\dth a 
body of students so representative of e\ery 
])art of tlic Union as he can at the English un- 
i\eisiiy, seems .1 little surprising at first, but 
is probably ju.-;tified by facts. 

It is .a wise rn'rangemenl which h;is pro- 
\ided foi- the distribution of the men through- 
out the university. There are, the report says, 
15 at.Balliol, 14 at Christ Church, 13 each at 
Exeter and Queen's, 12 at St. .John's, 11 each 
at Hertford, New College., and Worcester, ten 
each at Mcrton and Wadharn, nine at. Oriel, 
eight each at Lincoln and Pembroke, seven 
each at Brascno.'^c., Trinity, and University, six 
at Magdalen, four at Jesus, and two at Co'rpus. 
The election to an All Souls Fellowship of Mr. 
Archibald, a Cariad'?.an, adds yet another to 



the list of colleges which welcome the Rhodes 

Scholars. 

In studies jiirisprudcnee attracts a larger 
yroup of .scholars than an}- other subject. 
Thirty-eight arc reported as .selecting this 
cour.sc, while 19 are working for the i'..C.L. 
degree. The [jrcssnre on the teaching appli- 
ances of tlie miiversiiy in this de|)arlnient 
cruised ;in addition to the teaching staff, and 
it has lately l)cen announced that the Rhodes 
d'rnst has supplied the means to estahli.-^h a 
special l;iw rea(]ershi[i. Next iir fax'or comes 
the courses in Liter;ie llum;miores, hislor\', 
and natural science, in al)<')nt erpiud propor- 
tions. Nine scholars take the thcfdogical 
course, and nearly every other subject provid- 
ed for in the whole range of university work 
is taken ()y at least a small group of .scholars. 

h'ifty-four scholars completed their course 
.-It the university in the l;ist s\immer term. 
About fio h;id (i<ine so ;he ye;ir befoi-c. It is 
interesting to note that of the .\ineric;in schol- 
ars ])articnl.-irly a large mnnher h,'i\'e returned 
to take positions Jis ;issistant |)rofessors and 
instriicti')rs in the large .Americim uni vei'sities. 
(.Oxford is manifestly enlarging grcjitly in this 
way the bounds of her interest.s and influence. 
The <Iay is evidently not far distant when the 
O.xford trained professor will be an ordinary 
figure in every important American university. 

The results of the year's examinations arc 
given in detail. In the final honor schools 
there were four first, U) second, 15 third, and 
three fourth classes gained. Of the firsts, 
three were gained hy .Americans, and one h}- a 
Colonial scholar. Three scholars took the 
B.Litt. degree;, three the B.Sc, and three the 
B.C.L. The School of Economics appears to 
attract the German scholar, two of whom took 
the Diploma "with distinction," Failures as 
well as .siicccsscs arc recorded. Two German, 
three. Colonial, and four American scholars 



ferrcd to in this report, thtit only one Rhodes 
Scholar out of the whole body was reading for 
a pass degree, shows at least that the. failures 
are incurred in fncmg the more severe tests of 
tlic tnuvusity. 

'Idle All Soids Fellowship already referred 
to w.is the nu)st striking success achieved dur- 
ing the year, but in addition to this there were 
gained a I'm'detl-Coutts scholarship in natural 
sc;e-nce, a senior deniyship at Magdalen, the 
licit prize and P.rassey scliolarship in Colonial 
hihlory-, the Passniore Ivlwarils scholai-shi]) in 
cl.-issies and h'.nglish, .'ind a geogra[)hical sclud- 
ai'sh ip. 

Tliis appears to he a respectable, but by no 
means overwhelming, list of distinctions. The 
well-trained English .student still holds hi.s 
own in winning the rewards of exact scholar- 
ship. 

A consider;d)lc part has been taken in uni- 
versity athletics, h'our scholars (;dl South 
.\frican) pl,-iyed in the I\ugb\' foolb;dl team 
.-igainst Cambridge, one of these, W. W. Hos- 
kin, ol Trinity, ,-uh1 St. .Andrew's College, Gra- 
hamstown, being captain of the te;nn. Two 
represented hhiglaiid and one Scotland in in- 
ternational Rugby football matches, while in 
athletic sports five scholars (three American 
and *^^wo Colonial), in cricket one (Colonial), 
in lacrosse seven (five Colonial and two Am- 
erican), ill lawn teimis two (Colonial), and in 
w/iter sp(5ris two ( C(jlonial) represented Ox- 
fr'rd against Cambridge. 

Alost satisfactory of all, i)erliaps, to those 
who watch the working out of the idea of Ce- 
cil Rhodes, is the tribute paid by Sir William 
Anson in the discussion on Professor Eger- 
ton's paper last . week in tlie Royal Colonial 
Institute, when he said it was felt that the 
Rhodes Scholars had as a whole broiight to 
the university a spirit of earnest worl<, ..and 
were doing Oxford good. The ai)proval of hjs 



Huron and the Gulf of St. Lawrence, though 
thriving and able to sujjport the fair cities of 
Montreal, Quebec, Ottawa and Toronto is, 
after all, on a narrow belt which can .never 
rivai its neighbors across the border in popu- 
lation or wealth. British Columbia is a slow- 
advancing frontier province, which will need 
fifty years to develop to the point already 
reached by the State of Washington. But the 
great interior, which till very recently -was sup- 
posed to be an inhospitable land, appears cap- 
able of supporting as numerous a population 
as the belt in the United States south of the 
border. The area thus opening up for settle- 
ment is considerably larger than that between 
the Mississippi and Missouri rivers; and with- 
in a quarter of a century may well contain ten 
million people, with room for many more. 
When Canada rises from its present five mil- 
lions of people to twenty or twenty-five mil- 
lions, wdth independent access to the Pacific, 
to lludson's Bay and to the Atlantic, it will 
have the basis for the life of an independent 
or semi-dependent nation. The farther tliat 
])rocess goes the less the likelihood that the 
Canadians will look favorably on annexation 
with the United States. Already the Western 
Provinces begin to exercise an influence in the 
Canadian Parliament which threatens the 
supremacy of the old provinces ; sooner or later 
the controlling voice in the Dominion will 
come from that part west of T,akc Superior; as 
in the United States it has passed to the Mis- 
sissippi valley. The dominion over the Do- 
minion of Canada is going into new yet native 
hands. 

For the task of internal development' and 

government the Western Canadians show 
large capacity; there is infusion of those 
vigorous Scots wdio have taken so striking a 
position in all the British possessions; the 
Americans coming over the border are still 
only a percentage of the whole, but bring an 
experience in popular government and a stan-i 
dard of public education which are "helpful j 
those of the foreign element with the exception 
of the plaguey Russian Doukhobors, can. be 
assimilated. In Winnipeg one finds many 
wide-awake business men. In its soc'ial life, 
its buildings and the habits of its people the 
place is hardly distinguishable from American 
cities across the border. Still there is everj'-- 
wlicre an Englishy way of doing things, com- 
bined with the American business imagination 
which makes men take risks. Outside of 
Winnipeg the whole country is still raw and 
incomplete; but it is just now going forward 
more rapidly than any State of the Union west 
of Wisconsin and east of Washington. 



A chemical company has devised a grenade 
or glass recepbicle, filled with a chemical 
coni[)Oun(l, as a means of making it impossible 
for safe blowers to rob a safe after breaking 
it open. It is an inoffensive-looking article, 
about two inches in diameter and five inches 
long.

It is claimed that these fumes, which., 
so far as effect is concerned, are not unlike 
the gases from the deadly Chinese "stinkpots," 
are [)Owerful enough to make breathing impos* 
sible and to force all persons near the safe 
to retreat or be tilmost instantly suifocatcd. 
The grenades arc made with a lasting eff*:ct 
of I'roni six to ten hours, depending upon the 
size, and arc placed just back of the locking 
mcciiaiiisni of the safe doors.

THE BIG GAME SEASON IN BRITISH 
COLUMBIA 

HE late and inclcmeut spring of 1908 
had, without doubt, much to do with 
the deficient horn growth of so many 
of the trophies obtained tliis autumn 
in British Colnmiiia. May was far 
advanced before the snow finally left 
the feeding grounds of the deer; even as late 
as June in Northern British Columbia we saw 
white goats in numbers feeding within 50 ft. 
of tide water, an unheard of proceeding-. Ex- 
ceptions there were, of course, to the long- list 
of mediocrities obtained by European sports- 
men, notably a niag-nificent 60 in. moose killed 
b}'- Count Karl Hoyos in the Cassiar moun- 
tains, and another of 64 in. shot by Obcr- 
lander in the same locality; but both these 
fine heads were dwarfed by a marvelous 70 in. 
moose from the Yukon, shot by Mr. Thomp- 
son. This grand trophy was exhibited in Vic- 
toria for some days, wiierc it excited universal 
admiration, owinjif to the unique cluster of 
brow points on either horn, each point not less 
than 5 in. in diameter, and ;n even flozen of 
them all told. The palmation of this head 
left nothing to be desired, and it is doubtful it 
a finer specimen of a North American moose 
has ever been obtained in recent years. 

Moose have been very numerous in the 
Cassiar mountains this season, but in the ma- 
jority of instances the heads liave been disap- 
pointing, caused, ^vithout doubt, by the late 
spring and the indifferent growth of pasturape. 
Messrs. Bailey, Stern, and Powell, whose niain 
camp was established in the vicinity of Teslin 
Lake, in Cassiar, saw as many as eight bull 
moose in a day, and not one of them a shoot- 
able beast. Their bag included four sheep, 
half a dozen caribou, and one moose. These 
sportsmen used admirable discretion ii-i the se- 
lection of their heads, very different from the 
actions of certain so-called sportsmen of a 
nationality that shall be nameless, who exact- 
ed the full toll of heads allowed them by their 
licences, regardless of size, beam, spread, or 
any other condition whatsoever, 

. Mr. Bailey had one wide caribou head of 
perfect symmetry with forty-seven points. Mr. 
J. G. Millais, whose health gave way complete- 
ly, owing to the inclemency of the weather 
during the stalking season, obtained one fine 
caribou and two moose before he was compell- 
ed to beat a retreat for civilization. His cari- 
bou was a fifty-four pointer, and, though not 
a big head in the ordinary sense of the word, 
will be a notable addition to his remarkable 
collection of fine heads from the Newfound- 
land barrens. Count Ernest Hoyos hunted up 
the head waters of the MacMillan river, enter- 
ing th^ country from White Horse, half-way 
up the Skagway-Dawson trail. His bag in- 
cluded three fine moose, five caribou, three 
sheep, and two grizzly bears, one of the latter 
a monster. 

Only the expense of a trip into Cassiar pre- 
vents that isolated region from being inundat- 
ed with ^portsnicn, and the game seriously re- 
duced in numbers in a very short space of 
tiine; but as conditions exist at present Cas- 
siar seems likely to be one of the few remain- 
ing sanctuaries for North American big game 
for many years to come. Moose are increasing 
annually, caribou are plentiful, and sheep very 
numerous. The sheep of Cassiar is of the type 
known to science as Ovis stonei, forming the 
central connecting link between Ovis dallei, 
the white sheep of Cook's Inlet, Alaska, and 
the true Rocky Mountain bighorn of Southern 
British Columbia and the Kootenays. Even 
though the four distinct types are now gen- 
erally recognized as belonging to one and the 
same species, it would be diffic;dt to find two 
specimens of more divergent characteristics 
than a I4in. sheep obtained this season by Mr. 
Fleischman in Cassiar and one of lyyiin. ob- 
tained by Mr. Bryan Williams in the moun- 
tains of South-Eastern Kootenay. Mr. Fleisch- 
man's handsome trophy has a wide, open 
spread of 44 in., totally . unlike the masttive, 
close-in curl of Mr. Williams's fine head, less 
than 30 in., at its widest, points. Mr. AVil- 
lianis's specimen is the third in size ever ob- 
tained in North America, and in the band that 
contained this fine ram was another even 
larger, that was feeding out of sight when tht 
shot was fired. There were a dozen rams all 
told in the band, and a i.s^in. head that fell 
to Mr. Williams's second shot would have 
recompensed most men for the hardships of a 
trip in the Kootenays. 

The best bag of bears this season was un- 
doubtedly that of Messrs. T'jurton, Wrigley, 
and Pooleji who obtained thirteen black and 
two grizzlies up one of the northern inlets. 
Their htmt took place soon after the si-iow dis- 
appeared, when the skins were in perfect con- 
dition, and certainly the pelts obtained on this 
trip were generally admitted to be the best 
brought down during recent years. During 
five weeks' hunting no fewer than fifty .differ- 
ent hears were seen in a country less than a 
hundred miles south of Prince Rupert. 

Regarding the wapiti of Vancouver Island 
there is no great success to be recorded. Sir 
John Rogers, with four packers to carry his 
otitfit, raided the northern end of \''ancouver 
Island with but poor success, the solitary head 
obtained by him being that of a second-rate 
ten-pointer. Sir John's experiences among the 
tangled underbrush and dense thickets of the 
island, combined with weather of the worst 
description, would deter anyone but the most 
ardent from a chase of the Vancouver -wapiti. 

Sir John was succeeded by Messrs. Sage 
and Doering, who packed into the interior 
from Quatsino Sound on the west coast. They 
traveled with their packs acro^ss to the east 
coast and rettirned . to civilization down the 
Nimpkish River? TKey reported having seen 
many wapiti, including one remarkald}^ fine 
stag that out-manoeuvred them among the 
trees, forcing them to resti content . with just 



an average ten-pointer. The deer they saw 
-were generally ridiculously tame, and quite 
unaware of the destructiveness of an ordinary 
rifle. The stag they obtained was shot as he 
lay, surrounded by a "dozen big hinds, who 
paid not the slightest attention to the death of 
their lord and master, but contentedly con- 
tinued to browse in the vicinity, while the 
hunters made short work with their skinning 
knives. Hunting wapiti on Vancouver Island 
is, however, heart-breaking work, timber 
crawling pure and simple, and lacking in every 
detail the essentials of an honest stalk. It is 
also impossible lo ascertain whether the track 
one is pursuing is that of a warrantable stag 
or the footprint of some miserable brocket. 
Probably the largest grizzly bear of the season 
was killed by Mr. O'Reilly up the Kcmano 
Valley, a monster 9 ft. 6 in. in length, but with ' 
only a second-class hide. 

lllacktail deer, the common deer of the 
Pritish Ci^lumbian seaboard, Vancouver 
Island, and the mountains of the mainland as 
far north as the Skecna and Kaas rivers, have 
been unusually plentiful this season. 1 have 
])ersonally examined nearly 300 of these deer 
since the opening of the season, the majority 



Eleven examples of Ursus kcrmodei arc 
now known to science, of which no less than 
six are to,;be seen in the Provincial Govern- 
ment collection at Victoria. They differ in no 
way structurally from their near relative, 
Ursus americanus, and it is only their diminu- 
tive size and distinct coloring that renders 
them of such absorbing interest, ilere figures 
convey but a poor idea of an animal's actual 
size, but the Gribbell Island bears are very 
little larger than an ordinary Southdown 
sheep. They are snow white all over, save for 
nose and claws, n-ierging into a yellow-creamy 
slain along the hack and shoulders. It is the 
exception, however, to find one of them with 
a coat otherwise than dirt}', a condition hardly 
to be wondered at when one realises the dense, 
forbidding nature of the trees and under- 
growth on th6 island that forms their home, 
'fhe specimens in the Victoria Museum consist 
o-f three adults and three cubs. New York 
possesses iwo adidts, and three specimens are 
in pri\-atc hands, one of the latter, a magnifi- 
cent ex;implc, having been converted by its 
incorrigible owner into a Itearlbrng! 

Gribbell Island, the home of these bears, 
forms one of the vast archipelago that stud the

having been shipped from up-coast points to 
the Vancouver market. The provident game 

laws prohibit the sale of does; hence a good 
opportunity was afforded to examine in the 
flesh the heads of a vast ])roportion of bucks. 
The blacktail certainly exhibits a curiously di- 
vergent type of horn growth. Stags of lost, 
and list., clean, were found with ten points on 
their horns no. longer or larger than the fingers 
of an outstretched hand, wJiile smaller deer 
had developed heads of far finer proportions 
than the fat, heavy beasts above referred to. 
Either the blacktail is deteriorating from in- 
breeding, or the lack of horn-producing food 
has beeii far greater this season than we had 
previously imagined. The greatest number of 
points on any of these 300 bucks did not exceed 
twelve. 

With regard to the white goat (Haplourus 
montana), .sportsmen need be under no appre- 
hension as to the diminution of these animals, 
for froni one end of liritish Cohnubia to the 
other there is scared}- ri single range of niotm- 
tains suitable to their tastes where tb.c}'- are 
not plentiful and increasing in numbers. 

But of all the big gaiTie animals of British 
Columbia there are none that have aroused so 
much itttcrost as the rpiaii-it little white bears 
of Gribbell Island, exciting a world of contro- 
versy far beyond the confines of the Pacific 
Slope, and out of all proportion to their insig- 
nificant hides. Opinion seems to be about 
equally divided between those who persist ,iii 
asserting that Ursus kermodei, as the speci- 
mens are figured in the Provincial Museum at 
Victoria, British Columbia, is nothing more 
or less than the albino of the common black 
bear, and those who would recognize it as a 
new and interesting species. During the pre- 
sent summer supporters of the latter theory 
have been encouraged by the arrival of three 
additional specimens from the recesses of 
Gribbell Island, a fact tliat has caused 4ome 
dpubt to be thrown on svtch an extraordinary 
pi'reponderalnce ■ot".albinos ,on.' this particular 
inland, ' ' ' 



Western American seaboard all the way from 
land-locked Puget Sound to the glaciers and 
inlets of Alaska. Geographically, Gribbell 
Island lies some 500 miles north of Vancouver 
and half a day's steaming to the southward of 
the Skeena River. The island is mountainous, 
densely tree-clothed, and scored by innumer- 
able ravines choked with everlasting under- 
growth and dead falls. The high interior pla- 
teau can only be reached by two steep valleys 
on the western side, or by a chain of three 
small lakes, unmarked on any maps, the over- 
flow from which forms a scries of cascades 
into the sea on tlic eastern side. It w-as in the 
vicinity of these lakes that certain Indians of 
our acquaintance spied two white bern-s and 
one common black bear feeding close to each 
other on a bare snow slide. The -wind was 
all wrong for a stalk, so they lay and watched 
the animals. For a time they fed quietly, un- 
til at last the black bear, nearly twice the size 
of his small companions, ran down to where 
they were feeding and drove them off the 
slide. Cunningly they reappeared from the 
brush at a point well above where the black 
bear had resumed his meal, but again he no- 
ticed them, dashed up to them, and drove them 
helter-skelter uphill. Three times was this 
bullying repeated, and then the little white 
fellows retired to other fields and pastures 
new, where it is to be hoped "they finished 
their suppers without further molestation. This 
occurrence happened quite recently. On their 
way oiit to the coast our men came across yet 
another white bear, scrand)ling up the same 
gully, down which they were making tiieir 
av,d<ward descent over innumerable dead falls. 
Encumbered as they were -with their heavy 
packs, the shot they obtained was of the fluk- 
lest description, and they regretfully saw the 
bear make his way unharmed into dense under- 
growth, where further pursuit was useless. 

Though their three weeks' hunt proved 
,'fruitless, it is gratifying- to know that there 



are still examples of this quaint little bear 
roaming through the thickets and forests of 
Gribbell Island.— J. H. Wrigley, in the Field.

PUNT GUNNING IN ENGLAND 

Punt gunning is no work for the armchair 
sportsman ; betw een game shooting and wild- 
fowling on the -water there is a vast hiatus. 
Wliile the former exacts nothing beyond 
steady walking in the way of endurance, and 
allows movement enough to keep one's blood 
warm in any weather, the latter demands 
from its followers not only hard, rough work, 
and the very considerable strain of lying 
cran-iped up in the punt, but at the same time 
withholds for long spells the warmth-giving 
exercise which woukl i-ciuler not unpleasant 
the bitter cold that brings the wildfowler the 
cream of his sport. Nothing will more quickly 
find out a man's weak points than punt gun- 
ning — and, if weak points there be, he is a 
wise man who, however, reluctantly, abandons 
once and for all this very sport of sports in 
fa\-or ot shooting which necessitates neither 
the straii-i nor the exposure. One might say, 
too, that tliere is a fiu-tlier great distinction be- 
tween the two forms of shooting in that, while 
the game shooter when he goes out knows thrt 
his birds will be there ancl that he will come, 
or the birds will be brought, within shot, the 
^vildfo\vler has first to find the whereabouts 
of his birds and then to fight all the chances 
which conspire against bis efforts to gain a 
range at which a shot mav be niadc. 

The fascination which punt guiming exer- 
cises over its votaries must often be a matter 
for wonder on the part of those who know 
what the wildfowler has to endure and also 
the uncertainty -wdiich attends his undertak- 
ings. It mainly arises fron-i the battle of wits 
and caution ever going on between the fowler 
on the one side and the fowl on the other. And 
how often the fowler finds himself on the los- 
ing side ! He may set up to brent or widgeon 
a dozen times in the da}^ and never once suc- 
ceed in bringing himself near enough for a 
shot. Sir Ralph Payne-Gallwey wrote in one 
of his well-known books: 

"To stalk in a punt a number of fowl, 
whether geese or duck, on broad, shelterless 
waters will often require the manoeuvring of 
a general, the patience, silence, and cunning of 
an experienced deer-stalker, and the hardihood 
and pluck of a lifeboat crew, together with the 
cool, watchful eye of its coxswain. The 
chances are always, save on the rarest occa- 
sions, in favor of the birds and against the 
shooter We have known men accus- 
tomed to tiger-shooting, to elephant-slaying, 
to stalking of every sort and kind, to salmon- 
fishing, and to all the sports and most of tlie 
excitements of the world, admit that during 
the few minutes previous to drawing in shot 
of a vast assembly of wild-fowl, with a big 
swivel-gtm cocked and ready before them as 
they lay prone in the punt, their hearts seemed 
to beat louder than ever they did before. At 
such a moment an intense anxiety takes pos- 
session of the merest novice lest th-e birds 
should fly off before he can obtain a shot. 
.... Perhaps he gets within shot, aims true, 
and then picks up his score or two of beauti- 
fully plumaged birds; but it must be observed 
that this is no easy matter except under the 
most favorable conditions of wind and tide. . . 

. A sportsman once touched with the fever 
of wild-fowl shooting afloat, or who has once 
felt the charm of success in this fascinating 
and scientific sport, will never give it up so 
long as his strength will stand the exposure it 
is necessary to undergo." 

The gun punt, if double-handed — that is, if 
built to carry a puntsman as well as the 
gunner — measures' some 22 ft. in lengfth and 
some 3 ft. 6 in. amidships, and supports 2 gun 
up to 170 lb. or so in weight. Smaller double- 
handed punts carrying a lighter gun are often 
used, however. The single-handed punt, in 
which all the work is done by the gunner, and 
a gun up to no lb. or so is carried, averages 
18 ft. in length and 3 ft, amidships. On the 
more sheltered waters fowlers very frequently 
use a punt of a length of but little, if anything, 
over 17 ft. and a width amidships of no more 
than 2 ft. 10 in. A punt of this class will carry 
a gun up to 70 lb. weight. It makes a very 
fast craft, often an immense advantage in 
these days of con-ipctition, when so many pairs 
of eyes .are watching for the fo\vi. 

When setting up io fowl in deep water a 
double-handed punt is piopellcd by the punts- 
rnan by means of an oar sculled in a rowing- 
spur aft, and in shallows by the setting pole, a 
short pole used to push against the bottom. In 
a single-handed punt paddles take the place of 
the oar. The gunner lies flat in the punt and 
propels himself by means of a short paddle 
held in either hand, his arms stretched through 
openings in the coaming and over the side 
decks. The paddles, feathered for the forward 
movement, arc kept quite under the water. 
In shallows the}/ are pushed against the bot- 
toni. They are fastened by cords to the gun- 
wale. When the gunner calculates that he is 
within extreme range of the fowl, he drops the 
left-hand paddle and uses the free hand to the 
gun, while with the remaining paddle he en- 
deavors to steal yet nearer. 

The punt gun, according to the size of the 
punt and the waters on which it is used, may 
be anything between a 50 lb. gun, 5 ft. in the 
barrel and firing 4 oz. or 5 oz. of shot, and one 
fron-i 9 ft. to ro ft. in length, weighing upwards 
of 200 lb. and firing 2^ lb. of shot with safety. 
The guns most, often used on our coasts are 
the 1% itt. bore ahd the 1% inch bore, firing 
charges of about ij^lh. and ilb. respectively. 
The punt gun lies in a crutch, the shank of 
which turns in a socket in the gun-beam, this 
allowing free horizontal movement. Its recoil 
is taken up by the punt through what is 



known as the breeching rope, a rope passing 
through a hole in the stem of the punt and its 
looped ends fitting over the trunnions of the 
gun. The required elevation is governed by a 
gun rest, which can ' be silently pushed for- 
wards or drawn backw;ards, according to the 
angle required. A punt gun properly balanced 
in its crutch can be instantly tilted and guided 
by one hand when a shot has to be taken at 
fowl off the water. 

Let us take a glance at the puiit-gunner 
when a hard-won success is in store 'for him. 
For the past hour or two he has been waiting 
on a company of widgeon; but hitherto, for 
one or more of the various reasons which, 
when he considers himself safe from interfer- 
ence, weigh with the experienced wildfowler in 
deciding upon the right mon-ient to set up to 
fowl, he has not seen fit to act. Now, at last, 
everything appears in his favor. h'rom a 
point full half a mile away he begins his- 
stealthy approach towards the birds. His 
limbs are stiff from the long wait, his hands 
feel frozen as he grasps the paddles which 
guide him forward. Excitement is already- 
strong u|)on him, for he knows that the 
chances against a satisfactory shot arc rpiite 
ten to one. i\ow he is not a hundred and fifty 
yards away, livery mon-ieut he expect;; his 
hoj^es to be dashed lo the ground. His heart 
beating quickly, he has at last worked the punt 
within a hundred yards — to a novice the birds 
might seem not much more than 50 yards 
away, so difficult is it without experience to 
judge distance on the water when one's eyes 
are but just peering along the surface from a 
low-lying punt. A shot of a kind is certain- 
now, for, considering the wildncss of the fowd, 
the gunner feels that he will be justified in fir-' 
ing at the loo-yards range should no nearer 
approach be possible. Oiie hand is already at 
the gun. Paddling with the other hand, the 
gunner is still reducing the distance. Every' 
yard gained means a difference in the probable, 
results of the shot. Now he is but 90 yards, 
away, now 80, now 70, now no more than 60,; 
and yet not a widgeon has become aware of 
his presence. Sixty yards ! the ideal range. 
He has "got there" with a vengeance this time. 
For a moment he pauses, trigger string in 
hand. Instinct, or something very much like 
it, born of experience in failure and success, 
tells him the chances of his shot will be bet- 
ter off the water than on it. Gently he taps 
with his toe on the floor of the punt. As 
though animated by one mind, the wddgcon 
spring from the water — and almost at the same 
instant the big gun booms fo,rth and thei. 
spreading charge cuts a lane through the 
thickest of the birds. The gunner is sitting in 
his punt now, stretching his cramped limbs 
and rubbing his frozen hands together. For a 
brief time he keeps his eye on the speeding 
fowl, but not a bird drops away from their 
ranks. A 6o-yards shot is 4 clean shot. One 
weak cripple is secured by the 12-bore, Then 
the gunner gathers and counts his birds, over 
a score of them, it may be, and is more than 
ever rooted in the conviction that there is no 
such strenuous and exciting sport as wild- 
fowling. — The Times.

DUCK SHOOTING IN SIND 

The method of driving ducks over the 
shooters, as practised in the Sind jheels, cer- 
tainly gives some exciting sport. The num- 
ber of species seen, and their different modes 
of flight, prevents shooting from becoming 
monotonous. Not the least interesting part of 
the day is when, the shooting over, one goes 
through the collection of eight or ten kinds of 
ducks and teal, picking out for careful exam- 
ination the rarer ones. As will have been ob-. 
served, the comrnon wild duck, or mallard, is 
numerous in Sind, while in many other parts 
of India is is comparatively rare. 

Perfect knowledge of the huge jheels near 
wdiich they spend their lives has made the 
Shadipally coolies extremely expert in getting 
the birds over the guns. Neither B. nor I 
went to Shadipally with a view of making a 
big bag. We began our shooting late and left 
off early, and altogether took things' very . 
easily. We left perfectly satisfied with our 
sport, and got as many birds as we could dis- 
pose of. We felt it would have been selfish 
to shoot more. One unfortunate feature abotit 
the shooting is the number of lost birds. Ai: 
least 20 per cent of the ducks shot are never 
gathered. Some are no doubt hidden by the '. 
coolies for their own use, but quite apart from 
that, the high thick reeds prevent many 
cripples and a fair proportion of ciead birds 
from ever being recovered. The last day I 
lost two mallards, wdiich fell apparently stone 
dead in rushes a foot or eighteen inches high. 
I believe one's bag would be increased and the 
number of lost birds reduced by using a 12- : 
bore, chambered for the long shell. 

Only twelve sportsmen, of whom five were 
Englishmen, visited Cassiar this year, and 
their sport was much curtailed by the bad 
weather which prevailed throughout the month 
of September. Messrs. F. Stern, D. Powell, 
and F. Bailey got moose sheep (Ovis stonei), 
and caribou (one caribou head secured by Mr. - 
Stern being a very massive one.. Mr. Max 
Fleischmann obtained a record head (44in.) of 
Ovis stonei, and Mr. Butler had three perfect 
sheep heads, whilst Lieut. Dalglcish also had 
good sport with these animals at the head of 
Dease Lake. Mr. J. G. Millais, who came out 
on Sept. 29, secured two fine nioose, two cari- 
bou — one an e>^ceptionally fine head of fifty- 
three points — a large black b.ear, ;atid a ^ft, 
grizzly bear, tfie latter obtained on the Stickine 
river. Three feet of snow was experienced by 
hunters on the high ground on Sept. 25, whicq 
made hunting, except for moose, impossibje.

Their antics ari> mure like thi^ 
gambols of a hell-cat's l^ilten than linished and 
completed works of art. Such jiersons are disagreo- 
jibli- enougli iif a Irutli; but they have Tint learned the 
Art of Being I lisagrn-ablc. 

It is the third class, and tho thiril class only, who 
have really ma-stered this tine urt; and In addition 
to being artists they are frequently gentlefolk and 
Christiana. As a rule they arc kindly and courteous 
and urbane; they are adepts in the game of society, 
and have studied all It's rules. They know that the 
ways 'of pleasantness 'are the usual — as a rule the 
only permissible — iiaths open to the public In the 
garden of life, and that any other by-ways are, at 
hCAt, but emergency exits. 

Hut lliey have also li arni>d that organized dis- 
agreoableness is occasion. illy as necessary aa physic, 
or capital iiuiiishment; though they would as soon 
think of bi'Ing iiromiscuously and gratuitously un- 
pleasant as tlie>- would iliink uf lllling their rlessert 
docanters with nux-veniica aiul (luinine, i,r nf jiro- 
vidlng a gallows as an enterlaimnent for a garden 
party. But now and ;igaiii, in people who idther need 
it a^ a punishment for offence-^ past or as a previ'U- 
tativo against thnse to coine, these persons ai-e vid- 
untarlly ami artistically disagreeable. Tluy are imt 
rude — rudeness is m-viv allowalile in ;\ny clrruin- 
stance whatever — they do not apply friction to sore 
and sensitive spots, there is never an occasion uiien 
cruelty is Ju.-itlliabli'. hut according to their own 
gifts and acoompllshinonls, ami strictly In accord- 
ance with the rules of the game, thoy deliberately 
make themselves clisagreGabU'. There is no crude 
carelessness about their performance; they know ex- 
actly what is permissible nnd what is not, and thoy 
never venture out of bounds; but In the well- 
deserved .snub, tho Jusliliublo repartee, the neatly- 
veiled repninf. they are adepts and pn.st masters. 
'I'liey know when tn utter lilt' unpalatable truth,

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iiiily clever. I'erliap

and tactless thing with thi> ulnios; suavity and po- 
liteness. It Is a prick with tlio eye of the noedle In- 
Ktead of with the point, and that Is tho most painful 
and slow-to-heal kind of prick. And who are tho 
people to whom we have the right to make ourselves 
disagreeable after we have acquired thtt art of ho do- 
ing? We must only deal with deserving ca.ses; the 
fact that we happen i>crsonally to dislike anybody 
without a legitlmato reason Is no excuse whatever 
for the oxeirclsc of this dangerous If sometimes ne- 
cesHury art. 

We must only punish those who distinctly merit 
punishment; wo must only reprove those who ob- 
viously need rerorniHllon. I5iit Um- liuniptlous, the 
111-tempored, the ill-bred, tlu; siilteful, the vulgar, the 
blasphcnions, the Impertinent and the iintrntliXul are 
our fair prey. Wi? havii tin; right to make oursr-lves 
dlBagreeable to thein. in fact we have no right lo 
make ourselves anything else. Tn be pleasant to 
.such offenilers cnndnnes, In a measure, their offences. 
It Is iiur positlse duiy tn .study the .Vrt of llclng l)is- 
.agreeable in eriler in ib al Willi such ijersons as these. 
They are public iiuisaiices which inust be publicly 
allackcd. and piiiilicly put ihuvii; we are sinning 
against the cnmnmn weal as long as we .allow the'iii 
to continue their periilelniis course unmolested. And 
it Is only In this social w,i>- that they can be dc'alt 
with. A public eiluca 1 loll, mill not a private one in 
the sole form if liislruci Ion they can rocelve, because 
Ill-tempered and offensive people are, for obvious 
rca SOILS uKvays allowed to have their own way is 
their own homos. Therefore it Is our duty as citizens 
to punish them publicly, and to use tho privileges of 
mure acquaintanceship to shout upon tho housetops 
things which tho lips of friendship or Ulnshlp dare 
not utter In the sanctity of the home. 

li'or It must ever bo borne in mind that the Art of 
Being pisagrcoablo U a hiercly social art and never a 



domestic one. Wq have no right In any clrdum- 
stancos or under any provocation to exercise It to- 
wards those who are bound to us by tho tie of kin- 
ship or by a stlU closer tie. In this matter there la 
a prohibitory Table of Affinity which can never be 
evaded or gainsaid. 

To say unpleasant things to a parent,' clilld 
brother or sister, husband or wife is no exercise of 
tho line Art of Being Disagreeable, but la either a 
breach of the Fifth Commandment or else a break- 
age of the Marriage Law . 

1 feel that I have .said enough on tills subject; It 
is one retiulring much thought and delicacy. Wo 
must above all else be kind and courteous, never vul- 
gar or abusive, or cnmnion In any way, but wo 
should on occusioii be disagreeable In the best sense 
of the word, we sliould study the .\rl of Being Dis- 
agreeable so that We may never belong to the lirsl 
and aecoiul class of disagreeable in lugs but we 
should give a snub where it is iieetled, a reprnnf 
where it is necessary, speak our minds out on cer- 
tain subjects, "hold our tongues" upon others even 
though our opinion Is much desired and it is deemed 
disagreeable" to say nothing.

Thoy can then bo served 
on various kinds of toast, as you would .serve a 
poached ogg, or they can bo used as a garnl.sh for 
inliice, .splnnach, etc. Thoy require a little knack 
just at llrst, but practice will -soon make thia very 
useful form of rechauffe quite a quick and easy pro- 
cess. It Is a most excellent way of using up eggs 
left over from breakfast very often rather a dllllculty 
to the housekeeper.

Schoolroom Etiquette 

There Is no doubt that tlio young girl of tho 
pr.'seiu day, frum the inuiiient almost that She can 
tuilille is hrniiglit lorv.-anl and taken in jiartleB to 
an extent that uur gr;iiidniothei-s would have con- 
sidered perfectly shocking. A parly or two at Christ- 
mas, and a few little frh-nds occasionally to lea as 
a great treat, with perhaps a visit lo the iianloniinie 
as a tremendoiis excitement once a year, made up in 
those da.\s llu! sum ot the average child's dissipa- 
tion. Moreover, children's iiartie.s with very fi;w oy- 
ceptions were not llien what Ihey are now. Tllen 
lliey began early in tii(.- afternoon, liiiislied at six or 
seven, and were In every respect different from the 
elaborate entertainments which now 1111 all tho after- 
noons of the Christmas hoUdaya, sometimes lasting 
till nine and ten o'clock, with suppers composed of 
mayonnaises, and chaud frolds apd every posslblo 
delicacy most unsuitable to children, oven cham- 
pagne being not unknown; the children themselves 
so ri'splendent In Batins and laces that hardly any 
childish game could be played, even If it would bii 
aiipreciated by those blasi^a little men and ^yomon of 
till- world. JIan.v mothers, however, are beginning 
lo realize that too many parlies are a mistake, nnd, 
are lln; undoubted cause of Toniiiiy's lU-teniper .'ind 
.Mary's fracllousiiess. Not that it Is wi.so to go lo 
Hie other eXtreiiK- and allow the childre-n lo run wild. 
So that when llii-y are with ditlicully brought into 
Hie drawing room to see their mother's friends they 
are either sO Shy that no one can get a word out of 
them, or else they are rude and rough In their be- 
havior. 

Pretty manners do not. unfortunately, <Mime na- 
turally lo the average child, and parents iiiiil nurses 
cannot begin too early tu teach the children under 
their control how lo conn- into a room, how to sliake 
ha^ids, how lo alt, und in fact, how to behave geiu-r- 
all.v. Of course no nurse or mother .should allow 
rude or ungentle behavior at any time, but pretty 
little ways In society are engaging In thomselves, 
and serve to make children early realize the supreme 
Importance of nice manners. Children, too, should 
be taught when to speak, and when to be silent; that 
golden rule, "children should bo seen and nof 
heard" is only too often forgotten in those days when 
children are encouraged to talk and "say funny 
things" for the admiration of thcdr misguided par- 
ents and their fricnids, the latter being too often 
either bored or IndilTeroiit. 

When girls aro beginning to grow up, It is not 
adi'isahle to allow llii-ni too much liberty. and u 
maid, ov governess should go out with them when 
iinssible. If they live in the country ;ind go to hockey 
iiiatehes and take jiart In oul-door iiursulls where 
a chaiieron would lie nut <if jilace, their mothers 
sliuiili! lind out how the.\- go and return, and as far 
as possible tliruw them with nici; girls. .A clever 
inolli(-r can exercise a great deal of suiiervislon over 
her girls wltlioul letting them know It <ir arousing in 
them any feeling <jf antagonism to restraint or desire 
fur greater liberty. Girls, of course, have far greater 
liberty now than they had fifteen or twenty >iars 
ago, but there are certain rules of conduct and cdii- 
ciillon which apply Just us much lo a v/ell-brought- 
up girl who is a lady now as they did then. 
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covered with water and paiboih-d for five minutes, 
then the water Is poured off.

.Iiist as snnic iirofessluiial singers with magnifi- 
cent N-oices never learn tu sing in perl'ecl tune, so do 
the trainers of really fine swimmera often find it im- 
possible that nun with every quality for racing oth- 
erwise can bo nuido or taught lo .swim even in an 
approximately straight line. Many a siileiidld swim- 
mer Is beaten on this account, for hla Invcteralu 
habit of getting off his .course naturally gives him a 
roundabout Journey. But the remarkable fuct.^ro- 
nialns that blind swlmmorB — of whom'ithis'ro'tar^' ■ In 
this country a considerable number . in ' connection 
with various Instltijtloris for persons so afflicted— 
nnlver.sally and without exception swlm with mar- 
vidhnis direi tncss; Indeed, In aa perfectly straight a 
line aa Is liumaiily^ iiosHlhlo, even when the dlstunco 
covered Is very co'iialdemble. So iniicli Is thn' 
case that Jjr. Campbell, of the College for llio Blind 
at Upper A'orwood, who iiartlciilarlv Interesta him- 
self In the physical education of the hllml and has 
noticed this curious fact, recomnii-nd.s that awlin-.' 
iiier.s wlio peraisteiitly foul each other on anv cuiir:-io 
should |H-;ictlse experimentally when blindfolded. 
Blind Hwdminers can, it appears, on hearing a noiso 
In any given direction not only swim ab.solutol.v 
straight to tho point whence the noise prncoods, but 
when left to themselves their steering is Just as ac- 
curate. ' 
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N trying to arrive at a solution of 
this subject let me quote as a text 
tlie words of some well-known au- 
thorities. 

Carlylc says, "The true university 
is a collection of books," and points 
out (dogmatically, of course) _ how 
much more vitality tl^ere is in the 
learning which a scholar acquires 
by his own explorations, than that which is 
imported into his mind from a course of study 
planned by someone else. Charles Lamb's 
idea of satisfactory education was that one 
should be "early tumbled into a spacious 
closet of good old-fashioned English reading." 

Ruskin says: "Turn the girl loose in the 
library, and let her alone. She will find what 
is good for her, you cannot. I^et her loose in 
the librar}-, ] say, as you do a fawn in the 
ficUl. Jt knows the bad wecils twenty times 
belter than you : mid the good ones, too, and 
will cat some bitter and i)rickly ones, good for 
it, which you had not the slightest thought 
would have been so." 

These three in their estimate of the value 
of a library as a factor in education lay espe- 
cial stress upon the element of freedom, free- 
dom of access, untrammelled by the slightest 
unnecessary restriction. 

It i.^ possible lor an experienced student to 
nuike sonic u.-c of a library which is regarded 
as a kind of slorehousc, from which at stated 
intervals, books, called for by name, may be 
handed out through a wicket. But everyone 
accustomed to work much with books, knows 
that limitations of this kind are most hamper- 
ing and irritating. One needs to look over 
what material is present on the subject, to 
glance over a good many volumes, and per- 
haps find the very thing required in a book 
whose catalogued title promised nothing. In 
the case of young readers the "open shelf sj'S- 
tem" is by far more necessary. The advanced 
student to some extent knows what he is seek- 
ing. The youth, or the desultory reader, does 
not know what he wants, and is often not 
aware that he wants anything, and therefore, 
"Irish'' as it may sound, he should be given 
every opportunity to find out. 

In selecting a book from the titles only, 
one gets all the chances of a lottery with ex- 
tremely little of its fascination. As the blanks 
are apt to far outnumber the prizes (for what 
is the use of a good book if it is not good to 
you?) the process is apt to prove discouraging, 
as it Avas for a little girl who asked for 
"Evelyn's Diary" and ■ was seriously disap- 
pointed. There was considerable latitude, 
however, in the wishes of the young lady who 
asked first for "The Gates Ajar," and finding 
that it was not in, said, "O well, give me 'The 
Sorrows of Satan,' " 

If one can look over the bookshelves peace- 
fully, and at leisure, there are few who cannot 
find something that will interest them, and in 
a good librar}' anything that really interests 
will lead to profit. 

Some may object at once that if people arc 
allowed to wander 'aiiiong the shelves of a 
public librar}', many books will disajjpear. 
'The plan is used in most large city libraries 
with increasing satisfaction. From experience 
J can say that our High School students, about 
1400 in number, arc allowed to consult the 
books all day long at the cases or the adjacent 
tables, and take tlicni home o\-cr night, but last 
year only four books had to be consigned to 
the "Lost, strayed, or stolen" class. The same 
j)lan is followed in the Seattle Public Library. 
300,000 jjeoplc can have as free access as they 
choose to the books in the reading rooms be- 
tween 9 a.m. and 10 p.m. 

The objection may be raised that on the 
shelves of a public library there may be a fair 
number of books desirable or helpful for adult 
readers, but unsuitable for young people. In 
many cases they are perfectly safe to remain 
there, hut even that objection may be removed 
by having a special children's room, which 
contains iiy no means onl}' ju\'cnile fiction, but 
the best of standard authors and histories, and 
those books of reference in Science, Mythology. 
Art, Literature, which are most simply and 
clearly written, so as to be at once interesting 
and in line with school studies. 

No one wlio has not observed the working 
of such a Children's Room can imagine the 
immense ])leasurc and profit the boys and girls 
get from it. There arc usually jiicture books 
for the very little folks, so that anyone who 
has to "mind the children" for a Saturday 
task, can bring them along with Her. Maga- 
zines, such as St. Nicholas, Youth's Com- 
panion, and t,ittlo Folks are plentifully sup- 
plied. Examples of the best work in maps, 
drawings, color-work and writing from the 
.schools are regularly exhibited. 

Rain}' afternoons and evenings the place is 
tlironged with children, orderly and quiet, be- 
cause if anyone causes a disturbance he is 
gently warned that he had better go. 

Many of the children's libraries have in- 
stituted a "Story Hour"— that is, an appointed 
time after .school, or on Saturday when the 
librarian will tell a story to as many children 
as like to come and hear it. Whether it suits 
Ihc children or not, is proved by the fact that 
the room is usually packed. If the librarian 
has the story-teller's knack, there is the chance> 
with the romance of all the world within reach 
of eye arid finger, to stipersede the "Elsie 
.^Books'' and make ihc dime novel appear 
r.cheap, without ever mentioning either. 

A man who has had a good deal of experi- 
ence in library work, said the other day, that in 
^his opinion the librarian of the Children's 
Room had a position of fe^uliar and important 



Influence. Less occupied with other duties 
than the parent, less hampered by restrictions 
than the teacher, she had a work of her own 
' for her little clients in helping each child find 
hi^ own tastes and develop his mdividual bent 
of thought. 

In putting the literary material of a library 
promptly at the service of the people, few 
things are more important, than thorough 
classification, preferably on the same lines as 
those employed in most large cities, so that the 
"way-faring man, though a fool" can tell with- 
out too much assistance, or too much loss of 
time, where to look for any needed informa- 
tion. No qne who has worke^ with card cata- 
logues, where the title of a new book can be 
instantly inserted in its proper place, and any 
book can be found directly by means of either 
its title, its author, or subject, can fail to be 
grateful for their im- 
mense helpfulness. 

Even with thjs there 
is plenty of need for 
trained librarians, or 
librarians who have 
begun to be in train- 
ing, for it is one es- 
pecial feature about 
this course that it 
never finishes, at least 
while alive and work- 
ing. There is always 
a new question with 
every new day, and 
usually several. What 
is this training? Apart 
from the technique of 
cataloguing, desk- 
work, shelving, charg- 
ing, reference, studies, 
magazine reports, it 
amounts principally to 
learning how to find, 
promptly and definite- 
ly, just what people 
tell you they want, 
and then learning how 
to find what they 
want when they don't 
exactly know it them- 
selves, something of 
Daniel's position of 
interpreter to Nebu- 
chadnezzar; and last, 
and very especially, 
learning when to let 
people alone. 

The Reference Room 
of a large city library 
is usually a gathering 
place for workers. 
Students, professors, 
doctors, lawyers, cler- 
g y m e n, lectiirers, 
come to compare au- 
thorities, and look up 
disputed points. The- 
atrical people come to 
study costumes, ar- 
chitecture and man- 
ners of other ages. 
Newspaper men keep 
the 'phones busy 
with demands for po- 
litical or historical re- 
ference and personal 
data about men in the 
public eye; wdiile as 
for teachers, well, 
next year the board 
will really have to 
supply hammocks, at 
least, for those who 
try t!0 stay all night ! 

R e p r e s cntatives 
from innumerable wo- 
rn e n's clubs come 
with every possible 
query that could be 
imagined, and more 
that could not. A 
well dressed woman 
came to me one day 
and asked me to find 
her the correct pro- 
nounciation of the 
name of Hugo's great 
novel. I found a 
French book in which 
was marked the pro- 
nonnciation of Les 
Miserables, but as she 
did not understand 
the accents, some ex- 
planation was requir- 
ed. Presently she 

said, "Why are there so many Le's and 
La's all over the page?" I said, "In 
French the word "the" is expressed 
by le before a masculine noun, and 
la before a feminine noun, and les before a 
plural." "Why, do tell. Is not that curious 
and inicrcsting? Would you mind tolling nie 
again?" So I chanted this exciting stalemcnt 
a second time, while she took out a notebook, 
airri carefully wrote it down, and probably 
compiled a paper on the "Peculiarities of the 
French Nation." 

Well, a library has always been regarded 
as a good place for scholarly folks, but is not 
IS a good place for ignorant folks, too? and 
was it not a wiser spirit in my interviewer to 
be interested in capturing her little crumb of 
information than for much more learned people 
to attain unto that bored and superior height 
which would despise her, and those like her? 



There is scarcely time to touch on the 
specialized departments of Music and Art, 
with which most -large libraries are equipped. 
Besides books on history of music, national 
music, and li^es of nmsicians, large collections 
of sheet and bound music, either vocal or in- 
strumental, are loaned in the same way as 
books, and with renewal may be kept for a 
month. The collection on Art and Architec- 
ture in the Seattle Public Library is quite 
largo, and owing to the numerous engravings 
and color studies, a source of great assistance 
and inspiration to those interested in such 
subjects. There is also a good loan collection 
of paintings, and from time to time exhibitions 
of various kinds are held for several days. One 
of the most interesting last summer was of 
Japanese color-prints. These were lent from 
private owners for the exhibition and were

many of them very old and extremely rare. 
Displays of architectural designs, of arts and 
crafts work, etc., also occur occur Troquciilly. 

Perhaps the most hopeful deiKirtmeut of 
library work in large cities has been the cstab- 
lisliineiit of branches. In each suburb, read- 
ing rooms arc ari'angcd, sonieliinos (3vor a 
store, in an office, in one case in an old church 
— wherever a room can be obtained. They arc 
open afternoons and evenings at least. Maga- 
zines, papers, books are supi)licd, and a bright, 
v/arm ])lace in which to read. Very many 
people, boys particularly, drop in during the 
evenings. Sonic of them learn a good deal, 
some of them jn-obably do not, but they are off 
the streets for that time at least. • 

It may be said that the girls and boys 
ought to be at home evenings. So they ought, 
lint if they live in a little crowded cottage 
they won't remain indoor any longer than to 



sleep and eat. And only those of us who have 
known ittititnately a number of public school 
classes, realize how very many children have 
in their own homes absolutely no place where 
they can read or study in peace, and almost 
nothing in the way of reading material to use 
if they had. 

One method l;y which the public library 
greatly aids the school is by its system of 
loans. yVny teaclter can select 20 books to be 
used in her class room for a month, and then 
exchange them for others. She can allow her 
pupils to take them home to read, or use them 
in school, as she prefers. It is scarcely neces- 
sary to [joint out what help can be found in 
some extra books on historical and geographi- 
cal subjects. 

Brightly written and well illustrated books 
of travel and biography will often louse more 
interest, and make a 
more effectual start- 
ing point for real 
learning, than a much 
longer study of one 
text-book alone. And 
the expectation of ten 
or fifteen minutes 
reading of the "Ara- 
bian Nights" or "Tom 
E r o w n's School 
Day s," will make 
many an idlei restless 
boy get his spelling 
learned, dnd his ex- 
amples worked, with 
more speed than 
would be inculcated 
by several half hours 
after school. 

The service that a 
specialized library can 
be in a High School 
is the point with 
which I am most fa- 
miliar, as it is daily 
impressed on me. We 
have good encyclope- 
dias — the Britannica, 
International, Warn- 
er's World's Best Lit- 
erature, Century, and 
the Nature Study lib- 
rary of IS large, very 
fully illustrated vol- 
umes of which the 
"Reptile Book" is an 
especial favorite. I 
have been unable to 
discover why snakes 
should appeal so es- 
pecially to boys, un- 
less just because girls 
don't like them. 

The rest of the 
books are classified 
under History — An- 
cient, Greek, Roman, 
Eurbpean, English, 
American, consisting 
of the best known 
authors in each de- 
partment. In Liter- 
ature, works of fam- 
ous poets, and some 
critical essays, good 
supply of mytholo- 
gies, and an entire 
shelf of ballad col- 
lections. The com- 
plete sets of MacMil- 
lan. Heath, Pinn, Lake 
pocket editions, give 
us our, as yet, small 
supply of fiction, and 
many complications 
arise for the librarian 
thereupon, as last 
week when eight 
small boys were try- 
ing to read "Treasure 
Island" at once. 

1 wonder if any one 
would guess the two 
most popular books, 
the "best lenders" 
among these young 
folks averaging from 
fourteen to nearly' 
twenty? They are 
"Andersen's Fairy 
Tales" and "Plu- 
tarch's Lives." 

The library alcoves 
are in the end of the 
study hall, which seats 
over four hundred. 
Any students are free to come to the shelves 
and look up references, to carry out the "as- 
signed readings" given to all the history and 
I'jiglish classes, or simply amuse themselves 
l.y "just looking." And in that "just looking 
around," there is often a most valuable ele- 
iiieiu of education — all the more so because 
it is so unconscious. The boy who "doesn't 
like books," and whose literary taste is limited 
to the funny page of the Sunday paper, often 
fir ds something that surprises him into read- 
ing a p,ood bit, when he only began to turn 
over llie pictures. One of our worst truantSj 
a big loose, dull looking Swede, suddenly set- 
tled (iown into being qn time for every study 
jjcriod, Vviu-n he found out tho library contain- 
ed somelliing about electricity. 

Tlic History classes use the library a great 
deal by means of the topical method of study. 
For instance, if the period were the cud of the 


























Roman Republic, different pupils would be as- 
signed subjects such as Caesar's Military Cam- 
paigns, Caesar as a Statesman, Early Life of 
Caesar; others would have Brutus, Cassius, 
Octavius, Augustus, Antony, Cleopati-a, or de- 
scriptions of dress, armor, manners, homes, at 
such a time. They were simply given the 
topie and told to look up all the material they 
could find, and write a report to be given in 
class, within a few days. When they flock to 
the library, my "busy day" begins in econp- 
mizing time for them as much as possible, by 
telling them exactly where to find what they 
want. 

When absentees get their topics second- 
hand from their friends sometimes the result 
is queer, as when a dejected youth came to me 
with the statement that he had looked in all 
the encyclopedia:,, and in four Greek histories, 
for Ex-en-o-phoii, and could not find him 
under the letter E anywhere. 

A good deal of English Avork is done in 
connection with the libraiy. When an au- 
thor is being studied, examples of his work 
are to be read and reported upon. In this 
way, the librarian, knowing exactly what ma- 
terial she has on hand, can supplement the 
teacher's work considerably by pointing out 
the best or most attractive passages of the, 
author under discus.sion. 

Generally the students are glad to get a 
hint about their reading, and often ask for it, 
but sometimes they like to "know that you 
know," as one day lately a young man wrest- 
ling with the production of an essay on Shelley 
asked, if I had ever taken a course in English. 
On an affirmative answer, he further enquired, 
"Well, did you ever study paragraph forma- 
tion and. sentence structure?" I meekly 
answered, "Yes," arid then, being satisfied 
with my mental status, he asked in a hushed 
voice, "Well, then, will you tell me how to 
spell "appreciate?" 

The library is a great place for confidences 
of all sorts. The students become so accus- 
tomed to getting the librarian's reference helji 
that they seem to ask, sometimes, anything 
that comes into their precious heads. 

The climax, I think, was reached one morn- 
ing, when a tall girl came rushing in — "Oh, 
Miss Eraser, could you get me fifty famous 
lovers?" I had enough breath to murmur 
that one or two at a time were enough for 
most girls, but she explained that she wanted 
the names for use at a large fancy party. I 
.supplied a list of characters from history and 
fiction, and headed it with Adam and Eve, 
much to her amusement. ; 

I could tell a good many stories to show 
that the librarian has as much confidence and 
opportunity for influence as the teacher, 
though more informally and indirectly. 

To return to my first thought — the idea of 
a library as a place in which to store books 
carefully away, and from whence they may be 
handed out at stated intervals, and under 
many restrictions, is rather c^bsolete today, 
and is hoped will soon become entirely so.' To 
be sure, it is a further stage in the develop- 
ment from mediaeval times, when books were 
chained down to the desks, but it is a long 
way behind the Twentieth Centuiy ideal. 
That ideal may be well expressed by borrow- 
ing Matthew Arnold's words (on a different 
subject)— the service of the libi-ary should be 
"a disinterested endeavor to learn and propa- 
gate the best that is known and thought in 
the world." In trying to fulfil the spirit of 
these words, there is scope for all the know-- 
ledge the librarian can acquire, and all the 
tact and sympathy that can be developed. 

At a previous meeting of this University 
Women's Club the question of aims and ob- 
jects was discussed, and many of us consider- 
ed what practical use we could make of our 
united strength. Have we not sufficient 
power to bring about the establishment of a 
Children's Room in this Carnegie library, to 
aid in obtaining a helpful number of books for 
Victoria College, to influence the choice and 
arrangement of material in each, so as to bring 
"the greatest good to the greatest number," 
and also emphasize to .some of the bright 
young scholars in Victoria the opportunities 
that_ library work can be made to present, for 
a wide field of helpfulness, and an increasing 
sphere of personal growth in wisdom— that ac- 
cording to the old Scfottish paraphrase, 

"Hath treasure greater far 

Than East or West unfold. 

And her rewards more precious are . 

Than all their stores of gold." f

Tbi'y .sent both wlieat and flour to 
IJiltlsh i;olumbla, but yet they liad much left. ,Some 
of thl.s was sent across the continent to be shipped 
to ii:urope. l!ut it was ;i long liaid and b.v tin: tlino 
the freiglil rati'.s weri' paid the farmer did not re- 
ceive ii.s much for his !,-r;iin a-; he would have liked. 
He began to look foi' Litlier markets. (iiain ^vas 
wanted in .Mexico and the rhilippine Islands. But 
the Canadian i'aclfle Kallwny eimipany chargi'd vi-ry 
heavy rates iiver tlu'lr rullroail in JJritish (Columbia. 
Th\.=i year that company h.a.s come to seu that It can 
take the Alberta wln'iit to Vancouver at a rale that 
will niako It profitable net only to send it to Mexico, 
the Philippines and to ports in Asia where there Is a 
market for It, but that it will be cheaper tp use this 
route to Kurope, Already traliiloads of wheat aro 
coming to Vancouver, and It is expoc'ted ihat they 
will continue to arrive in still larger quantities. Tho 
handling of this wheat in Vancouver will give em- 
ployment to many people and shipping will increase.

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moved by a short run, then paused, listening 
and looking around like startled animals, and 
again would make another short run and an- 
other pause. Every movement bespoke the 
hunted and hunting creatures of the wild. 

Where not disfigured by tattooing, the faces 
of the younger people are often quite attrac- 
tive. Their brown skins, wide open eyes and 
more prominent features appeal more to our 
sense of beauty than the yellow-color, almond 
eyes and flatter faces of their Chinese neigh- 
bors. But the savages, and especially the sav- 
age women, age rapidly. At a lime of life 
when their civilized sisters are still in their 
prime, these over-worked and underfed wo- 
men of the forests and mountains are already 
old and withered. And then the wrinkles are 
accentuated by the tattooing. 

The women usually have a short band of 
tattoo marks drawn vertically on the forehead. 
A broad band of blue is also drawn from ear to 
ear, its upper edge coming to a point in the 
centre of the upper lip, its low^.r edge curving 
around the lower lip or chin. This band is 
composed of nine (lotted lines, divided into 
three equal sets by two rows of diamond- 
shajjed marks. The young men tattoo vertical 
baiuls on their foreheads and chins; and on at- 
taining maturity receive the same on their 
chests. 

More offensive to Western eyes than the 
tattooing are the ear ornaments worn. These 
consist of i)ieccs of bamboo, one-half or three- 
quarters of an inch thick, thrust through the 
lobes of the cars. The men wear these about 
an inch or two long; hut the women prefer 
thcin from four to six inches long. On the 
ends of the ear-sticks are small balls, carved 
shells or dangling pendants. Fashion rules 
these denizens of the forests and mountains 
quite as tyrannically as she docs the city 
dwellers of the West, and not having many 
clothes on which to practice her arts, she 
makes their poor pcr.sons suffer the more. The 
clothing of the men consists of a light sleeve- 
less ttinic, which is open in fron. and protects 
onl)"- the back and shouider.s, a loin cloth, and 
sometimes a square of coarse cloth, woven 
from China grass, wrapped about the body. 
The women generally wear a Malay scrang, 
a square piece of coarse cloth, covering the left 
shoulder and arm, its upper corners knotted 
on the right shoulder, leaving the arms bare. 
These garments and the cloth leggings worn 
by the women are often ornamented by bright 



red or blue threads or brass wire obtained in 
barter. Chief and women on gala occasions 
wear quite elaborate head-dresses of heads and 
shells. But the ordinary hat, if any is worn, 
is a skull-cap with a brim over the eyes, closely 
woven of rattan. One of these, with a bullet 
hole in it, showing the fate of the former own- 
er is, together with his head-cutting knife, in 
the possession of the writer. 

The houses of the savages, built some of 
stones, some of slabs, some of earth and thatch, 
some partially underground and some elevated 
on posts, differ so much in different localities 
and tribes that no general description will 
apply. Their little patches of ground, rudely 
cultivated with a short-handled hoe, supply 
them with maize, mountain-rice, taros and 
sweet potatoes. Berries, plumS and small 
oranges grow wild; while boars, deer, bear's 
and small game form their meat supply. Flesh 
is eaten half-cooked or entirely raw. 

The outstanding cliaracteristic of tl'.c moun- 
tain savages of Formosa is tiie practice of 
head lnnitii)g. It is the one great passion of 
their lives. It holds a place of unrivalled im- 
portance in the life of the tribe. To be recog- 
nized as an adult, a warrior, a member of the 
tribal council, and to have the iirivilegc of 
marrying a wife, it is ncc ssar)- to have ta'-'cn 
at le'a.^t one head. To obtain r:uik and in- 
fluence it is neci'ssarv to liavc captured several 
heads. Heads are ah-o nreclod to drive away 
pestilence, and to ensnrc a iirosperous^ year. 
Add to these motives the wild pas.-^ion lor re- 
venge for wrongs committed in many a border 
feud, the lust for blood cultivated by a life- 
time of stealthy guerilla warfare, and tliere 
burns in the veins of those animal men of the 
mountains a ferocious craving for the gory 
trophies of their valor which is little short of 
a mania. 

The objects of their bitterest hatred have al- 
ways been the Cbiiu-sc, w ho dispossess! d them 
of their lands, and have cheated and dcfranded 
them in numberless ways. But they are jusi 
about as ready to kill their own kinsmen, the 
more civilised Malays of the pbins. Nor were 
some of the tribes at all particular to distin- 
guish between a white sailor lancl.'d or ship- 
wrecked on the coast and their traffitional 
enemies the Chir.csc. .A head was a head to 
them, no matter who th'.> ririginal owner niigh: 
be.

■ S there iron in the Sun. and copper.^ 
Thi.-, <incstioii, straiiijc as it may 
,snnn<l, is dealt with in the f(dlo\ving

"1 hajvpcn to number among my 
friends some whose bnsini-ss in lile is 
to climb mountains, examining c\ery piece oi 
rock within ilicir reach in s.-arcli of whatever 
mineral.-, they may ciuilain. Such men we 
designate as pro>i.cctM-s. Happening to meet 
one of these genial sj.irits after a somewhat 
proh)iiged absence I was accosted with the 
query, 'Well, old friend, how are you? .A.nd 
what have you been doing?' After satisfying 
him as to my bodily health I informed him I 
had not discovered gold, but I had satisfied 
myself of large quantities of iron and also C'.)p- 
per. On his wishing to know the locality of 
my iirospcctive claim I tohl him it was in the 
Sun. The look of amazcnicnt wilii wdiich he 
received that in formaiii ni cvirlently implied 
that he had some doubts re.t;ardini;- mv sanity, 
and being wishful to satisi\- him on that score 
I will endeavor to explain by what means 1 ar- 
rived at the conclusion that iron and copper 
existed in the Sun. 

"If we admit a beam of sunlight throtigh a 
email opening into a dark room and allow it 
to fall on to a white screen we would sec a 
round white spot, which would simply be an 
image of the sun. Now, if we place in the 
tiatli (if this licain ;i triangular jirism of glass 
the while spot will now be changed inlo a 
nian>- col'ired band, and its position shiftiil on 
the screen. The beam of light wouKl be bent 
out of its course towards the thick part of the 
prism. The color that would be most bent 
would be the violet, the red being the least 
bent. This was the experiment of Sir Lsaac 
Newton for analysing a beam of white light in- 
to its j)rimary colors, violet, indigJ, blue, green, 
yellow, orange, red. If we make a small open- 
ing in the screen and allow one of the colored 
rays to pass through it and place in its path 
a second jirism, this ray of colored light would 
be more elongated and bent out of its course 
in the same manner as the original beam, but 
on being received on a second screen it would 
be seen that no further analysis can be effect- 
ed, but it would be of the same one color. By 
making the opening into the dark room a fine 
narrow slit and using a convex lens to collect 
and concentrate a quantity of light we obtain 
by these means what we call a pure spectrum 
and examining- a ray or beam of light from 
the Sun by this manner wc find that the color- 
ed band or spectrum is traversed by numerous 
dark lines. These dark lines were first observ- 
ed by WolUiston, who described several of the 
most conspicuous of them. These were after- 
wards multiplied and measured by P''rawn- 
hofer in such an elaborate manner that they 
arc now universally /known; --as _ F^raunjlipfer's 
lines. These Hn6s' afsj alwsH used' .as'i-Tefer- 
ence niarks for the accurate specification of 
different parts o£ the spectrum, as they al-- 



frequently the heads are put up in the place 
reserved for them and left there to be polished 
bv insects, wind and weather into grinning 
skulls. Some tribes keep these trophies in 
their houses, others under the eaves, some 
have small roofed platforms set up on_ poles; 
others build stone walls, leaving interstices in- 
to which the skulls are thrust, while the 
Atayals have long narrow platforms set on 
posts outside their houses, on which the heads 
arc arranged in rows. One old chief taken by 
the Chinese boasted, ere he was tortured to 
death, that in his mountain village he had 
ninety-four Chinese heads, all taken with his 
own hand. 

The Head-hunters are sometimes equipped 
with guns, sometimes with bows and arrows, 
but generally with very long, iron-headed, 
bamboo spears, a heavy curved knife for cut 
ting off the head, and a species of game bag 
for carrying it home in. Singly or in small 
comiiaiiics they hide in the tall grass or bushes, 
and watch for lonely travelers on the paths 
leading through or close by their forests. A 
(piick thrust of the long spear, a few strokes of 
the heavy knife, and the headless body of the 
wayfarer lies in the road, while the triumphant 
savage is off to his mountain village to be the 
hero of frenz-ied jubilaticms. For this reason 
every band of burden-bearing coolies on the 
road's of the danger zone is guarded by armed 
men ; and the Japanese post-road between 
Tiap'eh, the capital of Formo.sa, and Gilan^on 
the east coast, has sentry-boxes and soldiers 
placed within rifle-shot of each other where it 
traverses the mountain district, to protect the 
mail carriers. 

Another favorite method is to steal upon 
farmers in the fieUls, as they bend over their 
hoes and are intent upon their weeding. In 
the month of March, 1904, the writer visited 
the sea-port town of Saw-o, close to the moun- 
tains of the savagges. The day before he ar- 
rived there, two farmers working in tbeir rice- 
fields in the very edge of the town, had been 
speared and their heads carried off. 

Som.ptimes ;i large band will make a night 
attack on a village of the Chinese or peaceful 
Malays. It may be only a half-hour's run 
from the wooded mountains of the savages to 
the village on the plain. Scouts have assured 
themselves that there arc no police or soldiers 
there. When all are asleep, houses on the 
outskirts of the village are surrounded, the 
thatched roofs fired, and the inmates speared

"If 1 ow. ins '.vi ! of tlie J^un a? our source 
of light, w'c employ the ends of l\\n roils 
coke, rciidi-rcd i-i-a-'desccM; by clcctrH-ily, such 
as are used for the arc light in an electric lamp, 
and place between the ends of the carbons a 
piece of any metal we wish to examine, say a 
piece of silver, which would soon be raised to 
a state of incandescence, and i)as-;ing its light 
through the prism and ]n-o!ri:liiit; :•. ti> the 
screen, its sprctiimi will be ;i boanlifiil green 
color consisting of two briliiruit green bands. 
It we next i)Iace a piece of copper between the 
carbons its spectrum will be .seen to consist of 
green bands, but entirely distinct from the 
bands produced by the silver. Zinc will give 
us blue and red bands, sodium a yellow band, 
each band always occupying the same position 
in the spectrum. Every metal has its own 
particular bands, and in no case are the hands 
of two diifi>rent metals alike in refrangibility. 
lUinsen and Kirchhoff, who were practically 
the founders of spectrum analysis, after exam- 
ining the spectrum of all the known metals 
soon made this test a means for detecting 
the presence of any metal, and in exam- 
ining a spectrum containing bands different 
from any bands of known metals could i;"ri;e- 
diatelv infer the existence of a new metal. 1'i 
this manner they disco\ cred the new metal 
Rubidium, also Caesiuiu, L'rookes pursuing the 
same method discoveicd by its bright green 
band the mct.al Thallium. 

"To Kirchhoff we also owe our knowledge 
that the light from the incandescent vapor of 
any metal will absorb the light wdiicb it can it- 
self emit, thus a ray of light colored by an in- 
candescent metal passing through a luminous 
atmosphere of the same metal would lose by 
absorption all its color and wnnld display a 
dark l)and where before the color correspond- 
ing to the metal existed. Kirchhoff, by exam- 
ining the hundreds of lines in the Sun's spec- 
trum and finding them to occupy exactly the 
same position as the luminous lines in the 
spectra of various metals, concluded that these 
metals existed in the Sun, The bright lines of 
the spectrum of iron vapor are exceedingly 
numerous, 65 of them were proved by him to 
be absolutely identical in position with 65 dark 
Fraunhofcr's lines. ■ Angstrom pushed the 
coincidence further, finding 450 correspoufling 
to that of iron. From this wc may be assured 
with certainty that the metal iron exists in 
the Sim. The bright lines discovered by 
Brewster in a nitre flame, coinciding exactly 
with certain dark lines in the solar spectrum 
proved the existence of potassium in the Sun, 
and frotn the bright lines of the spectrum of 
copper, nickel, cobalt, calcium, manganese, 
zinc and numerous other metals corres])onding 
to the dark lines in the Sun's spectrum the 
probability is ovetwhelming that all these sub- 
stautcsTexIst in ' tlie, atrppsphfere.. of the .suti. 
Janssen in India and Norman Lockytr in Eng- 
land by means of the spectrum proved, that tlje 



protuberances stretching sometimes tens of 
thousands of miles from the edge of the Sun 
as seen dr.ring an eclipse were masses of 
ilaming h\>lrogcn gas. 

"Dr. liuggins has also made an immeasur- 
able extension of the science of spectrum analy- 
sis by analysing the light from distant Stars, 
nebulae, and comets, and proving that they 
are also composed ol terrestrial substances, al- 
so bv noting the slight change in the position 
of tlie lines in the spectrum of some of the 
stars being moved either towards the red or 
the violet end of the spectrum he has been able 
to determine wdiether the star was moving to- 
wards us and with what velocity or moving in 
a contrary direction. This method of analysis, 
which applies equally whether we exam- 
ine a piece of rock or the light of a distant star, 
caused the late R. A. Proctor, the eminent as- 
tronomer, to declare that the science of spec- 
trum analysis was the noblest method of re- 
search yet revealed to man."

PRECAUTIONS AGAINST RUNS 

Of all devices resorted to by bankers to 
gain time and inspire confidence during runs 
on their 'institutions, there has never, perhaps, 
been a more novel scheme than that con- 
ceived in a western city. The depositors were 
astounded to find that they could enter the 
liank only at the cost of spoiled garments, as 
the astute president had caused the door- 
posts to be freshly painted. 

An English bank once prevented a crisis 
in its affairs by exhibiting in the windows 
large tubs apparently brimful of sovereigns. 
The tubs, however, were simply turned up- 
side down, only a small quantity of gold being 
[liled on their bottoms. 

An ingenious device was resorted to in 
Buenos Ayrcs. There was a run on a larj^'C 
bam< and for several days depositors besieged 
the premises withdrawing money and placing 
it in another bank on the opposite side of the 
street. It so happened, however, that these 
two institutions had reached a private under- 
standing, and as fast as the safe bank re- 
ceived the deposits they were returned to the 
unsafe one by an underground passage, with 
the result that everyone marveled at its con- 
tinued ability to meet its obligations.

as they strive to escape. At Christmas, 1903, 
the village of Ta-khoe was thus attacked, and 
twenty-four iieads carried off. 

But the most common victims of the head- 
hunters arc the workers in rattan and camphor. 
The rattan is a vine which creeps through the 
foiei-ts and over tiie branches of trees to a 
length sometimes of 500 feet. The Chinese lab- 
orer cuts the vine near the root, and going 
backward pulls it out of the trees and bushes. 
It is when he is so engaged that the savage 
creeps up and strikes him from behind. Sim- 
ilarly the camphor-workers have to labor in 
the den.se forests, chipping the trunks of the 
fallen camphor trees with a short adze. Bend- 
ing down and intent on their work, they can- 
not be always watchfuL This is the head- 
hunter's opportunity, and more of the cam- 
phor-workers lose their heads than of any 
other single class. 

Formosa practically supplies the world 
with camphor. In 1898 the world's supply 
amounted to 7,500,000 pounds, of that amount 
6,900,000 pounds were ])roduce(l in Formosa. 
In that year 635 canqjlior-workers were killed 
or wounded by the savages. In a sense in 
which happily it can be said of few articles of 
commerce, the camphor we use in our homes 
is purchased with the life-blood of human be- 
ings. 

When the Japanese forces landed in For- 
mosa in 1895, the savages welcomed them as 
allies against their old enemies the Chinese, 
and some bands of warriors co-operated with 
the Japanese armies. But the object of the 
Japanese was the pacification of the Chinese, 
not their annihilation, and soon they had to 
put restraint on their savage allies. This the 
hill-men resented, and before long they were 
as ready to take a Japanese head as a Chinese. 

For years the Japanese pursued a policy of 
conciliation. Border inspectors and border 
police were» appointed to maintain order, and 
prevent aggressions on either side. Planta- 
tions were established and attempts made to 
teach the savages agriculture and the habits of 
a peaceful life. Some of the young people of 
the tribes were induced to enter Japanese 
schools, while adults were employed as mail- 
carriers or trained for military service. 

In the south the Malays responded to this, 
and have remained fairly peaceful. But the 
Atayals of the north were incorrigible, and 
there was the usual tale of heads taken by 
those implacable savages. In July, 1906, a 
Japanese camphor station was attacked and 
thirty-seven heads carried off. This was fol- 
lowed by other outrages. 

Then General Count Sakuma, the new vice- 
roy of Formosa, decided that it was not wise 
to be lenient any longer. A force of Chinese 
troops, known as Alyu, numbering with their 
Japanese officers 5,000 men, was detailed to 
attack the Atayal savages. The difficulties of 
the campaign were enormous. The territory 
in which this force was to operate comprised 
between 2,000 and 3,000 square miles. It is all 
mountainous, rising in Mount Sylvia to the 
height of 11,470 feet. These mountains are 
covered with dense jungles of large trees, in- 
terlaced with prickly rattan and other vines. 
The climate is extremely wet, and the vegeta- 
tion rank. The eastern face of the territory is 
a line of sea-cliffs rising 5,000 to 7,000 feet 
from the Pacific. ' 

Around this region the Japanese threw a 
horse-shoe-shaped line of troops, and gradu- 
ally drawing the heels of the horse-shoe to- 
gether, closed in on the savages. Every de- 
vice suggested by modern inventiveness for 
such warfare was employed. Mountain and 
machine guns, wire entanglements and elec- 
tric mines were used to off-set the advantage 
possessed by the savages, who were fighting 
in their native haunts. 

The most serious action was fought June 
5th to 9th, 1907, when a Chino-Japanese force 
of 600 men surrounded a savage stronghold 
on Chintozan, a mountain over 4,000 feet high. 
After three days of bush fighting, the Japan- 
ese commander, Lieutenant-Colonel Hayaka- 
wa, led a charge of 500 men against the top- 
most heights. The heights were captured, 
but out of the 500 wdio made the charge Col. 
Haj-akawa and 130 of his men fell. 

This defeat, and the bombardment of .some 
of their coast villages by the cruisers Naniwa 
anci fakachilio, led the savages to ask for 
peace. They soon broke out again, and in Oc- 
iobcv captured fourteen of the Japanese out- 
posts and a number of machine guns. A 
month's campaign recovered these and once 
more brought the savages to terms. But that 
they have not remained quiet is shown by the 
fact that last spring finds the Jajjanese troops 
again operating against them. Mr. Oshiina, 
chief of police of Formosa, under who.se de- 
partment this work comes, stated in April that 
it would take five or six years more to reduce 
the savage,s to order. 

Meanwhile the Japanese have had to face 
the situation caused by the mutiny of a de- 
tachment of their Aiyu or Chinese troops. 
Sixty Japanese, incltiding twenty-four women- 
and children, were murdered by the mutineers 
before otiier troops arrived. 

Altogether the Japanese have had their 
own share of troubles in Formosa. They are 
learning the lesson which only colonizing na- 
tions do learn, that the most difficult and vex- 
atious of all campaigns for civilized troops is 
that necessitated by one of those "little wars" 
against the guerrilla bands of savage tribes. 
There can be only one end to the conflict, the 
final defeat and pacification of the head-hunt- 
ers. Meanwhile it is costing Japan blood and 
goicJirrThtirlow' Eraser in Canadian Magajzine.
